a double proteftion and defence. The triallthat I had 


of both your loues,when 7 was left of all, but of ma- 


lice andrenenge, makes me fell preſume that you will 


be pleaſed (knowing What little po'Wver I had to per- 
forme ought , andthe great aduantage of foreWar- 
ned enemies) to anſweare that out of knowledge, 
which others ſhall but obtefT out of malice . Jn my 
more happy times as I did eſpecially honour you 
both , ſo Tfound that your loues ſought me out in the 
darkeſt ſhadow of aduerſitie , and that the ſame af- 
feftion which accompamed my better fortune , fored 
not away from me in my mane miſertes : all which 
though I cannot requitegyet Iſhal euer acknowleage: 
and the great debt which Ihaue no power topay, 7 
can doe no more for a time bat confeſſe to be due. Jt is 
true that as myerrors were great, ſo they haue yeel- 
ded very grieuous effetts , andif ought might 5 
beene deſerued m former times to haue counterpoy ed 
ani part of offences, the fruzte thereof ( as it ſee- 
meth) was long before fallen from the tree , and the 
deadſtocke onely remained. Iaid therefore euen in 
the winter of my life;condertake theſe trawels, fitter 
for boates leſſeblaſtedwirh misfortunes, for men of

zt were perfo rmed. Ofthat little remame Thad,Thaue 
wa#led im effett all herein, F haue vndergone many 
conflruttions,T haue beene accompanied With many 
ſorrows,with labor, hunger, heat: ſicknes,£5 perel!: It 
appearethnotwithſlanaing that I made no other Lra- 
wado of gomng to the ſeagthen was meant and that I 
was neither hidden jn Cernewallorelſe where,asn as 
ſuppoſed.They haue;grofty belied me, that foreiudged 
that I'mouldrather betonie a ſernant tothe Spaniſh 
king,then return,*5 the rtſtwere muehmuſtaken,xpho 
would hane perſwaged,that Iwas too eafefil and ſen- 
ſuallto pndertake athpney of fo greatirauel. But if 
what Thaue done,recerne the gracious conſiruttion of 
a paineful pugrimage,andpurchaſethe leaft remiſsi- 
on, I (hal thinks all too title, and that ghere. were 
wanting tothe re flanany miferies : But if both the 
ttmes paſt, the preſent ;and What may bem the fu- 
ture, dee all by cnegraine of gall continue m an e- - 
rernall diftla#t," I doe not then knowe whether I

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and expence , or condemne my ſelfe for doing leſſe 
then that which can aeſerue nothing. From my ſelfe 
I haue deſerued no thankes , for [am returned abeg- 
ger,and withered , but that F might haue bettred 
my poore eFlate, it ſhall appeare by the following d1ſ 
courſe , if Thad no. onely refpefted ber Maitefhies 
futereHonor,and riches. Ft became nat the former 
fortune inwhich 7 once liued,to goe tourne ys of ptco- 
rie , and it had ſorted ill with the offices of Honor, 
which by ber Mateſties grace,T hold this day in Eng- 
land. to runfrom ( ape to ( ape,C3 from place to place, 
for the pillage of ordynarie prizes , Many yeares 
ſence, hadknowledge byrelation,of that mighty,rich, 
and beawtifall Empire of Guiana, andof that great 
and Golden City, which the Spanyards call El Do- 
rado, and the 'naturals Manoa, which {tie was 
conquered, reedrfied, and inlarged by a yonger fonne 
of Guainacapa Emperor of Peru, at ſuch time as 
Franciſco Pazaro and others conquered the [aide 
Empire, from his two elder brethren Guaſcar, and 
Arabalipa, both then contending for the ſame , the 
one being faumred by the Qreiones of Cuzco,the 
other bythe people of Caximalca, Fſent my ſernant 
lacob Whiddon the y:are before,to get knowledge 
of th: paſſazes, and Thad ſome light from Captaine 
Parker /om:tim: tyy ſeruant', and ne attending 
01 
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on your Lo, that ſuch a place there was to the ſouth- 
ward of the preat bayof Charuas, or Guanipa: 
but I feund that u was 600. mules farther off, then 
they ſuppoſed , and manie other mpediments to 
them vnknowen and vnheard, After I had diſplan- 
ted Don Anthonio de Berreo, whowas vpon the 


ſame enterprize , leaumg myſhips at Trinedado,at 


the port called Curiapan, Iwandred 400. miles,m- 
70 the ſaid countrey Ly land and riuer: the particu- 
lers 7 will leane to the following drſcourſe . The 
countrey hath more quantity of Gold by manifolds, 
then the beſt partes of the Indies, or Peru : All the 
moſt of the kings of the borders are already become 
her Maieſttes vaſſals-85ſeeme toatſire nothing more 
then her Mateſhies proteFtion, and the returne of the 
Engliſh nation, It hath another grounae and aſſu- 
rance of riches andglory, thenthe vorages of the weſt 
Indies,t&aneaſier way to inuadt the beſt parts ther- 
of,then by the common conrſe. The king of Spaine 1s 
not ſo impoueriſhed by taking 3 or 4. port townes in 
America as we (uppoſe,neyther are the riches of Pe- 
ru,or Nucua Eſpania left by the ſea(ide,as it can 
be eaſily waſht away with agreat flood,or ſpring tide, 
or left drie vpon the ſandes on 4 loweebbe. The port 
townes are few and poore m refefttof the reſt within 
the land, andare of hitle defence, andare onely rich 
A 4 when 
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when'the fleets are to receine the treaſure for Spaine: 
And we might thmke the \Spanyards wverie ſimple, 
haumg ſo many horſes and ſlaues, that if they could 


not:upontwa dats warning ,carric all the Golde 


they baue into the land, and farre enourh from the .. 
reach of our footmen, ef peciallie the Ladies beemg 


(as 1t 14 for the maft part) ſo mounteynous, ſo fwllof. 
woods, rivers,and mariſhes, In the port townes of 
the promnce of Venſuello,as Cumana,Coro,and 
S. Iago (whereof Coro and S.lago were taken by 
Captame Preſton and Cumana and S,loſephus 
by vs) ve found not the wwalue of one rial of plate in 
etther: but the Cities of Barquaſimeta, Valentia, 
$.Sebaſtian,Cororo,S.Lucia, Alleguna,Mare- 
_ Cabo,and Truxilloarenur ſoeaſelre muaded; net- 
ther doth the burning of thoſe on the coaſt impoueryſh 
the king of Spayne ante one Ducket, and if we ſacke 
theriuerof Hache, S. Marta, and Cartagena, 
whichare the portes of Nueuo reyno and Popay- 
an: There are beſidesreithin the land hich are n- 
acel rich and popalons, the townes and { ities of Me- 
rida,Lagrita,S. Chriſtophero,the great Cities of 
Pampelone,s. Fede Bogota, Tunia aud Mozo 
where\the Eſrmeralds are. founde, the townes and 
Cites of Morcquito:, velis; la villa de Leua, 
Palma, vada, Anguſtura , th: greate Citie 


of 
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of Timana, Tocaima, S. Aguila,Paſto, Iuagos 
the greate citieof Popaian it ſelfe, Los Remedios» 
and the re$b, If we take the port sand villages with- 
m the bay of Vraba m the kingdomor riuers of Da- 
riena,and Caribana, the cities and townes of S, 
luande Roydas, ofCaſlaris, of Antiocha, Car- 
ramanta,Cali, ava Auſerma haue gold enough to 
pay the King part, and are not eaſily muadedby the 
wayof the Ocean,or i/Nombre de Dios avdPa- 
nama be taken i the proumce ofCaſtillo de oro , 
and the -villagervpon the riuers of Cenu and Cha- 
gre.Peru hath beſides thoſe and beſides the magnift- 


cent cities of Quito and Lima ſo manyllanas, 


portes,Cities ana mines, as if| ſhould name the with 


the reſt, it would ſeeme incredible to the reader: of all 
which becauſe I haue written a particuler treatiſe of 
the weſt Indies, Iwillomit their repetition at this 
time, /eing that m the ſaide treatiſe I haue anatomi- 
zedthe reſt of the ſeatownes aswellof Nicarag na, 
Tucata,Nueua Eſpanna,and:he Ilands,as thoſe of 
the Inland , and bywhat meanes they may be beſte 
inuaded, as farre as any meane Iudgement can com- 
prehend, But I hope it ſhall appeare that there ts a 
way found to anſwer e euery mans longing,abetter 
Indies for her mazeſtie then the King of Spaine hath 
any,which if it ſhall pleaſe her hig hnes to — 
I 
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7 ſhall moſt willingly endthe reſt of my dates in fol- 
lowing the ſame : If it be left tothe Spoyle and ſac- 
hage of common perſons , if the loue andjeruice of ſo 
many nations be deſpiſed,ſogreat riches,and ſo migh- 
tie an Empyre refuſed, I hope her Maieſty will yet 
take my humble deſire and my labour therein m gra- 
cious part, which if it had not beene m reſpetd of her 
highnes futurehonor &ruches,Tcould haue laid hand's 
and ranſomed many of the kings e+ Caſſiqui of the 

{ountry,C3* haue had a reaſonable proportionofgold 
for their redemption : But I haue choſen rather to 
beare the burthen of ponerty,thenreproch,e> rather 
toendure aſecondrranel es the chaunces therof,then 
to haue defacedan enterpriſe of jo great. aſſurance, 
vntill 1 knew whether it pleaſed God to put a diſ 
Poſition in her princely and royall heart eyther tofol- 
lowor foreſlow the ſame: 1 will therefore leaue it to his 
ordinance that hath onely power in al things, and do 
humbly pray that your honors wil excuſe ſucherrors, 
44 without the defence of art,onerrunne meuery part, 
the followmg diſcourſe, im whichT haue neither ſtu- 
died phraje;forme, nor faſhion, aud that youwil! be 
pleaſea toefteeme me as your owne(though oner dear-

. istrue that while we abode at the Iland of Trinedado , I was 


informed by an Indian, that notfarre from the Port, where we 
ancored , there were founde certaine- minerall (tones which 
they eltcemed to begold, and were thereunto perſwaded the 
rather for that they had ſcen both Engliſh,and French men ga- 
ther,and imbarque ſome quantities thereof” : yppon this likly- 
hoode Ifent 4o men and gaue order that each one ſhould bring 
a ſtone of that myne,to maketriall of the goodneſſe, which be- 
ing performed , I aflured them attheir returne that the ſame 
was Afarcaſite, andoftno riches or value : Notwithſtanding 
dinerstrufting moreto their owne ſence, then ro my opinion, 
kept of the ſaide Marcaſite, and haue tried thereof, ſince my 


\ returne, in diuers places, In Guiaxa it ſelfe I never ſawe CMar- 


caſite , but! all the rocks, mountaines , all ones in the 
plaines ; in woodes, and by the riuers fides are in effect 
thorow ſhining , and appeare marueylous rich , which being 
triedro be no Marcaſite,are the trew fignes of rich mineralles, 
but are noother.then E/ madre del oro (as the Spanyards terme 
them ) which is the mother of golde , or asitis ſaide by others 
the {cum of gold: of diuers: ſortes of theſe manie of my com- 
pa brought alſointo England, euecrie onetaking the fayreſt 

or the beft, which is not generall. , For mine owne partte, I did 


not countermand any mans defire,or opinion, & I could haue a-

forded them little if I ſhoulde haue deniedthem the pleaſing 


of their owne fancies therein : But I was reſolued that golde 
mult be found either in graines ſeparate from the ſtone(as it is in 
moſt of al the rivers in G#ana) or elſe ina kinde of hard ſtone, 
which we call the white Sparre,of which Iaw divers hils,and in 
ſundrie places, but had neither ryme, nor men, norin{truments 
fitte to labour . Neereynto one of the rivers I founde of the 
ſaide white Sparre or flint a very great ledge,or banke , which 1 
endeuored to breake by al the meanes I coulde, becauſe there 
appeared on the out fide ſome ſmall graines of gold, bur find- 
ing no meane to worke the ſame vppon the ypper part, ſceking 
the fides and circuite of the ſfayd rock , Ifounde a clift in the 
ſame, from whence with daggers, and with the heade of an 
ax,we gotte out ſome ſmall quantitic thereof, of which kinde 
of white Rone(wherein golde is engendred)we ſawe diuers hils 
and rocks in cucrie part of Guiana,wherein we trauelled.Of this 
there hath beene made manie trialls , and in London, it was 
firſt aſſaide by Maſter 7eſtwood a refiner dwelling in wood- 
ſtreet, andithelde aftertherate of 1 2000 or 13000 pounds a 
tunne, Another ſort was afterward tried by Maſter Bu/mar and 
Maſter Dimoke aſſay maſter,and it held after the rate of2 3 000 

ds atunne ,There was ſome of ic againe tried by Maſter 
Palmer comptrollerof the minte,and Matter Dimoke. in golde 
ſmiths hall, and ithelde after 26900 pounds a tunne. There was 
— alſoatthe ſametime, andby the ſame perſons a triall madeof 
| the duſt of the ſaid myne which held 8.pound 6. ounces weight 
| of gold, in the hundred: there was likewiſe atthe ſame time 
atriall made of an Image of Copper, made in G#iana, which 
helde a third part gold, befides diuers trialls made in the coun- 

, and by others in London , But becauſe there came of ill 
With the good , and belike the ſaid Alderman was not preſen- 
ted with the beſt, it hath pleated him therefore to 1candall 
all the reſt, and to deface the enterprize as much asin him ly- 
 eth...It hath alſobeen concluded by diuers, thatif there had 


been anic ſuch oare in Guiana, and theſame dilcoucred, _" 
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I woulde haue brought home a greater quantitic thereof: firſt 
I was not bounde to ſatiſhe anie man ofthe quantitie , but ſuch 
onely as aduentured, if any ftore had been returned thereof: 
bur it is verie true that bad all their mountaynes beene of 
maſſic gold , itwas umpoſlible for ys to haue made anie 
longer ſtaye to haue wrought the ſame : and wholoeuerhath 
ſeene with what firength of ſtone, the beſt golde oare is 
inuironned , hee will not thinke it eafie to be had outin heaps, 
and eſpeciallic by vs who had neither men , in{trumentes, 
nor time ( as it is faide before ) to} performe the fame : 


There were on this diſcoucrie, nolefle then 100 perſonnes, 


who can all witneſſe, that when we paſt any braunch of the 
river tovewe the land within, and (taid from our boats but 
fix houres, wee were driuen to wade tothe eyesat our re- 
eurne : and ifwe attempted the ſame the day following, it 
was impoſſible cither to forde it, or toſwimit, both by rea- 
ſon of the ſwiftneſſe, and alſo for that the borders were 1o 
peltred with faft woods,asneither bote nor man could tinde 
place , citherto land, or to imbarque : for in Iune , July, 
Augutt , and September, it is impoſſible to nauigate any 
of thoſe riuers "hr {uch is the furie of the Current , and 
there are ſo many trees and woods ouerflowne, as if anic 
boate but touch vppon anie tree or fake, it is impoſſible 
rofaue any one P41 8 therein : andere we departedthe land, 
it ran with that ſwiftneſſe, as we draue downe molt commonly 
again(tthe winde;lutle lefle then one hundred nules aday:Be- 
fides our yeſſels were noother then wherries , one little barge, 
aimall cockboate, and a badGaliota , which wee framed in 


haſt for that purpoſe at Trinedado , and tholc little boates | 


had nyne or ten men apeece,with all their victuals, and armes. 
Itis, turther true, that we were about 400. miles from our 
ſhippes,and had bene a moneth from them, which alſo we lett 
weakely mande in anopen roade, andhadpromiſed our return 
in 15 dayes, Others haue deuiſed that theſame oare was had 
from Barbery, andthat we caried it with ysinto Guiana : ſurely 
C 3 the 
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the fingularitie of chat deuice, I do not well comprehend , for 
mine owne ms }l amnot ſo much in loue with theſe long voi- 
ages, as to deuile, thereby to cozen my lelfe,to lic hard, to fare 
worſe, to be ſubieRedto perils, to diſcaſes, toill ſauours, to be 
arched and withered, and withall to ſuttaine the care and la- 
Ke of ſuch an enterprize,excepte the ſame had more c6tort, 
then the fetching of Marcaſitein Guiana,or bying of gold oare 
in Barbery. But | hope the betrerſort williudge me by them 
{clues,& thatthe way of deceipt,isnort the way of honoror good 
opinion :'I haue herein conſumed much time, & many crowns, 
and I had no other reſpecte or defire then to ſerue her maieſty 
and my Country thereby, If the ſpaniſhe nation had beene of 
like beleefe to theſe detractors, we ſhould litle haue fearedor 
doubted their attempts, wherewith we now are daily threatned. 
Butif we now conlider ofthe ations both of Charles th: fifte, 
who hadthe Maydenhead of Pery, & the aboundant treaſures 
of Arabalips, together with the affaires of the Spaniſh king now 
lining, whatterritonies he hath purchaſed , what he hath added 
to the ates of his predeceſſors , how many kingdoms he hath 
indangered, how many armies, garriſons, and nauics,he hath & 
doth maintaine,the greatelofſes which he hath repayred,as in 
88 aboue 100 ſayleofgreate ſhippes with their arvllery , and 
thatno yere is lefle vnfortunate butthat many veſiels,treaſures, 
and people are deuoured,8& yet notwithſtanding he beginneth 
oe like a ſtorme to threaten ſhipwracke to vs all , weſhall 

nde that theſe abilities riſe not from rhe trades of ſackes, and 
Ciuil Orenges,norfrom ought clſe thateither Ear 
or any of ſus other prouinces produce : Iris his Indian Golde 
that indaungereth and difturberh all the nations of Europe, it 
mem intelligence, creepeth into Councels , and ſetteth 


ound loyalty atlibertie,inthe greateſt Monarchies of Europe. 
If the Spaniſh king can keepe vs. from: forraine enterprizes, 
and from the impeachment of histrades, eyther by offer of in- 
uaſion, or by beleiging vs in Britayne, Ireland, or elſe where, 
-he hath then broughtche worke of our: perill in greate for- . 


wardnes, 
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wardnes. Thoſe princes which abound intreaſurc have greate 
aduantagesouer the reſt, if they on: e con{raine them to a de- 
fenſiue warre , where they are driuen once ayeare or oftncr to 
caſt lots for their own garments,& fromſuch ſhalal crades, & :r- 
tercourle, be taken away,to the general lofic & impoueriſ; mc 
of the kingdom, & comon weale lo reduced:befides when men 
are conſtrained to fight,it hathnot the ſame hope as when they 
are preſt & incouraged by the defire of ſpoyle & riches. Farther 
itisto be doubted how thoſe that in time of victoric ſeeme to 
affect their neighbour nations, will remaine afterthe firli view 
of misfortunes, or ill ſucceſle ; to truſt alſoto the doubtfuires 
of a battel , is but afearctull and vncertaine aduenture , ſeeing 
therein fortune is as likely topreuaile, as yertue . It ſhall nor 
be neceſſary to allcage all that mightbe ſaid, and therefore 1 
will thus conclude, that whatiocuer kingdome ſha)be intorced. 
to defend it ſelfe , may be compared to a boey daungerouſllic 
diſeaſed, whichfor a feelin may be preſerued with yulgar me- 
dicines , but in a ſhort time, and by little and httle, the ſame 
mult needs fall tothe ground, and be diflolued. I have there- 
fore laboured all my lite, both according to my ſmall power, & 
perſwaſion,toaduarce al thoſe attempts, that might eytherpro- 
miſe return of profit to our ſelues,or atlaſtbe alett & impeach- 
ment to the quiet courſe, 8 plentiful rrades of the Spaniſh: nati- 
on,who in my weake iudgement by ſuch a warre were as eaſily 
indaungered and brought from his pes, as any prince 
in Europe , if itbe con{1dered from how many kingdomes and 
we rcuenewesare gathered, and thoſe ſo weake in their 
owne beings , and ſo farre ſeuered from m utuall ſuccor , Bur 
becaulec ach a preparation and reſolution is not to be hoped for 
in haſt, and tha tht time which our enennes embrace, can not 
be had againe to aduantage , I will hope that theſe provinces, 
and that Empyre now by me diſcouered ſhall tuffice to inable 
her Maieſty , and the whole kingdome , with no lefſe quanti- 
ties oftreaſure, then the king of Spayne hath in all the Indies, 
caſt and weſt, which he pofſeſſeth , which if the ſame be con- 
ſidered and followed, ere the Spanyards,enforce the ſame, and

with Fuerte venturgthe 17.0t the ſame moneth,where 
we {penttwo or threedaies , and relicued our compa- 
nies with ſome treſh meate. Fromthence wee coalted 
by the Gran Canaria, and ſo to Tenerife , and ſtaied there 
for the Lyons whelp your Lordſhipsſhip,and for cap- 
raine Amys Preiton andthe reſt: But when after 7,0rs. 
daics we found themnot, weedeparted and direfted 
our courlefor Trinedado with mine owne ſhippe, and a 
ſmall barke of Captaine Croſſes onely( for we had be- 
fore loſt ſighr ofa {mall Gallego onthe coaſt of Spayne, 
which came with vs from'Plymmonth :) wee arriued at 
Trinedado the 22. of March, caſting ancour at point 
Curiapan, whichthe Spanyards callpanro de Gallo,which 
is ſ1cuate in 8. degrees or there ahouts: we abode there 


4. Or 5. daies,and inallthattime we came not to the

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{peach ofanie Indian or Spaniard: on the coaſt we ſaw 
a fire, as we ſailed from the point Cara» towards Curia- 
pan, but for feare of the Spaniards , none durſt come 
to ſpeake with vs. I my ſelfe coalted it in my barge 
cloſe abord the ſhore and landed in cuery Couc, the 
better to know the Iland,whilethe ſhips keptthe cha- 
nell. From Cariapan after a fewe daies we turned v 
Northeaſtto recouer that place which the Spaniards 
cal perto de los Hiſpanioles,and the inhabitants Conguera= 
b;a, andas before reuiftualing my barge ) I left rhe 
ſhippes and kept by the ſhore, the better to come to 
ſpeach with ſome of the inhabitantes ,and alſo to vn- 
derſtand theriners , watring places and portes of the 
land which (asit is rudely. done) my purpoſe is to 
ſend your Lordſhip after a few daies. From Cmriapan I 
came to a port & ſearof Indians called Paxico where 
we found a freſh-water riucr , but ſawe no people. 
From thence I rowed to another port , called by 
the naturals Piche, and by the Spaniardes Tierra de 
Brea: In the way betweene both were diuers little 
brooks of freſh water, 8& one ſalt riuer that had ſtore of 
oiſters yponthe branches of the trees, 8 werevery ſalt 
& wel taſted, Althcir oiſters grow vpon choſe boughs 
and ſpraies, and not onthe ground: the like is com- 
monlie ſeene in the VVeſt Indies and elſe where. 
This tree is deſcribed by Andrewe Thezet in his french 
Antartique ,, and the forme figured in his booke 
as a plante verye ftraunge , and by Phrie in his 
X11, booke of his naturall hiſtorie . But in this 
Ilande, as alſo in Gnia»a there are veric manie of 
them, 

Ar this point called Tierra de Brea or Piche there is 

| | that 
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thatabundance of ſtone pitch, that all the ſhips of the 
world may betherewich loden from thence, and wee 
made triallofitin trimming our ſhips to be moſt ex- 
ccllent good, and melterh nor with theſunne as the 
picch of Norway, andtherefore for (hips trading the 
ſouth partes very proficable , From thence we wene 
ro the mountaine toote called Annaperima , and fo pal- 
ſiag theriuer Car-ne 0n which the Spaniſh Citie was 
ſcared, we metwith our ſhips at perto de los Hiſpanic- 
les or Conquerabia, 
This Hand of Trizedado hath the form: of a ſheep- 
hook, and is but narrow ,the north part is very moun- 
teynous,the ſoileis very excellent and wil beare ſugar, 
inger,or any other commodity that the Indies yecld. 
f hath ſtore of deare, wyld porks,fruits, fiſh & fowle: 
| Ithathalſofor bread ſufficient Mars, Cafan:, and of 
thoſe roots and fruits whichare common cuery where 
inthe welt /»4ies.It hath divers beaſts, which the /ndies 
haue not-the ſpaniards cofeſſed that chey found grains 
of gold in ſome of the riuers,butthey hauing apurpoſe 
to enter Guiana (the Magazin of allrich mettels)cared 
not to ſpetid time in the ſearch therof any farther, This 
Iland is called by the people therof Cairi/, and in it are 
diuers nations: thoſe about Parico are called 7aio,thole 
at Punto Carao are of the Arwacas p and betweene Ca- 
raoand Cyriapan they are called Saluaios , betweene 
Carao and pmaro Galera are the Nepoios ,and thoſe about 
the Spaniſh Cizie tearme themſclues Carinepagoro: : 
Of the relt of the nations , and of orher portes and 
rivers I leauetoſpeake heere , beeing impertinentto 
my purpoſe , and meane to deſcribe them as they 
| are ſituate in the particular plot and deſcription 
B2 of 
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of the Tland, three partes whereof I coaſted with my 
barge, the better to ſet it downeright, 

Meeting with the ſhips at pwerto de /os Hiſpanioles we 
found atthe landing place a company of Spanyardes 
who kept a guard atthe deſcent , and they offering a 
ſigne of peace | ſent Captaine#hiddortoſpeake with 
chem , whome afterward to my great griefe [left buri- 
edinthe ſaid land after my returne from Giara , bee- 
ing a man moſt honeſt and valiant, The Spanyards ſe- 
med to be deſirous totrade with vs , andto enter into 
rearms of peace,more for doubt of their own ſtrength 
then for oughtelſe , and inthe end vpon pledge, ſome 
of them came abord : the ſame euening there ſtale 
alſo abord vs in a ſmall Camoatwo Indiaris', the ohe of 
them being a Ca/ſque or Lordof people called Canty- 
m4», who had the yeare before beene with Captaine 
twhiddon , and was of his acquaintance. By this (an- 
tyman wee vnderſtood what ſtrength the Spaniardes 
had , how farre it was to their Citie , and of Dor An- 
thor:io de Berreothe gouernour,who was ſaid to be {laine 
in his ſecond attempt of Guiana, but was nor. 

While we remained atpmerro de los T:ſpanioles lome 
Spaniardes cane abord vs to buy lynnen of the com- 
pany, and ſuch other thinges as they wanted, and alſo 
to view our ſhippes and company, allwhich I enter- 
tained kindly and feaſted after our manner : by meanes 
whereof I learned of one and another as much of the - 
eſtate of Gw:4»aas I could ,oras they knew, for thoſe 
poore ſouldiers hauing beene many yeares without 
wine , afewe draughtes tnade them merry, in which 
moode they vauntedof Guia»a and of the riches therof, 
andall whatthey knew ofthe waies and paſſages , m 

ſelfe 
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ſelfe ſeeming to purpoſe nothing leſſe then the ente- 
rance or difcouerie thereof , but bred inthem an opi- 
nion that I was bound onely for thereliefe ofthoſe en. 
gliſh, which lhad planted in Virginia , whereof the 
brute was come among them , which i had performed 
in my returne if extremity of weather had notforſt me 
fromthe ſaidcoaſt. 

I found occaſions of ſtaying in this place for two 
cauſes: the one was to be reuenged of Berreo, whothe 
yeare before betraied 8.0f Captaine #h:ddons men,and 
rokethem while he departed from themto ſeekethe E, 
. Bonanenture, Which arriucdat Trinedado the day before 
from the Eaſt Indies : in whoſe: abſence Berreo ſent 
a Canoa abord the pinnace onely with 7»dian; and dogs 
inuiting the company togoe with theminto the wods 
to kil a deare,who like wile men in the ablence of their 
Captaine followed the Indians but were no ſooner one 
harquebuſh ſhort fremrthe ſhore , bur Berreos ſouldiers 
lying in ambuſh had themall, notwithſtanding that he 
had giuen his worde to Captaine hidden that they 
ſhould take water and wood ſatelic: the other cauſe of 
my ſtay was, for that by diſcourſe with the Spanraras I 
daily learned moreand more of Gwiana, of the riuers 
and paſlages ,and ofthe enterprize of Zerreo, by what 
meanes or fau!r he failed, and how he meant to proſe- 
cute the fame. 

While wethus ſpentthetime I was aſſured by ano- 
ther C:/qze ofthe north ſide of the Iland, that Berres 
had ſentto AMarprerita & to Cumarator fouldiers mea- 
ning to haue giuen mie a Caſas at parting,if ithad bin 
poſſible. Foralthough he had giuen order through all 


the lland thatno 7ndia» ſhould come aborde to trade 
| wh with 
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with me vpon paine of hanging and quartering , ( ha- 
\ uingexecuted two ofthem tor the fame which [ after- 
wardes founde)yetcuery night there came ſome with 
molt lamentable complaints of his cruelty,how hehad 
deuidedthe Iland & giuento every ſoldier apart, that 
he madethe ancient Cafqziwhich were Lordes ofthe 
country to be their{laues,that he kept themin chains, 
& dropped their naked bodies with burning bacon, Se 
{uch _ torments, which I found afterwards to b2 
true: forinthecity after [entred the ſame, there were 5. 
ofthe Lords or litle kings(which they cal Caſquiinthe 
welt Indies)in one chaine almoſt dead of famine; and 
waſted with torments : theſe are called in cheirown 
language Acarewana , and now of late fince Engliſh, 
French,& Spaniſh are come amongthem , they cal 
themſelues {apitayner, becauſerhey perceiue that the 
chicfe(t ofcuery ſhip is called by that name. Thoſe fiue 
{apita ynesl nathe chaine were called Wannawanare , Car- 
roaori, Maquarima ,T arroopanama, % Aterima, Soas both 
to bereucnged ofthe former wrong, as allo confide- 
ring that toenter Gziana by (mall boats,to depart 400. 
or 590.miles from my ſhips,and to leaue a gariſon in 
my dacke intereſſedin the ſame enterprize, who alſo 
daily expected (upplics out of Spaine, I ſhould haue 
ſauoured very much ofthe Aﬀe: and therforetaking a 
timeof maſt aduantage, I ſet ypon the Corp du guard in 
the cuening,andhauing pur them to the [word , ſente 
Capraine Ca/fei/d onwards with 60.ſoldiers,8& my ſelf 
followed with 40.more & fo toke their new city which 
they called S,7oſeph,by breake of day: they abode not a- 
ny fightaftera few ſhor,& al beingdilinifled but onely 
Berreo and his companion,[ broughethem wich me a- 


bord,

bord,andat the inſtance of the Indians I {cttheir new 
City of S. Jeſephs on fire, 

The ſame day arriued Captaine George G:fford with 
your L ord ſhips ſhip, & Captaine Xeymis whom I loit 
on the coaſt of Spaine, with the Ga/lego, andin them 
divers Gent.and others, which to ourlittle army was a 
great comfort and ſupply. 

We chen haſtened away towards our purp ofed diſ- 
couery, and firſt I called allthe Captaines ofthe lland 
rogether that were enemies to the Spantards,tor there 
were fome which Berreo had brought out of other coun 
tries, & planted there to cat out & waſt thoſe that were 
natural oftheplace,&by my Indian interpreter,which 
I caried out of England, I madethem vnderſtand thar 
I was the ſeruantot aQueene, who was the greatCa/- 
gue of the north , and a virgin, andhad more Ca/i9::5 
vnder herthen there jvere trees in their Hand: that ſhe 
was an enemy tothe Caſee/larrin reſpet of their tyran- 
nieand oppreſſion, and that ſhe deliueredall fuch na- 
tions about her,as were by them oppreſled,and hauing 
freedall the coaſt ofthe northren world from their ſer- 
uitude had ſent me to free them alſo,and with al to de. 
fend the countrey of Gxiana from their inuaſion and 
conqueſt, I ſhewed them her maicſtiespiQure which 
they ſo admired and honored, as it had beene caſie to 
hauc broughtthem 1dolatrous thercof, 

The like & a more largediſcourſe Imadetothe reſt 
ofthe nations both in my paſſing to Giana,8& to thoſe 
of the borders;ſo as in that part ofthe world her maic- 
ſty is very famous and admirable, whom they now call 
Exzrabeta Caſſipmna Aquerenara,which is as Much as Eli- 


z«beth, the greatprinceſle or greateſt commaunder. 
4 T his. 
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This done wee left prerto de (os Hiſþ artioles 5 and re- 
turned to. Curiapan , and hauing Berreo my priſo- 
nour I gathered from him as much of Ge/4n4 a5 he 
knewe. 

This Berreo is a gent. well deſcended , and had long 
ſeruced the Spaniſh king in Aſillain , Naples , the lowe 
Countries and elſe wherevery valiant and liberall,and 
a Gent. of great aſſurednes , andof a great heart: I v- 
ſed him according to his eſtare and worth in allthings 
| could,according to theſmall meanes [ had. 

[ſent Caprtaine #hiddon the yeare before to get what 
knowledge he could of Guiana, and the end of my ior- 
ney atthistime was to diſcouer andenter the ſame, but 
my intelligence was farre tromrtructh, for the country 
is ſituate aboue 600. Engliſh miles turther from the 
ſea, then I was made belecue it had beene,which afrer- 
ward vnderſtanding to be true by Berreo, | keptirfrom 
the knowledge of my companie , who el{e woulde 
neuer haue beene brought to arcemprt the ſame : of 
which 600, miles paſſed 4009, leauing my ſhippes ſo 
farre from meatancorintheſea, which was more of 
deſire to performe that diſcouery,then ofrealon, eipe- 
cially hauing ſuch poore & weake veſlels ro tranſport 
ourlſelues in; forinche bottom ot an old Galego which 
[ cauſedro be faſhioned like a Galley,and in one barge, 
two wherries,and atſhip bote ofthe Lyons whelpe,we 
caried rooperſons andtheir victitals for a moneth in 
the ſame,beingaldriuentolieintheraine andwether, 
in che openaire,inthe burning ſunne, & vpon the hard 
bords,and4o drefle our mear,and to carry al manner of 
furniture inthem,wherewith they were ſopeſtred and 
valauery:, that what with victuals' being maſt fiſh, 
with 
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with the weete clothes of fo many men thruſt together 
and the heate of che ſunne , I will vndertake there was 
neuer any priſonin England , that coulde be founde 
more vnſauory and lothfome, eſpecially ro my ſelfe, 

who had for many'yeares before beene dicted and 
cared for ina fort farre differing. 

If Captaine Preffo» had not beene perſwaded that he 
ſhould haue come too late to Trinedado to haue found 
vs there ( forthe moneth was expired which 1 promi- 
ſed totarry for him there erc he couldrecouecr the coaſt 
of Spaine) butthat it had pleaſed God he might haue 
ioyned with vs, and that wee hadentred the countrey 
but ſome ten daies ſooner ere the riuers were ouerflow- 
en,we had aduentured citherto haue gone to the great 
City of Aanoa, or at lcaſt taken ſo many of the other 
Cities and townes neerer at hand,as would haue made 
aroyallreturne : Bur it pleaſed not God fo much to fa. 
uour me at this time: if it ſhalbe my lot to proſecute 
the ſame, [ ſhall — ſpend my life therein, and if 
anyelſe ſhalbe enabled thereunto , and conquere the 
ſame, [ aſſure him thus much, he ſhall performe more 
then euer was done in Mexico by Cortez, Or 1 Pers by 
Pacaro,whereofthe one conquered the Empire of Mu- 
tezuma,the other of Guaſcar,and Atabalpa,and whatſo- 
euer Prince ſhall poſleſle it, that Prince ſhalbe Lorde 
of more Gold ,and of a more beautifull Empire, and 


of more Cities and people , then eyther the king of 


Spayne, orthe great Turke. | 
But becauſe there may ariſe many doubtes , and | 


how this Empire of Guiana is become {o populous, 
and adorned with ſo manie Citics , Townes, 


'Temples, andthreafures , I thought good to make it 
C knowen, 
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knowen,that the Emperour now raigning is diſcended 


from thoſe magnificent Princes of Pers of whoſe large 
territories, of whoſe pollicies, conqueſts, edifices, and 

riches Pedro de Cieza,Franciſco Lopez, and others have 

written large diſcourſes: for when Frazciſco Pacaro,D;- 
coo Almagro and others conquered the ſaid Empire of 
Peru, and had put to death Arabatpaſonne to Guayna- 

capa, which Atabatipa had formerly caufed his eldeſt 

brother Guaſcay to be flaine,one of the younger ſonnes 

of Guaynacapa fled out of Pers 5 and rooke with him 

many thouſandes of thoſe ſouldiers of the Empyre 

called Oreiozes,and with thoſe ard many others which 

followed him,he vanquiſhed al that traQ and valley of 
America which is ſituate berweenethe great riuers of 
Amazones,and Baraquan , otherwiſe called Orenoke and 

Aaranion , 

The Empyre of Guiana is direRly eaſt from Peru 
towards the {ca, and licth vnder the EquinoGtial line; 
and it hath more abundance of Golce then any part 
of Pers, and as many or more great Cities then cuer 
Peru had when it floriſhed wad it is gouerned by the 
ſame lawes, and the Emperour and people obſerue 
the ſame teligion , avdtheſameformeandpollicies in 
gouernment as was vied in Perw, nct differing in any 
part : and as I haue beene aſſured by ſuch of the Spary- 
«rae as haue ſcene Manoathe emperiall Citic of Guia- 
a, whichthe Spayardes cal e/ Doradothat for the great- 
nes,forthe riches, andfor the excellent ſeate, it farre 
exceedeth any of the world, atleaſt of ſo much of the 
world as is knowen tothe Spaniſh nation:it is founded 
vpon alake of fale water of 200. Jeagues long like vnto 
ware caſpia, And ifwe comparcitto that of Pers,8 _ 

reade 
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readethe report of Fraxciſes Lopez. & others,it wil ſceme 
more then credible, and becauſe we may iudge of the 
one by the other, I thought good to 2 part of the 
120, chapter of Lopez in his generall hiſtorie ofthe /»- 
dirs, wherein he diſcribeth the court and magnificence 
of Guaynacapa , aunceſtor tothe Emperour of Guiana, 
whoſe very words are thele, Todo el ſerwicio de ſu caſa, 
meſa,y comina era de oro,y de plata, y quando menos de plata, 
) cobre por mas reio . Tenia en ſu recamara eſtatuas huecas 
de oro que parecian gigantes, y las figuras al propre , y tamano 
de quantos animalces, aues, arboles,y yeruas produze Ia tierra, 
Y de quantos peces cria la mar y agnas de ſus re)nos. Tenia aſſi 
meſmo ſog.4, coſtales,ceſtas, y troxes de oro plata , rimero: de 
Palos de oro, que parecieſſen lenna r aiada para quemar. En fin 
19 auia coſa en ſutierrs , que no la tuuieſſe de oro contrabecha: 
aun dizen, que tenian los Ingas vnvergel en vna 1/la cerca 
de la Puna, donde ſe yuan a holgar , quands querian mar , que 
renia la ortaliza, las flores, yarboles de oro y plate , inuencion y 
grandeza haſta entonces nunca viſta. Allende de todo eſto tenic 
infinitiſcmia cantidad de plata,y oro por labrar en el Cuzco,que 
ſe perdio por la muerte de Guaſcar, ca los Indios lo eſcondieron, 
viendo que los eſpanioles ſe lo tomanan, y embiauan 4 Efpania. 
Thatis, All the veſſels of his houſe, table, and kirchin 
were of Gold and Siluer, andthe meaneſt of filuer and 
coupe for ſtrength and hardnes of the mettal, He had 
in his wardroppe hollow ſtatues of golde which ſce- 
med giants, and the figures in proportion and bignes 
of allthe beaſtes, birdes, trees and hearbes , that the 
earth bcingeth forth : and of all the fiſhes that the ſea 
or waters of his kingdome breedech , Hee had alſo 
ropes, budgets, cheſtes and troughs of golde and fil- 
uer, heapes of billers of golde that ſeemed woode, 
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marked out to bume.Finallythere was nothing in his 
countrey,whercot hee hadnot the counterſeat in gold: 
Yeaandthey ſay, The nga hada garden of pleaſure 
inan lland neerc P-na, where they went to recreate 
themſclues, when they would take the ayre of the ſea, 
which had all kind of garden hearbes,flowers and trees 
of Gold and Siluer, an inuention , & n-agnificence til 
then neuer ſecne : Beſides all this , he had an infinite 
quantitie of ſiluer and gold vnwrought in Cxzco which 
was loſt by the death of Guaſcar , for the Indians hid 
it, ſecing that the Spaniards rooke it, and ſent it in- 
to Spayne. 

And inthe 117, Chapter Franciſco Picarro cauſed the 
 Golce and Siluer of Frabaipa to bee weyed, after 
hee had taken it, which Lepez f{ctterh downe in theſe 
wordes following. 

Hallaron cinquenta y dos mil marcos de buera plata ,y vn 
mllon y trezientos y veinte » ſeys mil,y quinientos peſos de 
ero , which is: They founde fiftic and two thouſand 
markes of good filuer, and one million, and thice 
hundred twentic and {ixethouſand and five hundred 
peſoes of golde. 

Nowealthough theſc reportes may feeme ſtraunge, 
yet if wee conſ:derthe many millions which are daily 
brought out of Pers into Spaine, wee may eaſely be- 
lecue the ſame, for wee finde that by the abundant 
treaſure of that countrey , the Spaniſh King vexerh 
allthe Princes of Europe, and 1s becomein a fewe 
yeares from a poore king of Caffile the greateſtmo- 
narke ofthis part of the worlde, and likelie cuery 
day to increaſe, if other Princesforſloe the good oc- 
caſons offered, and ſuffer him toadde this Empireto 


the 
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thereſt, which by farre exccederh all thereſt: if his 
golde now-indaunger vs, hee will then be vnrefilta- 
ble . Such of the Spaniards as afterwarde endenou- 
red the conquelt thereof (whereof there haue beene 
wany as ſhall bee declared heereatter ) thought that 
this /rga,(of whome this Emperor now liuingis del- 
cended)tooke his way. by theriuer of 4mazove:,by that 
braunchwhich is called Papawere , for by that way foi- 
lowed Orehano( bythe commaundement of the Mar- 
uis Pacarro in the yeare. 1542.)whoſe nametheriuer 
alſo beareththis day, which is alſo by others called 1a- 
ragnon,althogh Andrew Thewer dothaffirmthatbetween 
Maragnon and Anm«z.ones there are 120, leagues: but 
ſure itis that thoſe rivers have one head & beginning, 
and that Maragron which 7 kexer delcriberh is but a 
braunch of Amazones Or Oreliano,of which I wilfj peake 
more in an other place .. It was allo attempted by 
' Drego Ordace , but whether before Orelians or after [ 
knowe not : butit is now little leſle then, 70. yeares 
ſince that Ordace a knight cf the order of Saixt Jago 
attempted the ſame;anditwas inthe yeare 1542. that 
Orelians diſcoucred the riuer of g4mazores; but the firſt 
that cuer ſawe CA,anca Was Toh annes Martmes maſter 
of the munition to Crdace. At aportecalled Xc- 
requito jn Gaiara there lyeth at this daie a great Ancor 
of Ordaces ſhippe , and this port is ſome 300, miles 
within the lande , ypon the greate riuer of Orenoque, 
I reſted at this port fowre daies ; twentic daies at- 
ter lleſtthe ſhippes at C#riap-n . Therelation ofthis 
HMartjnes (who was the firſt that diſcouered Manea)his 
ſucceſſe & endis tobe ſeenc inthe Chauncery of Saine 
Inan de prerto rico, whereof Berreo had a coppie , which 
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appeared to be the greateſt incouragement as well to 
Berreo as to others thar formerly artempred the dil- 
couery andconquelt, Oreliavo after he failed ofthe dit- 
coueric of Guiana by the ſaid riuer of Anazones, palled 
into Spaine, and there obrained a patent of the king 
for the inuaſion and conquelt , bo died by ſea a- 
bout the lands , and his'fleer beeing ſeuered by tem- 
pelt, the! ation for that timeproceeded not . Die- 
go Ordacetollowedthsenterprize,and departed Spaine 
with 600, ſoldiers and 30: horſe, who arriuing on the 
coaſt of Guiana 'wasflaine in a muteny with the molt 
part of ſuch as ſauouired him, as alſo of the rebellious 
part , in ſo muchas hisſhips periſhed,and few or none 
returned \,neither was it cerrainely knowen what be- 
came of the ſaid Ordace,vntill Berreo found the ancor 
of his ſhip in the river of Orenoquez but it was ſupp9- 
ſed, and ſoitis written by Lopez that he periſhed on the 
ſcas, andof other writers diuerſly conceiued & repor- 
ted. And heereof it came that Martynes entred fo et 
within the lande and arriued at that Citie of 7»ge the 
Emperot, for it chaumced that while Or-dace with his 
armie refted atthe port of Morequite ( who was either 
the firſt or ſecond rhatarrempted Gaia»e)by ſome neg- 
lizence,the whol ſtore of powder prouided forthe ſer- 
uice,was ſet on fire, & Martine: hauing the chief charge 
was condemned by the generall Ordace to be executed 
forthwith: arrines being much fauared by the (oldi- 
ers hadal the meane poſſible procured for his life, but 
it couldnot b2 obtained in other ſortthen this . That 
heſhuld be fet into a Ca»24 alone without any victual, 
onely with his armes,and ſo rurndloofle into the great 
river: but irpleaſed God that the Cav04 was rg 

owne 
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cowne tne ſtreame, & that certain of the Guiaviars met 
it the ſameencning,& hauing not at any time ſenec ary 
Chriſtian, nor any man of that colour, theyicaried 
Martynes into the land tobe wondred at , and {o from - 
towne to towne, vntillhecame tothe great Citic of 
HManca, theſeate and refidence of 1ygathe Emperor. 
The Emperor after he had beheld him, knew him to 
be a Chriſtian ( for it was not long beforechat kis bre- 
thren Gzsſcar and Atabalipa wete vatiquiſhed by the 
Spaniards in Pers ) and cauſed himta be lodged in his 
pallace,and well cntertained : hee liued 7. moneths. in 
AM 2noa; but not futtercd to wander into the,countrey 
any where : hee wasaiſo brovght thither all the waic 
blindfield , led by the Indians, vrtull hecameto the 
_ entranceof CH anoaitſelte, and was 14;or 15. dais in 
the paſſage ; he avowed athis death thathe entredthe. 
City at Noor, &.then they vncouered his face,and that 
herranclled a] that daje tilnight thorowtbe Citie, and 
the next day{romſup riſing to ſun ſettivg tre hecame 
tothe pallace cf 1»ga, Aſter that Martyrs had bued 7: 
morneths in Aanea yard began to vnderfiand the Jan- 
guage of the country, 7ngaasked him whether he deft- 
redtoreturneinto his own countrey;or would willing- 
ly abide with him:but Marryres not defirons to ftzy,ob- 
rainedthe fauour of /ngato Cepart,with whom he ſent 
diuers Guianiarst0condu@t him to the river of Orexoque 
glloden with as much gold as they couldcarric,which 
hegaue to Martine: at his departure : but when he was 
arrjued neere 1he rivers (ice, the borderers which 
are called Orenoquepom robbed him :nd bis Grrarian: ct 
all the treafure (the borderers beeing atthat time at 
wartes which 1»ga , and notconquered ) ſave crely of 
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two great bottels of gords,which were filled with beads 
of gold curiouſly wrought , which thoſe Orenoquepons 
thought had benno other thing then his drink or meate 
or grain for foode with which ILartznes had libertieto 
paſſe,and ſoin Canoar he fell down by the riuer of Orene- 
que tO Trinedado, and from thence to Mearguerita,and 
fo to Saint Ivar de puerto rico, where remaining a long 
tyme for paſſageinto Spayze he died.In the time of his 
extreme ficknefle, and when he was without hope 
of life, receauing the Sar#ament at the handes of his 
Confeflor,he delivered thele thinges, with the relation 
of his trauels, and alſo called for his Cal/abaz.2 or gords 
ofthe gold beades which he gauero the Church &tfri- 
ersto bepraied for. This 4ſartyher was he that chriſt- 
ned che citic'of Mana by the name of E/ Dorads ,and 
as Berres/informed me vpon this occaſion, Thoſe Guia- 
wiax:; 274 alſothe bord erers,and all others in that tract 
which Ihagcſcen are marueylons great drunkardes,in 
whichwice | think no nation can compare with them 
and attherimes of their ſolemne fealts when the Em- 

perorcarowleth with Eis Captayns, tributories, &go- 
uernours,the manner is thus, All thoſe that pledge him 
are firſt ſtripped naked,8& their bodies annoynted al 0- 
uer with a kinde of white Ba[ſamum: by them called Cur- 
-a:)ot which there is great plenty and yer'very dear a- 
mongſtthem, and iris of all other the moſt pretious, 
ivherof we haue had good experience: when they are 

annointed all ouer, certaine ſeruants of the Emperor 
hauing prepared gold made into fine powder blow it 
thorow hollow canes vp6th:ir naked bodies, vntili they 
be al \hining'from the foote tothe head, & in this ſort 


they lrdrinking by rwentic s and hundreds & continue 
in 
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in drunkennes ſomtimes ſixe or ſeuen dajes togither: 
the ſame is alſo_confirmed by a letter writren into 
Spaine which was intercepted , which maſter Robere 
Dudley told me he had ſeen, Vpon this ſight, and for 
the abundance of gold which he ſaw in the citie , the 
Images of gold in their Temples , the plates armors, 
and ſhields of gold which they vic in the wars, he cal- 
led it E! Dorado. Aﬀter Oreliano who was emploied by 
Pacaro afterwards Marques Pacaro Conqueror and go- 
uernor of Peru 2 and the death of Ordace and Mart nes, 
one Pedro de Oſua, 2 knight of Nanarre attempted Gut. 
ane, taking his way from Pers, and built his brigan- 
dines vpon a riuer called 0s, which riſeth to the 
ſouthward of Qwire , andis very great : this riuer fal- 
leth into Amezeres , by which Oſ#a with his compa- 
nies deſcended, and came our of that Prouince which 
is called Mvtylones : andit ſeemeth to me that this 
Empire is reſerned for her Maicſtic and the Eng/1/h na- 
tion, by reaſon of the hard ſucceſle which all theſe 
& other Spaniard: found in attempting the ſame,wher- 
of I will ſpeake brieflie , though impertinentin ſome 
ſort ro my purpoſe. This Pedro de Oſuahad among his | 
croupes a Biftayn called Hgiri , a man meanlic borne, 
& bare no other office than a F718 or Alferez;: but 
after certaine months, when the ſoldiers were grieued 
with trauels and conſuned with famine , and that no 
entrance could be found by the branches or body of 
Amazones , this Agiriraiſed a muteny , of which hee 
made himſelfe the head , and fo preuailed as he pur 
Oſ#a to the ſword,and all his followers, taking on him 
the whole charge and commandement with a pur- 


poſe not onely to make himſelfe Emperor of G:ine, 
| bs bur 
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bur alſo of Pers,and of al that ſide of the reſt Indies: he 
bad of his partie ſeuen hundred ſoldiers, and of thoſe 
many promiſed to draw in other captains and compa- 


nies to deliver vp rowns and forts in Pers, but neither 
finding by the {aide riuer any paſlage into Guiana, nor 
any poſſibilitic to returne towards Pers by the ſame 
Amaz-ones by reaſon that the deſcent of the riuer made 
ſo great a currant , hewas inforced to deſemboque at 
the mouth of the ſaid Amazores,which cannot be leſle 
than a thouſand leagues frs the place where they im- 
barqued : from thence he coaſted wc land till he arri- 
ued at Marguerita tO the North of Mompatar, which is 
at this daie called Pwerto de Tyranno,, for that he there 
flue Don Inn de villa Andreda,goucrnor of Hargwerita, 
who was father to Den [nan Serwiemto goucrnor of 
Marguerita when Sir /obx Burgh landed cre, and at» 
rempted the 7/and, Agiriput to the ſword all others in 
the Iland that refuſed to be of bis partie, and tooke 
with him certaine Cemerones , and other deſperate 
companions : From thence he went to Czmara, and 
there ſlew the Goxerner, and dealt in all as at Margue- 
ra : he ſpoiled all the coaſt of Caracar, and the pro- 
uince of /, enſuello, and of Rio dehacke, and as Iremem- 
ber it was the ſame yeer that Sir /ohn Hawkins ſailed to 
Saint Inande Lua in the Jeſu of Lubeck, for himfelfe 
told me that he met with ſuch a one vpon the coaſt. 
that rebelled, and had failed downe all the riuer of 4- 
mazones, Agiri from hence landed about Sara Mar- 
za, and ſacked it alſo, putting to death ſo many as re- 
fuſed to be his followers , purpoling to inuade Nyeus 
reyno de Granada, &tO ſack Pampelone, CM erida,Lagrita 
Twnia, & the re(t of the cities of Nueno re)gno,and from 


thence 
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_ thenceagaine to enter Pers - butin a fight in the ſaid 
Nucus rexgno he was ouerthrowne,& finding no way to 
eſcape, he firſt purto the ſword his own children;fore- 
telling them that they ſhould not liue to be defamed 
or opbraid by the Spaviards after his death, who would 
haue tearmed them the children of a 77ayroy or Tyrant, 
and that ſirhence he could not make them Princes, he 
woulde yer deliuer them from ſhame and reproch: | 
Theſe were the ends and tragedies of Oreliane, Ordace, 
Oſua, Martynes, and 4 piri, | 

After theſe followed Ieronimo Ortal de S aragoſa with 
130. ſoldiers, who failing his entrance by ſea was caſt 
with the currant on the coaſt of Paris, and peopled 
about $, Mignellde Nexeri. It was then attempred by 
Don Pedro de ſylua a Portugues of the familie of Rigomes 
de ſ1lwa, and by the fauour which Rigomes had with the 
king.he was ſet out, but he alſo ſhot wide of the mark, 
for being departed from Spaine with his fleete, he en- 
ted by Maragnon or Amazones, where by the nations 
of the riuer, and by the Amaezones he was vtterly ouer- 
throwen,and himſelfe and all his armie defeared,one- 
ly ſeuen eſcaped,and of thofe but two returned. 

After him came Pedro Hernandez, de Serpa, andlan- 
ded at Cumana in the weft Indies, taking his iourney by 
land towards Orereque , which may bee ſome 120. 
leagues, butere he came to the borders of the ſaid 
riuer, hewas ſet vpon by a nation of Indians called 
Wikir:, and overthrowen in fort, that of 300. ſoldiers, 
horſemen, many Indians, and Negre-, there returned 
bur 18: others affirm that he was defeated in the very 
entrance of Guiana,at the firſt cjuill towne of the E1m- 
pire called CMacnreguarai, ay Preſton 19 taking 
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S, [ago de Lean ( which was by him and his COMPanies 
very reſolutely performed, ing a great towne, and 
far within the land) held a gentleman priſoner who 
died in his ſhip,that was one of the companie of Her- 
naydez. de Serpa, and faued among thole that eſcaped, 
who witneſſed what opinion is held among the Spa- 
»iards thereabouts of the greatriches of Guiana, and 
E! Dorado the citic of nga, Another Spaniard was 
brought aboord me by captaine Preſfor, who told me 
in the hearing of himſelte and diuers other gentle- 
men, that he met with Berreos Campmaſter at Cara- 
cas,when he came from the borders of Gxia»a,and that 
he faw with him fortic of moſt pure plates of golde - 
curiouſly wrought, and ſwords of G#iaza decked and 
inlaid with golde, feathers garniſhed with golde, and 
diuers rarities which he carried to the Spaniſs king, 
| After Hernandez. de Serpa it was vndertaken by E As 
delantado, Don Gonzales Cemenes de Caſada, who was one 
of the chiefcſt in the conqueſt of Nuewo rexgno, whole 
daugh ter & heire Dox Anthentio de Berreo maried:Gonzas 
le: ought the pallage alſo by the riuer called Papame- 
ze, which riſcth by Quite in Pers, & runneth ſoutheaſt 
Fro: Bi & then ftalleth into Amazore:,buthe alſo 
failing the entrance, returned with the lofle of much 
labour and coſt : I rooke one captaine George. a Spani- 
ara that followed Gonzales in this caterprile. Gonzales 
gaue his daughter to Berreo taking his oth and honor, - 
to follow the enterpriſe to the Tat of his ſubſtance 


and life, who ſince as he hath fworne to me hath ſpent 
3990000.,ducates in the ſame, and yet neuer could en- 
ter fo far jnto the land as my lelfe with that poore 
troupe or rather a handfull of men, being in all about 
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t100.gentlemen, ſoldiers, rowers, bote-keepers,boies, 
and of all forts : neither could any of the forepaſſed 
vndertakers, nor Berreo himliclte diſcouer the country, 
till now lately by conference with. an ancient king 
called Carapana he got the true light thereof: for Ber- 
res Came aboue 1500.miles, ere he vnderſtood ought, 
or could finde any paflage or entrance into any part 
thereof,yet he had experience of all theſe forenamed, 
and diners others, and was perfwaded of their errors 
and miſtakings. Berres fought it by the rjuer Caſſanar, 
which falleth into a great riuer called Paro,Paro falleth 
into Aeta, and ere into Paraquan, which is alfo 
called Orenaque- > 

He tooke his journey from Nrueno rergno de Granada 
where he dwelt,hauing the in critance of Gonzales Ce- 
menes in thoſe parts : he was followed with 700.horſe, 
he draue with him 1000. head of cattell, he hadalſo 
many women,[ndians,and flares. How all theſe riuers 
crofle and encounter, how the countrie lieth and is 
bordred 3 the paſſage of C emener, and of Berreo, mine 
owne diſcouerie, and the way that I centred, with all 
the reſt of the nations and riuers, your Lordſhip ſhall 
receiue in a large Chart or Map, which I haue notyer 
finiſhed,and which I ſhall moſt humbly pray your Lo, 
to ſecret,and not to ſuffer it to paſſe your own hands z 
for by a draught thereof all may bee preuented by 
other nations. 'For I know it1s this 1; hager ſought 
by the French, although by the way that they now 
take, I feare itnot much. Itwas alſo told me ere I de- 
parted England, that Y i/irers the Admirall was in pre- 
paration for the planting of Amazoxes, to which rjuer 


the French haue made diuers voiages, and returned 
much 
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muchgoldand other rarities. I ſpake with a captaine 
ofa French:ſhip'that came from thence, his ſhip ri- 
ding in F«/month, the fame yeere that my ſhips came 
firſt trom Virginia. 

There was another this yeere in Helford that alſo 
came from thence, and had been 14. moneths atan 
ancor in Amazoner, which were both veryrich. Al- 
though as I am perſwaded , Gziana cannot be entred 
that way, yetno doubt the trade of gold from thence 
paſſeth b branches of riuers into the riuer of Amaze- 
zes, and {0 it doth on euery hand farre from the coun- 
trey it ſelfe, for thoſe Indians of Trenedado haue plates 
of gold from Gwiana, and thoſe Canbals of Dominica 
which dwell in the Ilands by which our ſhips paſſe 

erly to the weſt I ndiesallo the Indians of Paria,thoſe 
Ls called Tucaris, Chochi, Apotomios, Cumanagotos, 
and all thoſe other nations inhabiting nere about the 
mountaines that run from Paria thorow the Prouince 
of Fenſaells, and in Aaracapana, and the Canibals of 
Guanpa, the Indians called 4ſawai, C oaca, Aiai,and the 
reſt (all which ſhall be deſcribed in my deſcription as 
they are ſituate)haue plates of gold of Guiana, And vp- 
on the riuer of Amazones Thexet writeth that the PEO» 
ple weare Croiſſants of gold,for of that form the Guiani- 
«ns moſt commonly make them : So as from Dominics 
to Amaxzones which 1s aboue 250.leagues,all the chiefe 
Indians in al parts weare of thoſe plates of Guiane,Vn- 
doubredly thoſe that trade A4m-20es returne much 
gold, which (as is aforeſaid) commeth by trade from 


Guiana,by ſome branch ofa river that falleth from the 
countrey into Amazons , and either it is by the riuex 
which paſleth by the nations called T5ſnados, or by Ca- 
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repwia, © made inquiric amongſt the moſt ancient and 
beſt traueled of the Orenoqueponi,8e I had — of 
all the riuers between OQreneque and Amazones,an was 
very deſirous to vnderſtand the truth of thoſe warlike 
women, bicauſe of ſome it is belecued, of others not : 
And though I digreſſe from my purpoſe , yer I will 
ſer downe what hath becn delivered me for truth of 
thoſe women, andI fpakewith a Cafqueor Lord of 
people that told me he had been in the riuer , and be- 
yonditalſo. The nations of thele women are on the 
ſouth {ide of the riuer in the Prouinces of Tepago, and 
their chieteſt ſtrengths and retraicts are in the Ilands 
ſcituate on the ſouth ſide of the entrance, ſome 60. 
leagues within the mouth of the ſaid river. The me- 
'mories of the like women are very ancient as well in 
Africaas in Afia: In Africa thoſe that had cMedyſa for 
Queene: others in Scithia neere the riuers of Tanais and 
Thermadon ; we find alſo that Lampedo and eMartheſia 
were Queens of the Amazons; in many hiſtories they 
are verified to have been, and in divers ages and Pro- 
vinces: But they which are not far from Guiana do ac-" 
-companie with men but once in ayecre, and for the 
time of one moneth , which I gather by their rclation 
to be in Aprill, Ar that time all the Kings of the bor- 
ders aſſemble, and the Queenes of the Awazones, and 
after the Queens haue choſen , the reſt caſt lots for 
their Yalemines, This one moneth,they teaſt,daunce,& 
- drinke of their wines in abundance, & the Moone be- 
ing done, they all depart to their owne Provinces, If 
they conceiue , and be deliuered of a ſonne , they re- 
turne himi to the father, it of a daughter they nouriſh 
it,andreteineit, and as many as haue daughters ſend 
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vnto the begetrers a Preſent, all being defirous to in- 
creaſe their owne ſex and kinde,but that the cut of the 
right dug of the breſt I do not finde to be true. It was 
farther told me, that if in the wars they tooke any pri- 
ſoners that they vied to accompany with thoſe alſo at 
what time ſocucr, bur in the end for certaine they put 
them to death : for they are ſaid to be very cruell and 
bloodthirſty,eſpecially to ſuch as offer to inuade ther 
territories. Theſe Amazores hauc likewiſe great ſtore 
of theſe plates of golde, which they recouer by cx- 
change /g for a kinde of greene ſtones,which the 
Spaniards call Piedras Hyadas, and we vic for ſpleenc 
ſtones,and for the diſeaſe ofthe ſtonewe allo elteeme 
them: of theſe I ſaw diuers in Guia»a, and commonly 
euery king or Caſque hath one, which their wiues for 
the moſt part weare, and they eſteeme them as great 
jewels, | 
Bur to returne to the enterpriſe of Berres, who (as 1 
haue ſaid) departed from Nueworeygno with 700.horle, 
beſides the prouiſions aboue rehearſed; he deſcended 
by the riuer called Caſſanar, which riſeth in Neo reng- 
0 out of the mountaines by the citic of Tzwia, from 
which mountaine alſo ſpringeth Pars, both which fall 
into the great river of Mera, and Mera riſeth from a 
mountaine ioining to Pampelone in the ſame Nuewe 
Feygno de Granada : theſe as allo Gaaiare 5 which iflueth 
out of the mountains by Timare fall all into Baraquas, 
and are but of his heads, forar their comming togj- 
ther they loſe their names, and Baraquas farther down 
is alſo rebaptized by the name of Orenoque . On the 
other ſide of the citie and hils of Timer riſeth rio gram 
4,which falleth into the ſea by Saxtta Marta By Caſe 
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ſonar firſt, and1o into MH eta Berveo aſſed; keeping his 
horſemen on the' banks,” where the'countrie ſerued 
them for to march, and where othetwiſe he was dri- 
ven to embarque them in botes which he builded 
for the purpoſe, & ſo came with the currant down the 
riuer of Meta, and fo into Baraquan, After he entred 
that great and pn river , he began dailie to looſe 
ofhis companies both men and horſe, for it is in ma- 
ny places violentlie ſwift, and hath forcible eddies, 
many ſands, and diuers Ilands ſharpe pointed with 
rocks: Butafter one whole yeere , journeying for the 
| moſtpartby riuer, and the reſt by land he grew dailie 
to fewer numbers,for both by ſicknes, and by encoun- 
tring with the people of thoſe regions,through which 
he trauelled,his companies were much waſted,eſpeci- 
ally by diuers incounters with the Amapaiers : And in 
all this time he neuer could learne of any paſſage'into 
Gniaa, riot any newes or fame thereof, vntill he came 
to the farther border of the ſaid Amapaia , eight daies 
journey from the riuer Carol; , which was the fartheſt 
river that we entred. Among thoſe of Amapaia, Guiana 
was famous , bur few of theſe people accoſted Berres, 
or woulde'trade with him the firſt three! months of 
the fix which he foiourned there. This Amapaia is 
alſo maruellous rich in gold (as both Berreoconfeſled, 
and thoſe of Griana with whom I had moſt confe- 
rence) and is ſituate vpon Oreneke alſo. In this colm- 
* trey Berreo loſt 60.0 his beſt ſoldiers , and-moſt of all 
his horſe that remained of his formeryeeres trauell : 
but in the end after divers encounters with thoſe na- 
tions they grew to peace, and they ptefented Beryeo 
with 10.lmages of fine gold am9g diuers other plates 
' E and 
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and Croiſſants, which as he ſware to meand diuers + 
ther gentlemen were ſocuriouſlic wrought, as hehad' 
not {ccne;the hke-either in Zraly., Spaine, or the Lowe 
Cuntrics: and he was reſolued that when they came to 
the hands-of the Spanis king , to whom he had ſent 
them by his Campmalſter, they would appeer very ad- 
mirable, eſpecially being wrought by ſuch a nation as 
had no Iron inſtrument at all,, noranie of thoſe helps 
which our goldſ{miths haue to worke withall. The par; 
ticular. name of the people in- Amapaia which gauge 
hirg theſe peeces are called Azebas, andthe river of Q- 
renogne at that place isabque 12. Erg/cf miles, brode, 
which may he from his gutfall-inco, the ſeq-700. og 
80amiyes. | [7 37 o th 

| This Prouce of Amapaia 154 vene low and 2, ma- 
riſh ground neere thetwer , and by reaſon-,of the red 
water which ifſugth,out-in ſihall branches thorow the 
tenny,and boggie ground, there breed divers poylon» 
full wartmes and {erpents,, and the Spaniards pot fuſs 
pecting,gor in anie fort forcknowing the dangex were 
tected with a greeuous kind of flux by, Urinking ther- 
of,and euen the veryhorlss poiloned therewith ;Inſo 
muchas at the;cnd of the fix-months that, they abode 
there , of. all there troups;, there were not left aboue 
120.ſoldicrs, and neither horſe nor cattle. For Berres 
hoped to,haue found Guiara by 1000. miles neerer 
thea.ir {ll out to be in the end, by means wherot,they 
fuſteined-much want and niuch hunger, opprefled 
witl; greeuous dilcalcs, andall the an rv that could 
be imegired. Idemanded ot noſe in Guiana that had 
travelled {mapara how they liued with that, taiynie or 
redwater when, they trauciled thither ; and they toid

me that after the Su» was neere the middle of the skie, 
they vſed to fill their pots and pitchers with that wa- 
ter,bur either before that time, or towards the ſerting 
of the Sw it was dangerous 'to drinke of, and in the 
night ſtrong poiſon. learned alſo of diucrs other ri- 
uers of that nature among them which were alſo 
(while the Sun was in the Meridian) verie fate to drink, 
and in the morning, euening, and night, woondertull 
dangerous and infeCtiue? From this Prouince Berres 
haſted away aſſoone as the Spring and beginning of 
Swmmer appeered, and ſought his entrance on the bor- 
ders of Orenoque on the ſouth fide , but there ran a 
ledgeof fo high & impaſlable mountaines as he was 
not able by airy means to march ouer them,cotinuing 
from the caſt fea into which Orenoquetalleth , euen to 
Qmito in Pers: neither had he means to carrie viCtuall 
or munition ouer thoſe craggie,high, and faſt hils,be- 
ing all wooddy, and thoſe fo thicke and ſpiny , and ſo 

of prickles, thorns,and briers,as it is impoſhble to 
creepe thorow them : he had alſo neither friendſhip 
among the people , nor any interpreter to peſwade or 
treate with them, and more, to his diſaduantage, the 
| Caſiqui and kings of Amapaia had giuen knowledge of 
his purpoſe to the Gmia»iars, and that he fought to 
facke and conquer the Empire, for the hope of their 
ſo great abundance and quantities of gold : he pafled 
by the mouths of many great riuers , which fel into 
Orenoque both from the north and ſouth , which I for- 
beare to name. for rediouſnes , and bicaule they are 

more pleaſing in deſcribing than reading, 
Berreo a dthat there fell an hundred rivers 
into Orenoque from the north and ſouth , whereof the 
E 2 leaſt

leſt was as big as Ro grande, that paſſeth between Popa- 
Jan, and Nueno reyno de granada { Rio grande being eſtee- 
med one of the renowmed riuers in al the weſt Indies, 
& numbred among the great riuers of the world:)Bur 
he knew not the names of any of theſe,but Carol: only, 
neither from what nations they detcended,neither to 
what Prouinces they led, for he had no meanes to dif- 
courſe with the inhabitants at any time : neither was 
he curious in theſe things, being vtterlie vnlearned,& 
not knowing the caſt fro the welt. But of al theſe I got 
ſom knowledge,& of manie more,partly by mine own 
trauel,& the relt by coferece: of ſom one Ilerned one, 
of others the reſt ,hauing with me an Indian that ſpake 
many languages, & that of Gwiana naturally. I ſought 
outal the aged men,& ſuch as were greateſt trauelers, 
and by the one & the other I came to vnderſtand the 
ſituations, the riuers, the kingdoms from the ealt ſea 
To the borders of P ers; VC from Oreneque fouthward as 
far as Amazoner Or Maragnon , and the regions of Ma- 
ria Tamball, and of all the kings of Prouinces and cap- 
tains of townes and villages,how they ſtood in tearms 
of peacc or war, and which were friends or enimies 
the one with'ithe other , without which there can be 
neither entrance nor conquelt in thoſe parts ;nor els 
where : For by the diflention betweene Gua/car and 
| Atabalipa , Pagaro conquered Pers , and by the hatred 
that the Traxcalhans bare to Mutezuma , Cortez was 
victorious ouer Mexico , without which both the one 
and the other had tailed of their enterprize,and of the 
great honor and riches,which they attained vnto, -- 
Now Berreo began to grow into deſpaire, and loo- 
ked for no other ſucceſle than his predeceſſors in this 
Enter- 
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enterprize , vntill ſuch time as he arriued at the Pro- 
vince of Emeria towards the eaſt ſea and mouth of the 
river , where he found a nation of people very fauora- 
ble,and the countrey full of all maner of victuall . The 
king of this landis called Carapara, a man very wile, 
ſubtill, and of great experience, being little lefle than 
x00,yeeres old: In his youth: he was 46 by his father 
into the Iland of Trinedado, by reaſon of ciuill warre 
among themſelues, and was bred at a village, in that 
Vand, called Parc: at that place in his youth he had 
ſeene many Chriſtians both French and Spaniſh, 
and went diuers times with the. Indians of Trine- 
dado to Margnerita.and Cumana in the welt Indies, (for 
both thoſe places haue euer been releeued with vidtu- 
all from Trinedads Þy reaſon whereothe grew of more 
vnderſtanding , and noted the difference of the nati- 
ons,comparing the ſtrength and armes of his country 
with thoſe of the Chriſtians , and ever after temport- 
zed ſo, as whoſoeuerels did amiſſe, or was waſted by 
contention, Carapara kept himſelfe and his countryin 
quiet and plentie. : he alſo held peace with Caribas or 
Canibals his neighbors, and had tree trade with all na- 
tions wholoeuer cls had war. | Lad 
Berreo ſojourned and reſted his weake troupe in the 
towne of Carapana {ix weeks, and from him learnd the 
way and 'paſlage to Guiana, and the riches & magni- 
ficence thereof: but being then vtterly diſable ro pro- 
ceed, he determined to tric his fortune another yeere, 
when he had renewed his prouiſions, and regathered 
more force,which he hoped for as wel out of Spain,as 


| fro Nueuo reyno, where he had left his ſon Don Anthonio | 
Yemenes to lecond him vpo the firſt notice giuen of his 
entrance, 
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entrance, & ſo for the pretent embarqued himſelfe'in 
Canoai, & by the branches of. Or enoque arriued at 7; ringe- 
dado, hauing from Carapana ſufficient Pilots to con- 
duGt him. From Trinedado he coaſted Paria, and fo re- 
couered Margwerita: and hauing made relation to Don 
Iuan Sermiento the PoE of his proceeding, and 


perſwaded him ot the riches of Gaia»a , he obtai- 
ned from thence 50. ſoldiers, promiſing partlie to 
returne to Carapara, and fo into Guiana. But Ber- 
reo meant nothing leſfic at that'time , tor he wan- 
red manie prouiſions neceſlarie for ſuch an enter- 
pr nd therfore departing from Aargwerira ſeated 
1nſelfe in Trinedado, and from thence ſent his 
Campmaſter, and his Sargeant maior back to the 
borders to diſcouerthe neereſt paſſage, into the Em- 
pire, as alſo to treat with the borderers', and to 
drawe them to his partic and loue, without which, 
he knew he conld neither paſle fafelie, nor in anie 
ſort be relecued with viRtuall or ought els. Carapana 
direQted this companie to a king called Moregures, 
aſſuring them that no man could deliuer ſo much 
of Gniana as Aorequitocould , and that his dwelling 
was but fiue daies journey from Macwregnaras, the 
- firſt ciuill towne of Cuiara. | 
Now your Lordſhipſhall vnderſtand that this Ao- 
requito , one of the greateſt Lords or Kings of the 


borders of Guiana, had two or three yeeres before 
beene at Cumana, and at Marguerna, in the weſt 
Indies, with great ſtore of plates of gold , which 
he carried ro exchange for ſuch other things as he 
wanted in his owne countrey , andwas dailie feaſted, - 
and preſented by the gouernors of thoſe places , _— 

| held 
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held amongſt them ſome two maneths, in which time 
one Yedes gouernor of Cumana wan him to be his con- 
duftor into Gaiaza, being allured by thoſe Croiſancs 
and Images of gold which he brought with him to 
trade , as alſo by the ancient fame and magnificence 
Of EI Dorado: whereupon Yides ſent into Spaine for a 
Parent to diſcouer and conquer Gziaza, not knowin 
of the precedence of Berreps patent, which as Berreo if 
firmeth ws ſigned before that of Yides: fo as when 
Pides vnderſtood of Berreo, and thathe had madeen- 
trance into that territorie, and foregone his deſire and 
hope , irwasverilie thought rhat/ides practiſed with 
Moreguito to hinder and diſturbe Berreo tn al kecould, 
and not to t1ffer him to enter throvgh his Seignory, 
nor anic of 11s coinpanies, neither co victuall, nor 
idethem'inaniefort; for /7d-: gouenor of Cumara, 
and Berreo were become mortall enimies, as well for 
=that Bes+tb had gorten' Trired-do into lus Patent with 
Giiana , as alto tn that tie was by Berreo prevented 
in the 10urney of G#:4na it ic/fe : howſoever itwas I 
Tknow nor ; but Meoreguiro for a time diflembled his 
e&!potttion, ſiffered Spaniards. 2nd a Frier (which 
Bericohad fent to diſcover 274%. torrauell through 
his countrey, gauethem a guide tor Afacureguaraithe 


firſt rowne oft cimil and apparelled people , from—_ 


whence they had other guides to bring them to

Aanoa the great'citie wiſts afhne wory a: furniſhed 
with thoſe things, which they had learned of Ca- 


rapara , were of moſt price in Gian, went onward, 
and in eleuen daies arrived at Afanoa, 45 Berreo afhr- 
meth for certain:;althovghT could nor be aflured ther- 


of bythe Lord which now gouerneth the Prouince of 


1, orequite, 
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' Moregquite , forhe told 'me that they gotall-the. gold 
they had, in other townes on' this fide Aſanoe,ther 
being many very great andrich, and (as he ſaid) built 
like the townes of Chriſtians,vith many roomes. 
When theſe ten Spaniards were returned, and rea- 
die to put out of the border of Arromaia,the people of 
Morequito ſetvpon them, &(ſlew them all but one that 
{ſwam theriuer, and tooke from them to the yalue 
of 40000. peſoes of golde, and as it is written in 
the ſtorie of 7ob,0ne onelic liued to bring the newes 
to Berreo, that both his nine ſoldiers and holie fa- 
ther were benighted in the faide Prouince, I my 
ſelfe ſpake with the Captaines of Morequiro that 
flew them, and was at the place where it was ex- 
ecuted . Berreo inraged heerewithall ſent all the 
ſtrength he could make into Arromain, to be reuen- 
ſec othim , his people , andcountrey : but Moreguito 
uſpeRing the ſame fled ouer Orenoque,and thorow the 
territories of the Saima, and wihkiri, recouered Cumana, 
where he thought himſelfe very ſafe with /:de- the go- 
uernor : But Berreo ſending for him in the Kings name, 
and his meſſengers finding him in the houſe of one 
Faſvardo on the ſudden ere it was ſuſpeed, fo as he 
could not then be conueied away,Y:de: durſt not deny 
him,as well to auoide the ſuſpition of the praCtiſe, as 
alſo for that an holy father was flaine by him and his 
| people. Morequitooffred Faſnarde the weight of three 
quintals in gold, to let him eſcape, but the poore 
Guianian betraid of all ſides was deliuered to the 
Campmaſter of Berreo,and was preſently executed, 
Afeer the death of this Morequnto, the ſoldiers of 
Berreo ſpoiled his territorie , & tooke diuers priſoners, 
among 
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among others they tooke the vnckle of Iorequito 
called Topiawarigwho is now king of Arromaia, (whoſe 
ſonne Tbrought with me into E»g/and) and is a man of 
great vinderfri: and pollicte : he is aboue 100, 
ae old, and yet of a very able bodie : the Sparyards 

ed him ina chain 17.daics, and made him their guide 
from place toplace betweene his countrey & Emeria 
the province of Carapara aforclaid, and was at laſt . 
redeemed for 100. plates of gold, and diuers ſtones 
called Piedras Hyada, OT Spleen ſtones. Now Berrees for 
executing of cAoregquito and other cruelties , ſpoiles, 
and {laughters done in Arromaia hath loſt the loue of | 
the Orenogueponi, and of all the borderers, and dare not 
ſend any of his ſoldiers any farther into the land than 
tO Carapana, which he calleth the port of Guiana : but 
from thence by the helpe of Carapana he had trade far- 
ther into.the countrey,and alwaics appointed Io. Spa- 
 niards to refide in Carapanas towne, by whoſe fauor and 
by being conducted by his people, thoſe ten ſearched 
the countrey thereabouts as well for mines, as for 
other trades and commodities, 

They haue alſo gotten a nephew of Morequits, 
whom they haue Chriftened and named Don luan, of 
whom they haue great hope, endeuoring by all means 
to eſtabliſh him in the ſaidprouince. Among manie 
other trades thoſe Spaniards vicd in Canoas to paſle to 
the rivers of Barema, Pawroma, and Diſſequebe, which 
are on the ſouth ſide of the mouth of Orenoque, and 
there buje women and children from the Canibals, 
which are of that barbarous nature, as they will for ;. 
or 4. hatchets ſell the fonnes and daughters of their 
owne brethren and fiſters , and for ſomewhat more 

F even 
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euen their own daughters: heerof the Spaniards make 
at profit, for buying a maid of 12.0r 13. yeeres for 

- or fower hatchers, they ſell them againe at Xar- 

guerits in the weſt Indies for 50.and roo.peſocs,wbich 

15 ſo many crownes, 

The maſter of my ſhip 7s, Dongl/u tooke one of the 
Canoas which came loden from thence with people 
to be ſold, and the moſt of them eſcaped, yet of 
thoſe hee brought, there was.one as well fauored, 
and as well ſhaped as cuer I ſaw anie in England, 
and afterward I ſawe many of them, which b 
for their tawnie colour may bee compared to anic 
of Europe « They alſo trade in thoſe riuers for bread 
of Caſasi, of which buy an hundred pound 
weight for aknife, and ſell it at Mrguerita for ten pe- 
ſoes, They alſo recouer great ſtore of cotren, bra» 
fill wood, and thoſe beds which they call Hamacaz 
or braſill beds , wherein in hot countries all the Spa- 
niards vie to lie commonlie, and in no other, nei- 
ther did we ou: ſclues while we were there : By means 
of which trades, for ranſom of diuers of the Guianians, 
and for exchange of hatchets and kniues , Berreo re- 
couered ſome ſtore of gold pies zeagles of gold, and 
Images of men and diuers birds , and diſpatched his 
Campmaſter for Spaine with all that he had gathe- 
red, therewith to leuy ſoldiers, and by the ſhew ther- 
of to draw others to the loue of the enterprize : and 
hauing ſent diuers Images as well of men as beaſts, 
birds and fiſhes ſo curiouſlie wrovght in gold, doub- 
ted not but toperſwade the king to yeeld to him ſome 
further helpe , eſpeciallic for that this land hath ne- 
ucr been ſacked, the 1nines neuer wrought, and By 
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Indies their works were well ſpent,and the gold drawn 
out with great labor and charge: he alfo diſpatched 
meſſengers to his ſon in Naewo reyno to leuy all the for- 
ces he could,and to come down the riuer of Orenogue 
to Emeria, the prouince of Carapane, to meet him : he 
had alſo ſent to Sant Tago de-Leon on the coaſt of the 
Caracas to buy horſes and mules. 
After I had thus learned of his proceedings paſt & 
purpoſed: Itold him that I hadreſolued to ſee Guia- 
»a,and that it was the end of my journey, & the cauſe 
of my comming to Trinedado,as it was indeed , (&for 
that purpoſe I ſent 7a,»hiddon the yeere before to ger 
;ncalligency , with whom Berreo himſelfe had ſpeech 
at that time , and remembred how inquiſitiue 7a. 
hiddon was of his proceedings, and of the countrey 
of Guiana, ) Berreo was ſtriken into a great melancho- 
lie and ſadnes, and vſed all the arguments he could 
to diſſwade me, and alſo aſſured the gentlemen of 
my company that it would be labor loſt: and that they 
ſhould ſuſler many miſcries if they proceeded : And 
 firſthedeliuered thatT could not enter anie of the ri- 
uers with any barke or pinace , norhardly with anie 
ſhips bote, itwas ſolow, ſandie, and full of flats, 
ns thathis companies were ly grouncec in their 
Canoas which drew but twelue inches water : he fur- 


. ,” 


ther faide that none of the countreywould come to 
ſpeake with vs, but would all flie , and if we follow- 
ed them to their dwellings , theywould burne their 
. owne townes, and beſides that the way was long, the 
winter at hand, and that the rivers beginning once to 
fiwel,it was impoſſible to ſtem the currant,and that we 
could not intholſc {inal botes by any means carry vic- 
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tuall for halfe the time, and that ( which indeed moſt 
diſcouraged my company) the Kings and Lords of all, 
the borders and of Guiana had decreed, that none of, 
them ſhould trade with any Chriſtians for gold, bi-. 
cauſe the ſame would be their owne overthrow, and 
that for the loue of gold the Chriſtians meant to con- 
quer and diſpoſlefle them of all together. 

Many and the moſt of theſe I found to be true, but 
yet Lreloluing to make trial of all whaxfoeuer hapned, 
dirc&ted Captaine George Gifferd my. Vice-admirall 
to take the Lions whelpe, and Captaine Calfield his 
barke to turne to the caſtward, againſt the brize what 
theycould poſſible , torecouer the mouth of a river 
called Capwri, whoſe entrance I had before ſent Cap- 
taine #hiddon and To, Douglas the maſter, to diſcouer, 
who founde ſome nine toote water or better vpon 
the flood, and fiue at lowe water, to whom IT had 
giucn . inftructions that they thoulde ancor at the 
edge of the ſhold, and-vpon the beſt of the flood 
to thruſt ouer , which ſhold Job» Donglas boyed and 
bekonned for them before : but they laboured in vain, 
for neither could they turne it-yp altogither ſo farre 
to the caſt , neither did the flood; continue ſo long, 
but the warter fell ere they coulde haue paſſed the 
ſands, as we after founde by a ſecondexperience : ſo 
asnow we mult either giue ouer our enterprize , or 
leauing our ſhips at aduenture 400.mile behind vs, to 
run vp in our ſhips botes , one barge ,:and two wher-: 
ries, but bcing doubttull how to carrie viftuals for ſo 
long a time in fiich bables, or anic ſtrength of men, 
clpeciallic for that Berreo aflixed vs that his ſonne 


mult be by that time come downe with manje fol- 
PE dicrs, 
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diers, Iſent away one Kg maiſter of the Lions whelp 
with his ſhips bore to trie another branch of ariuer 
in the bottome of the bay of Guanipa,which was called 
Amaua, to prooue if there were water to! be found for 
cither of the ſmall ſhips to enter: Burwhen he came 
to the mouth of Amara, he tound it as the reſt, but 
ſtated not to diſcouerit throughlie, bicauſe he was 
allured by an Indian his gnide that the Canithats of 
Guanipa would affaile them with many Cameas,and that 
they ſhot porxſonned arrowes , fo as if he haſted nor 
backe they ſhould all be loft. 
- Inthemean time fearing the worſtT cauſedallthe 
Carpenters we had to cutdown a Gallegobote, which 
we meant to caſt off, and to fit her with banks:torow 
on, and in all things to prepare her the beſt they 
could , foas ſhe Aa be brought to drawe bur fiue 
foote, for ſo garchwe had onthe bar of C:puriat lowe 
water: And doubting of K»gererurn [ſent .[o.Dowglas 
againe in my long barge ,as well roxelceuc him as alfo 
to make a perfect jearch in the bottom of that baie: 
For ithath beene held for infallible that whatſoeuer 
ſhip or bote ſhall fall therein, canneuer deflemboque 
againe, by reaſon of the violent currantwhich ferreth 
into the faid bay, as alfo forthat the brize and ea- 
ſterlie wind bloweth dire&tle into the fame, of which 
opinion I have heard ſohn Hampton of Plimmouth one 
of the greateſt experience of England , & ders others 
beſides that have traded Trinedado, 0 -* 

I ſent with [bz Dorglas an old Caſſique of Trinedade 
for a Pilot , who tolde vs that we could notieturne 
apain by the bay/or gulfe,but that he knew a by branch 
which ran within the land to the Eaftward , and = 

c 
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he thought by it we might fall into Capsrt, and fo 
returne in fower daies : 1chn Dowg/as ſeatched thoſe ri- 
uers, and found fower goodly entrances, whereof the 
leaſt was as bigge as the Thames at wol=ich, but in the 
baie thitherward it was ſhole and but ſix foote water, 
ſo as we were now without hope of any ſhip or barke 
to paſſe ouer , and therefore reſolued to go on with 
the botes, and the botrome of the Gallego , in which 
we thruſt 60.men : In the Lions whe/p; bote and wherrie 
we carried 20, Captaine Caffeild in his wherrie carried 
ten more , and in my barge other ten, which made vp 
a hundred : we had no other meanes bur ro carrie 
victuall for a moneth in the ſame, andalſo to lodge 
therein as we could, and to boile and drefle our meat. 
Caprtaine Gifford had with him Maſter Edw. Porter, 
captaine Eynos, and cight more in his wherrie with all 
their victuall, yeapons,and prouiſions: Captaine Cat- 
feld had with him my coſen Barſhead Gorges and eighe 
more. In the galley, of gent. and officers my ſelfe had 
captaine Thy , my coſen John Greenzile , my nephew 
lohn Gilbert , Captaine Whidden, Captaine Keywnis , Ed, 
Hancocke, Captaine Clarke,licutenant Hewes,T ho, Vpton,,. 
 Captaine Facy, /erome Ferrar, Antho Yell YVill, Connock, 
and about 50. more. We could not learne of Berres 
any other waie to enter but in branches, ſo farre to 
the windeward as it was impoflible for vs to reco- 
uer: for we had as much ſea to crofſe ouer in our 
wherries as berweene Doxerand Caths, andin a great 
billow, the winde and currant being both very ſtron 
ſo as we were driuen to go in thoſe fmall botes dired 
ly before the winde into the botrome of the baic of 
Guanipa, and from thence to enter the mouth of ſome 
| one 
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one of thoſc riuers, which 1. Dowgla: had laſt diſcouc- 
red, and had with vs for Pilote an Indian of Barema, a 
riuer to the ſouth of Orenoque,berweene that and Ama- 
zones, Whoſe Canoas we had formerlic taken as he was 
going from the ſaid Barema, laden with Caſſani bread 
to ſell at Aargnerita: this Armacan promiſed to bring 
me into the great riuer of Orenoque, but indeed of 
that which we entred he was vtterly ignorant, for 
he had not ſcene it in twelue yeeres before, at which 
time he was very yoong , and of no judgement , and 
if God had not ſent vs another helpe, we might haue 
wandred a whole yeere in that laborinth of rjuers, 
exe we had found any way , either out or in, eſpecial- 
lic after we were paſt the ebbing and flowing , which 
was in fower daies: for I know all the earth doth not 
yeeld the like confluence of ſtreames and branches, 
the one croſling the other ſo many times, and all fo 
faire and large, and ſo like one to another, as no man 
can tell which totake : andif we went by the Sun or 
compaſlle hoping thereby to go direaly one way or 
other , yet that waie we were alſo caried in acircle 
amongſt multicudes of Ilands,and euery Iland fo bor- 
dered with high trees, as no man could fee any fur- 
ther than the bredth of the riuer , or length of the 
breach : Bur this it chanced that entring into ariuer, 
(which bicauſe it had no name we called the river of 
the Redcroſſe,our ſelues being the firſt Chriſtians that e-. 
uer came therein;) the 22. of May as we were rowing 
yp the ſame, we eſpied a ſmal Canoa with three /ndians, 
which(by the fwiftnes of my barge, rowing with cight 
oares) I ouertooke ere they could crofle the riuer,the 
reſt of the people on the banks ſhadowed _ _ 
CKE 
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thicke wood gazed onwith a doubtfull concert what 
might befall thoſe three which we had taken : Bur 


\ when they perceiued that we offred then no violence, 


neitherentred their Canoa with any of ours, nor tooke 
our of the Canoa any of theirs, they then began to ſhew 
themſelues on the banks ſide , and offred to traffique 
with vs for ſuch things as they had, andas we drewe 
neere they all ſtaide, and we came with our barge to 
the mouth of a little creeke which came from their 
rowne into the great riuer, 

As we abode there a while, our Indian Pilotcalled 
Ferdinands would needs go aſhore to their village to 
fetch ſome fruites ; and to drinke of their artifciall 
wines,and alſo to ſce the place, and toknow the Lord 
of it againſt another time, and tooke with him a bro- 
ther of his which he had with him in the journey: 
whe they came to the village of theſe people,the Lord 
of the Iland offred to lay hands on them,purpolingts 
haueflaine them both,yeelding for reaſon thatthisIn- 
dian of ours had broughta ſtrange nation into! their 
rerritorie toſpoyle and deſtroy them : But the Pilot 


being quicke and of a diſpoſed bodyſlipt their fingers, 


and ran intothe woods, andhis brother being the ber- 
cer footman of the two, recouered the creekes mouth, 
where we ſtajcd in our barge, crying outthathis bro- 
ther wasſlaine, with that we ſet "ark. þ on one of them 
thatwas next vs,a very old man,and brought him into 
the barge, affuring him thatif we had not our Pilot 
againe, wewould preſentlycut off his head. This old 
man being reſolued that he ſhould paie the loſle of 
the other, criedout to thoſe inthe woods to faue Fer- 
adinando our Pilot , but they followed him notwith- 

ſtanding, 
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ſtanding, and hunted after himvponthefoote with 
their Deeredogs, andwithſo mainea criethat all the 
woodseckoed withthefhoute they.made , but atlaſt 
this pooreChaſed Indian reconered the riuer fide, and 
got vponatreezandas we were coaſting, leaped down 
and ſwam to the barge halfe dead with feare ; but our 

was; that we kept the other old Indian 
mer yo to redeeme our Pilot withall, 
for being naturall ofthoſeriuers, weafſined our ſelues 
he knew the way berter than any ſtranger could , and 
indeed, bur for this chance I thinke we had neuer 
foundethe way either to Giaza, or backe to ourſhips: 
for Ferdinanto after a few dajesknewnothing arall,nor 
which way to turne, yea and many timesthe old man 
himſclfe was in great doubt which riuer to take. Thoſe 
people which dwell in theſe broken Ilands'& drowned 
are generally called 7iwitiua;, there are of them 
ewoſorts,the one called Ciawan;, and the other YV- 
raweete., $x372-Wo] | | | 
The great river of Orenoque Or Bar aquan hath nine 
branches which fall out on the north fide of his awne 
maine mouth : 'on: the ſouth fide it hath ſeven other 
falling; into the ſea, fo it deſemboketh by 16. armes in 
al,betweene Tlands and broken ground,bur the Ilands 
are verie great, manie of them as bigge as the Ifle 
of YVight and bigger, and many lefle : from the firſt 
branch onthe north to the laſt of the ſouth it is atleft 
100. leagues, ſo as the riners mouth is'no lefſe than 
300.miles wide at his entrance into the ſea, which I 
take to be farre bi ger than that of Amazoner : al thisfe 
that inhabite inthe mouthofthis rinervpon the ſene- 
rall-north branches are theſe Tinniniy), of which there 
Fer; G 
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are two chiefe Lords which haue continuall warres 
one with the other : the Ilands which lie on che righe 


handare called Pallawo:, and the land on the left Ho 
rorotomakg , and rhe riner by which John Dowglas re- 
turned within the land from Amen to Capari, they 

call Macnri, | 
Theſe Tiritizas are a verie goodlie people and verie 
valiant, and haue the. moſt manlie ſpeech and moſt 
deliberate that cuerl heard of whatnation ſocuer: In 
the ſummer they haue houſes on the ground as in 
other places: In the winter they dwell vpon the. trees, 
where they build very artificiall cownes and villages,as 
it is written in the Spaniſh ſtorie of the'//eft lndzes, 
that thoſe peopledo in the low lands necre the gulfe 
of Yraba : tor berweene May and Seprember the riuer 
of Orenoks riſeth thirtie foote vpright , and then are 
thoſe Yands overflowen twentie foote high aboue the 
lenellofthe ground, fauing ſome few raiſed grounds 
in the middle of them : and for this cauſe they areen- 
forced toliue in this maner;-- They neuer cate of anie 
thing thatis ſet or ſowen,and as athome they vſe nei- 
cher planting hor other manurance,ſowhen they com 
abroad they refuſe to feede of ought, but of that which 
nature without labor bringeth tootth. They vie the 
rops of Paimmos for bread,and kil Deerefith andporks 
for thereſt of their ſuſtenance, they haue alſo manic 
ſorts of fruits that growin the woods, andgreatvarie- 

tic of birds and foule, 

Andifto ſpeake ofthemwere not tedions and vul- 
Pare, ſurely we ſawe in thoſe paſſages of very rare C0- 
ours & forins,notelſe where to be found;for as much 
as Thanceirher ſecn or read.Of theſe people thoſe that 
dwell 
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dwellvponthe branches of Orenoque called Capuriand 
Macureo; arefor the moſtpart Carpenters of Canoar, 
for they make: the, moſt and faireſt houſes , and ſell 
them into Guiana for gold, and into Trinedads for To- 
bacco, inthe exceſliue taking whereofzthey exceede all 
nations, and TEA AYERS ay" moiſtnes of the 
aire in which they.liue , the hardnes of their diet, 
and the great labors they ſuffer to hunr,fiſh, and foule 
for theirliuin , in all my life cither in the Indies or 
in EuropedidI neucr behold a more goodlic or bet- 
ter fauoured people, or a more manlie. They were 
woont to makewarre vpon all nations, and cſpeci- 
allie on the Caxibals, ſo as none durit without agood 
ſtrength trade by thoſe riuers, bur of late they are at 
peace with their neighbors, all holding the Spaniards 
for a common enimie, VVhen their commanders 
dic, they vie great lamentation, andwhen they thinke 
the fleſhoftheir bodies is putrified , and fallen from 
the bones, then they, take 'p the carcaſe againe, 
and hang it in the Caſquies houſe that died, and 
decke his skull wich feathers of all colours, and hang 
all his gold plates about the bones | of his armes, 
thighes, and legges. Thoſe nations which are cal- 
led Armacas which dwell on the ſouth of Orenoque, 
(of which place and nation; our Indian Pilot was) 
are diſperſed in manie other places, and do vie to 
beare the bones of their Lords into powder , and their 
wiues and friends drinke itall in their ſeuerall forts of 
drinks. 

After we departed from the port of theſe Ciewax;, 
we paſſed yp the river with the food, and ancored the 
ebbc,andin this fort we went orraryl The third daie 

” | - that 
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that we catred-the riuerour Celley came on ground: 
and {tuck ſo faſt, as we thought that euetrthere our dil- 
couery had ended. and that we: maſthane Jefr 60. of 
our men tohaue mhabited like rookes vpon trees with 
tho nations: bur the next morning, after we had 
_ caſtoutall her ballaſt, withtugging and hawling to 
and fro , we got-herafloate,. and went on.: Arfower 
daics ende wee fell jnto as goodlie a riuer as cuer 1 
beheld ,- which was called the great Amazin , which 
ran more dire&tlic without windings and tornings 
than the other, But ſoone after the flood of the (ca 
lefrvs, and we enforced eitherby maine ſtrengrh to 
row againſt a violent-currant, or to retuetie as wile 
as we went out, we had then no ſhitt bur to-pers 
ſivade the companies thar'it was bur two or three 
 dai&sworke, andtherfore deſiredthem to take paines, 
cuery gentleman and others taking their turns torow,; 
and toſpell one the other at thehowers end. Eucrie 
daic we paſled bygoodlie branches of rwuers, fome 
falling from the weſt, others from the caft into Ama- 
»a , bur thoſe I leaue to the deſcription inthe Chart 
of diſcoueric , where eueric'one ſhall. be named with 
hisrifing and deſcent. When three daies more were 
w—_—— ,/ our companies began to 'deſpaire', the 
weather being extreame hot, the riuer bordered with 
veric high trees that kept away the aire , and the cur-. 
rant againſt vs euery daie ſtronger than'other : Bur we 
.Enermore commanded our Pilots topromife an-cnd 
the next daic, and vied it ſo long as we were driuen'to 
aſlure them from fower reaches of the riuver-tothree, 
and fo to two, and fo to the next reach:but ſglong we 

laboured as many daies'were ſpent, and ſo driuen to

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draw our felues to harder allowance , our bread even 
at the laſt, and no drinke at all: and'our men and 
our ſelnes fo wearicd and ſcorched , and doubrfull 
withall whether we ſhould cuer pertorme it orno, the: 
heat encreafingas we dreiv towardsthe line z for wee 
were now in fiue degrees. 

The farther we went on(our victuall decreaſing and 
the aire breeding great faintnes ) we grew weaker and 
weaker when we had moſt need of ſtrength and abili- 
tie, for howerlic the river ran more violently than 
other againſt vs, and rhe barge , wherries, andſhips 
bote of Captaine G:Fc-4, and Captaine Calfield, had 
ſpent all their prowifions ,-fo as wee: were brought 
iato defpaire'and-diſcomfort-, had we nor i 
ded all the companie thatit was bur-onhie one daies 
worke more to atraine the lande where we ſhould be 
relecued of all we wanted, and if we returned thatwe 
werefirc to ftarue by: the. way , :and'thatche worlkde 
would alſo laugl-vs'tg ſcotne; On the banks of theſe 
riuers were diuers forts of traits good to cate, flowers 
and trees of rhat varietie as were ſufficient to make 
ten volumes of herbals', we retecued our 1ſclues ma» 
nie times with the fruits of the contrey;, andr/ſpmr 
times with fotile and fiſh: we ſawe birds of all colours, 
ſome carnation , tome crimſon , orenge tawny, pur- 
ple, greene, watched, andof all other forts both f1m- 
ple and mixt , as itwasvnto vs a great __— 
of the tjme/ ro beholde them; betides the -relicte 
we found by killing ſome ſtore of them with our tou- 
ling peeces, without which, hauing little orno bread 
and lcfſe drink, bur onely the thick and troubled water 


of the rmer,we had been in a very hardcafe. 2 
Mb ur 
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Our old Pilot of the Ciawani(whom.as I aid befores 
we tooke to redeeme Ferdinado, ) told vs, thatif we 
would enter a branch of a riueron the right hand with: 
our barge andwherries , and leaue the Galley at ancor 
the while in the great riuer, he would bring vs to'a 
towne of the Arwacas where we ſhould find ſtore of 
bread, hens, fiſh, and of the countrey wine, and per- 
ſwaded vs that departing from the Ga/ley at noone,we 
might returne ere night: I was very glad to heare 
this ſpeech, and preſently tooke my barge, with eight 
musketiers ,Captain Gifford; wherrie, with himſelfe 8 
foure musketiers, & Captaine Ca/fie/dwhith his wher- 
ty andas manie, and fo weentred the mouth of this 
river, and bicauſe we were perſwaded that it was fo 
neere; we tooke no victuall with vs atall : when we 
had rowed three howres, we marnelled we ſawe no 
ſigne of any dwelling , and asked the Pilotwhere the 
town was,he told vs a litle farther : after three howers 
more the Su» being almoſt ſet , we began roſiſpe& 
thathe led vs that waicto betraie vs, tor he confeſ 
ſed that thoſe Spaniards which fled from Trinedade, 
andalſfo thoſe that remained with Carapaxe in Eme- 
ria, were joyned togither in ſome village vpon that 
river. Bur when it towardes night , and we 
demaunding where the place was , he tolde vs but 
fowerreaches more : when we had rowed fower arid 
fower, weſaw no figne, and our poore water men 
euen hart broken, and tired, were ready to giue vp 
the ghoſt; for we had now-come from the Galley 
neerforty miles, © ty 
Arthe laſt we determined to hang the Pilot, and 
if wc had well knowenthe way backc againe by night, 
he 
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he had ſurely gone, but our owne neceſſities pleaded 
ſufficiently Orhis ſaferie*: for it was as darke as pitch, 
and the river began fo'to narrow it ſelfe , and the 
.trees to hang ouer from fide to fide, as we were dri- 
uen with arming fwordes to cut a paſſage thorow 
thoſe branches that couered the water, VVe were ve- 
ry defirous to finde this towne hoping of a feaſt, 
bicauſe we made bur a ſhort. breakfaſt aboord the 
Galley in; the morning, and it was: noweight aclock 
at night, and our ftomacks began to gnaw apace: 
burwhether it was beſt to returne or go on , we be- 
gan-to doubr, ſulpeRing treaſon in -- Pilot more 
andmore.:\but the poore olde Indian cuer aſſured vs 
that it was but a little farther, and bur this one tur- 
ning, and that turning, and arlaſt abour one a clocke 
after midnight we ſaw a light, and rowing toward: 
it, we heard the dogs of the village. When wee 
landed we found few people ,- for the Lord-of that 
place was gone with diuers Cavoas aboue 400, miles 
of, vpon a tourney towards the head of Orenoque to 
trade for gold, and ro buy women of the Camiba/s, 
-who afterward vnfortunatly paſſed by vs as we rode at 
-an ancor in the port of Aforequitoin the dark of night, 
-and yetcameſoneervs, as his Canoar grated againſt. 
-our barges :he lefr one of his companie at the port 
.of AMorequito , by whom we vnderſtood that he 
:had brought thirty yoong woomen, diuers plates of 
-gold , and had grear ſtore of fine peeces of cotton 
ciuth, and cotton beds. In his houſe we had good 
ſtore of bread, fiſh, hens, and Indian drinke , and fo 
reſted thatnighr,and in the morning after we had tra- 
: ded with ſuch of his people as came downyve retuned 
ERS | towards 
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towards aur Galey,and brought with vs ſome quantity 


of bread, fiſh.and hens. O11! Mo: VSIA 
 Onboth ſides ofthis riuergve paſiedrhe moſt beau» 
tifullcountrie thateuer mine cies beheld : and where- 
as all thatwe had ſcen before was nothing but 
prickles,buſhes, and thornes, heere we bcheld plaines 
of twenty miles in- lengrh,the grafle ſhort and greene, 
and in diuers parts:groues of trees by themſelues,as if 
they had been by all the art and Jabour inthe world fa 
made of purpoſe:and ſtil as we rowed,the Decre-came 
downe feeding by the waters fide,as if they had beene 
vied toa keepers call. Vpon this riuer there were-great 
ſtore of fowle, and of many ſorts : we ſaw.in it diuers 
ſorrs of ſtrange fiſhes, & of maruellous bignes, butfar 
Lagartas it exceeded.for there were thouſands of thoſe 
vale ſerpents,and the people callitfor the abundance 
otthem the riuer of Lagartor, _ guage. Ihbad 
2a Neproa proper yoon ow, that leaping out 
of has Galls ſwim in r mouth of this x rms 
- inallourfights taken and deuoured with one of thoſe 
Laga1tos, In the mean while our copanies in the Ga/ley 
_ thought we had beene all loſt, (for we promiſed to re- 
turne before night) & ſent the Lions helps ſbips bote 
with Captaine /7 hidden to follow vs vp the river, but 
the next dayafter we had rowed vp and downe ſome 
tower {core miles, wereturned, and went on our way, 
vp the great tiver, and when we were cuen at the laſt 
caſt for want-of viduals, Capraine Grfford being be- 
fore the Galley, and thereſt of rhe botes, ſeeking OUT 
ſome place to land vpon the banks to make fire, eſpj- 
ed fower Canvas comming downe the riuer,& with no 


 {mallioy cauſed bis men totrie the vetermoſt of their 


{ ngths, 
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ſtrengths , and afrer a while two of the 4.gaue oner)s 
andran themſelves aſhore , enery man beraking him- 
ſelfe to the faſtnes of the woods, the two other lefler 
got away , while he landed to lay hold on theſe, and 
ſo turned into ſome by-crecke, we knew not whither : 
thoſe Cara that were raken were loden with bread, 
& were bound for Marguerita in the weſt Indies, which 
thoſe Indians (called 4rwacas) purpoſed to carrie thi- 
ther for exchange : But in the lefſer, there were three 
Spaniards, who having heard of the defear of their 
goucrnour in Trizedado , and that we putpoſed to en- 
ter Guiana , came away in thoſe Canoas: one of them 
was a Caxallero , as the Captaine of the Arwacas after 
told vs, another a ſoldier, and the third archer, 

In the meane rime, nothing on the earth conld 
haue been more welcome to vs next vnto gold , then 
the great ſtore of very excellent bread which we found 
in theſe Camoas, for now our men cried,letvs £0 ON, we 
care not'how farre. After that Caprtaine Gifford had 
brought the wo Carrar tothe Galley, I rooke my 
barge, and went to the banks fide with a dozen ſhor, 
where the Caneas firſt ran therhſelues aſhore, and lan- 
ded there,ſending ont Captaine Gifford and Captaine 
Thyn on one hand. and Capraine Ca/fe/d on the other, 
to follow thoſe that were fled into the woods, and as T 
was creeping thorow the buſhes, Ifaw an Indian baſ- 
ker hidden,which was the refiners basket , for I found 
in it,his quickfthner,faltpeter,and diuers things for the 
ttiall of merrils,andalſothe daft of fuchore as he had 
' refined, butinthoſe Cano which eſcaped there was a 
good quantity of orc and gold, I then landed more 


, and offered 500. pound to whar foldier ſocuer 
Pl H could 
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could take one of thoſe 3. Spaniards that we wughs 
were landed. Bur ourlabours were in vaine in that be- 
halfe, for they put themſclues into one of che ſmall 
Canoas: and ſo while the greater Canoas WEre 1N taking, 
they eſcaped : but ſecking after the Spaniards, wc 
found the Arwacasr hidden in the woods which were 
pilots for the Spaniards , and rowed their Caneas : of 
which I kept the chicteſt for a Pilot , and carried him 
with me to Guiana, by whom I vaderſtood, where and 
in what countrics the Spaniards had labored for gold, 
though I made not the fame knowen to all: for, when 
the ſprings began to breake , and the rivers to raiſe 
themſelues ſo ſaddenly as by no meanes we-could 
abide the digging of anie mine, eſpecially for that the 
richeſt are detended with rocks of hard ſtone , which 
we call the hue par, and that it requircd both time, 
men,and inſtruments fit for ſuch a worke, I thought ir 
beſtnot to houer thereabours , leaſt if the ſame had 
been perceiued by the company,there would have bin 
by this time. many barks; & ſhips ſer out, S&: perchance 
other nations would alſo haue gotten of ours for Pi- 
lots,ſo as both our ſelues might haue been preuented, 
& all our care taken for 64> viage of the people been 
vtterly loſt , by thoſe that onely reſpe& preſent pro- 
fit, and ſuch violence or infolence offered, as the nati- 
ons which are borderers would haue changed their 
deſire of our loue and defence, into 48 and vio- 
lence. And for any longer ſtay to haue brought a more 
quantny (been heare hath bin often obiced)who- 
ocuerhad ſeene or prooued the furyof that river af- 
terit began to ariſe , and had beena moneth and od 
daics as we were fro hearing ought fr6 our ſhips, lea- 
ung 
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ning them meanly mand, aboue 400. miles off, would 
perchance have turned ſomewhat ſooner than we did, 
tfall the mountaines had been gold, or rich ſtones : 
Andto ſay the truth all the branches and ſmall rjuers 
which fell into Orenoqne were raiſed with ſuch ſpeed, 
as if wee waded them ouer the ſhooes in the mor- 
ning outward, we were couered to the ſhoulders 
homewarde the very ſame daie : and to ſtay to dig 
out gold with our nailes, had been Opau /aboris , bur 
not /ngeny: ſuch a quantitie as would haue ſerued 
our turnes we could not have had, buta difcouery of 
the mines to our infinite diſaduantagewe had made, 
and that could have been the beſt profit of farther 
ſearch or ſtay; for thoſe mines are nor eaſily broken, 
nor opened in haſte,and I could hauereturned a good 

uantity of gold readie caſt, it I had notſhot at ano- 
{we nothe po preſent profit, 

This Arwacan Pilot with thereſt, feared that we 
would haue eaten them,orotherwiſe haue put them to 
ſome cruell death, for the Spaniards to the end that 
none of the people in the paſſage towards Guianeor 
in Guiana it ſelfe might come to ſpeech with vs , per- 
ſwaded all the nations, thatwe were men caters, and 
Canibalr : but when the poore men & women had ſeen 
vs, and that we gaue om meate, and to eucrie one 
ſomething or other, which was rare and ſtrange to 
them, they began to conceiue the deceit and purpoſe 
of the Spaniards, who indeed (as they confeſſed) tooke 
from them both their wiues, and davghters daily, and 
vſed them for the ſatisfying of their owne luſts,efpeci- 
ally ſuch as they tooke in this maner by ſtrength, Bur 
I proteſt before the maicſtic of the living God, that I 

s FEI neither 
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neither know nor belecue, that any of aur companie 
one or other, by violence or otherwiſe, cuer knew any 
of their women, and yet we ſaw many hundreds, and 
had many in our power, and of thoſe very yoong, and 
excellently fauored, which came among vs without 
deceit, ſtarke naked. A 
Nothin got vs more loue among them then this 
viage, fort uftred not anie man to take from anie of 
the nations ſo much as a Pma, or a Potato roote,with- 
out giuing them contentment, nor any man ſo much 
as to offer to touch any of their wiues or daughters : 
which courſe, ſo contrarie to the Spaniards (who ty- 
rannize ouer them in all things) drew them to ad- 
mire hir Maieſtie, whoſe commandementlI told them 
itwas , and alſo woonderfully to honour our nation, 
But Iconfeſle it was a very unpatient worke to keepe 
the meaner ſort from ſpoile and ſtealing , when we 
came to their houſes, which bicauſe in all I could not 
preuent, I cauſed my Indian interpreter at euery place 
whe we departed, to know of the lofle or wrong done, 
and if ought were {ſtolen or taken by violence, cither 
the ſame was reſtored, and the party puniſhed in their 
ſight,or els it was paid for to their vetermoſt demand, 
They alſo much woondred at vs, after they heard that 
we had {lain the Spaniards at 7rmedado, for they were 
before refolued,that no nation of Chriſtian: durit abide 
their preſence, and they woondred more when I had 
made them know of the great ouerthrow that hir Ma- 
zeſties army and fleete had giuen them of late yeers in 
their owne COUntriCs. | 
Aſter we had taken in this ſupplic of bread,with di- 
uers baskets of rootes which were excellent meate, 1 
gauc 
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gaue one of the Canoas to the Arracas < which belon- 

ed to the Spaniards that were eſcaped; and when-1 
bad diſmiſſed all but the Captaine ( who by the Spani- 
ard; was chriſtened Martin) Ifentbacke in the fame 
Cansa the old Crawan. and Ferarnardo my firſt Pilot, and 
gaue them both tuch things as they dehired, with ſuf- 

cient vituall to carie them back,and by them wrote 
a letter to the ſhips, which they promiſed to deliuer, 
and performed it, and then Iwentan, with my new 
hired Pilot .M artyn the Arwacan : but the next or ſe- 
cond day attcr,we came aground againe withour gal- 
ley, and were like to calt hir away,with all our victuall 
and prouiſion,and ſo Jay on the ſand one whole night, 
and were farre mote in deſpaire at this time to tree 
kir then before , bicatiſe we had notide of flood to 
helpe vs, and therfore feared that all our hopes would 
haue ended in miſhaps : but we faſtened an ankor vp- 
on the land,and with maine ſirengrt!; drew hir off: and 
fo the 15.day we diſcouered a farre off the mountaines 
of: Griara to OUr great ioy , and towards the euening 
had a fleat of a northerly winde that blew very ſtrong, 
which brought vs 1n {1ght of the great riuer of Oreno- 
que , out of which this river defcended whercin we 
were: we cefcrieda farre oft three other Canoas as far 
as we could difcerne them, after whom we haſtened 
with our barge and wherries , but two of them paſled 
out of fight , and the thirdentred vp the great riuer, 
on the right hand to the weſtward, & there ſtaicd out 
of fight, thinking that we meant to take the way calt- 
k's towards che prouince of Carapara, tor that way 
the Spaniards keepe, not daring to go vpwards to 
Guiana , the people in thoſe parts being all their 

; ENUIuES, 
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enimics, and thoſe in the Cavoas thought vs to haue 


beene thoſe Spaniards that were fled from Trinedade, 
and had eſcaped killing : and when we came fo farre 
downe as the opening of that branch into which 
they {lipped, being necre them with our barge and 
wherries , we made after them, and ere they could 
land, came within call, and by our interpreter tolde 
them what we were, wherewith they came backe wil- 
lingly aboard vs : and of ſuch fiſh and Torrwgas egges 
as they had gathered, they gaue vs, and promiſed in 
the morning to bring the Lord of that part with 
them,and to do vs all other ſeruices they could, 

- Thatnightwe came to an ankor at the parting of 
three goodlie rivers (the one was the riuer of fo1ane 
by which we came from the north, and ran athwart 
towards the ſouth , the other two were of Orenoque 
which croſſed from the weſt and ran to the ſea to» 
wards the eaſt) and landed vpon a faire ſand, where 
we found thouſands of Tortugas egges, which are very 
wholſome meat, and greatly reſtoring, ſo as ovr men 
| werenow well filled and highlic contented both with 
the fare,and necrenes of the land of G14ana which ape 
peered in fight, In the _— there came downe aC- 
cording to promiſe the Lord of that border called 
Teparimaca, with ſome thirtie or fortie followers, and 
brought vs diuers forts of fruits, & of his wine, bread, 
fiſh , and fleſh, whom we alſo feaſted as we could, at 
leaſt he dranke good Spaniſh wine(whereof we had a 
ſmall quantitie in bottels)which aboue all things they 
loue. I conferred with this Toparimaca of the next 
hex to Guiara, who condutted- our galley and botes 
to his owne port, andcatricd vs from thence ſome 
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mile and ahalfe to his rowne, where ſome of our cap- 
eaines garouſed of his wine till they were reaſonable 
pleaſant, for it is very ({trong with pepper, & the juice 
of diuers herbs, and fruits digeſted and purged , they 
keepe it ingreat earthen pots of ten or twelue:gallons 
very cleane and ſweete,, and are themſclues at rheir 
mectings and feaſts the greateſt garouſers and drun- 
kards ot the world : when we cameto his towne we 
found two Caſſique: , whereof one of them was a 
ſtrarger thathad beene vp the river in trade, and his 
boates , people, and- wife incamped at the port 
where we ankorcd, and the other was of that coun- 
trcy a follower of / eparmaca : they laie each of them 
in a cotton Hamaca, which we call brafill beds, & two 
women attending them with fix cups andalicle ladle 
to fill them, our of an earthen pitcher of wine, and ſo 
they dranke echof them three of thoſe cups ata time, 
one to the other,and in this ſort they drinke drunke at 
their feaſts and meetings. . 19 ol 411 

That Caſſqzethat was a ftranger hadhis wife ſtay- 
ingat the port where we ankored, and in all my life 
I haue ſeldome ſeene a better fauored woman : She 
was of good ſtature,with blacke cies, fatof body, of 
an excellent countenance, hr haire almoſtas long as 
hir ſelfe,$ied vp/ againe in pretic knots, and it ſeemed 
ſhe ſtoodnotin that aw of hir husband.as the reſt,for 
ſhe ſpake and diſcourſt,and dranke among the gencle- 
men and captaines, and was very pleaſant, knowing, 
Hir ownecomelines,and taking great pride therein , I 
hauc ſcene a Lady.in England to like hir,as but for the 
difterence of colour I would haue tworne night haue 
beene thelame, TXT | 
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The ſcate of this towne of Toparimaca was very 
pleaſant, ſtanding on a little hill, in an excellent pro» 
ipect , with goo! y gardens a mile compaſle round 
aboutit, and two very faire and large ponds of excel- 
lent fiſh adioyning.: This towne is: called Arowogsi: 
the peoptleareof the nation. called |Neporer , and-are 
followers of Carapana. In that place I fawe very aged 
people, thatwe might perceiue all their ſinewes and 
vcines without anyfleſh; and butcuen as a caſc couc- 
red onely-with skin.. | The Lord of this place gaue me 
atold man for Pilot,vhowas of greatexperience and 
traue]l, and knew the riuer molt perte&ly both by day 
and night, and it ſhall be requiſite for any man that 
paſſeth.itito haue ſuch a Pilot, for itis fower, flue, and 
fix miles our in many places , and-rwentie-miles jn 
other.,places,with woonderfull eddies,and ſtrong cur- 
rants, manygreat Ilands and diuers ſholds, and many 
dangerous tocks ,-and heſides vpon any increaſe of 
winde fo great a billow, as we were fometimes in 

cat;perill-of drowning in the galley, forthe ſmall 

otes diirſt-not come from the thore, but when it 
was very faire.

+1) Thenexe day we haſted thence , and hauing an ea- 
ſerly wind xa helpe vs, we ſpared our armsfrom row- 
ing: for.after weentred: Orewogee;; the rivet licth for 
the moſt part caſt and weſt, cuen fromthe ſea vats 
Rei ine.

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All that day we failed vp a branch of that river,haning 
on the left hand a greatIland, which they cal 4ſapana, 
which may containe ſome five and wwentie miles in 
length,& 6.miles in bredth,the great body of the riuer 
running on the other {1de of this land : Beyond that 
middle branch there is alſo another Iland in the riuer, 
called 7wara, which is twiſe as big as the Ifle of ight, 
and beyondit, and betweene itand the maine of Guia- 
a,runneth a third branch of Orenoque called Arraroopa- 
xa: all three are goodly branches, and all nauigable 
for greatſhips. I iudge the riuer in this place ro Wo at 
leaſt thirtie miles brode , reckoning the Ilands which 
diuide the branches in it, for afterwards I ſought alſo 
both the other branches. 

After we reached to the head of this Iland , called 
Aſſapana , a little to the weltward on the right hand 
there opened ariuer which came from the north, cal- 
led Earopa,and fell into the greatriuer, and beyond it, 
on the ſame ſide we ankored for that night, by another 
Iland fix miles long, and two miles brode, which they 
call O:aywita: From hence in the morning we landed 
two Geiarians,which wefound in the towne.of Topari- 
macs, that came with vs , who went to give notice of 
our comming to the Lord of that countrey called P,- 
11a, a follower of Topiawari, chicfe Lord of Arromaia, 
who ſucceeded Aorequito , whom(as you haue heard 
before) Berreo put to death, but his rowne being farre 
within the land,he came notvnto vs that day,ſo as we 
ankored againe that night neere the banks of ano- 
ther Hland, of bignes much like the other, which th 
call Putapayma, on the maine lande, ouer 2gzink 
which land was a very high mountaine called Oecope : 
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we coueted to ankor rather by theſe Ilands in the rj- 
uer,than by the maine, becauſe of the Torrugas egges, 
which our people found on them in great abundance, 
& alſo becauſe the ground ſerued bertrer for vs to caſt 
our nets for fiſh, the maine banks being for the moſt 
part ſtonie and high,and the rocks ofa blew meralline 
colour , like vnto the beſt ſteele ore, which I affuredly 
rake it to be : of the ſame blew ſtone are alſo diuers 
great mountaines , which border this river in many 
places, 

The next morning towards nine ofthe clocke, we 
weied ankor, &the brize encreafing,we failed alwaies 
welt vp the riuer, and after a while opening the lande 
on the right fide, the countrey appeered tobe chams 
paine,and the banks ſhewed very perfe& red: I there- 
fore ſenttwo of the little barges with captaine Grfford, 
and with him captaine Thy», captaine Calfie/d, my co- 
ſen Greenuile, my nephew Io. Gilbert , captaine Eynue, 
maſter Edw, Porter,and my Coſen Butſhead Gorges, with 
ſome fewe ſoldiers, to march ouer the banks of that 
red land , and to diſcouer what maner ofcountrey it 
was on the other fide,who at their returne found it all 
a plaine leuell, as farre as they went or could diſcerne, 
from the higheſt tree they could ger vpon: And my 
old Pilot,a man of great trauell brother to the Caſſique 
Toparimaca told me, that thoſe were called the plaines 
of the Sayma, and tharthe ſame lenell reached' to Cx+ 
mana , and Carracas in the weſt Indies, which are 120, 
leagues to the north, and that there mhabited fower 
principall nations. The firſt werethe Sayma, the next 
Aſawa:, the third and greateſt the wikire, by whom 
Pedro Hernandez de Serpa before mentioned-was ouer- 

| —_  Urowen 
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throwen, as he paſſed with three hundred horſe from 
Cumanatowards Oreneque, in his enterprize of Guiana, 
the fourth are called Aroras , and are as blacke as Ne- 
gros, but haue ſmooth haire, and theſe are very vali- 
ant, or rather deſperate people , and haue the moſt 
ſtrong poiſon on theirarrowes , and moſt dangerous 
ofall nations , of which poiſon Iwillſpeake ſomwhac 
being a digreſſion not vnneceſlary. 

There was nothing whereof I was more curious, 
than to finde ont the true remedies of theſe poiſoned 
arrowes, for beſides the mortalitie of the wound they 
make, the partic ſhot indureth the moſt inſufferable 
torment in theworld, and abideth a moſt vglie and 
lamentable death, ſomrimes dying ſtarke mad , ſom- 
times their bowels WOE out of their bellies, and 
are preſently diſcolored, as blacke as pitch, and ſo vn- 
ſauery, as noman canendure to cure, or to attend 
them : And itis more ſtrange to know , that in all this 
time there was neuer Spaniard , cither by gift or tor- 
ment that could attaine to the true knowledge of the 
cure, although they haue martyred and put to inuen- 
red torture I know not how many of them. But euery 
one of theſe Indians know itnot, no not one among 
thouſands, bur their ſouthſaiers and prieſts, who do 
conceale it, and onely teach it but from the father 
to the ſonne. 

Thoſe medicines whichare vulgar,and ſerue for the 
ordinarie poiſon, are made of the juice of a roote cal- 
led Twpara: the ſame alſo quencheth maruellouſly the 
heate of burning feauers,and healeth inward wounds, 
and broken veines, that bleed within the body. Bur I 
was more beholding to the G— than any _ 
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for Anthonio de Berreo told me that he could never at- 
taine to the knowledge therof, & yer they taught me 
the beſt way of healing as wel therof,as ofal other poi- 
ſons.Some of the Spaniards haue been curedin ordi- 
nary wounds,of the common poiſoned arrowes with 
the juice of garlike:bur this is a generall rule forallmE 
that ſhall heerafter trauell the Indies where poiſoned 
arrowesare vicd, that they mult abſtaine from drinke, 
for ifthey take any licor into their body , as they ſhall 
be marucllouſly prouoked therunto by drought,l ſay,if 
they drink before the wound be dreſied, or foone vpon 
it,there is noway with them but preſent death. , 
AndioIwilreturne again to our journey which for 
this third day we finiſhed, and caſt ankor againe neere 
the continent, on the left hand betweene two moun- 
taines, the one called Aroami, and the other io : I 
made no ſtay heere but till midnight, for I feared. 
howerly leaſt any raine ſhould fall, and then it had 
beene unpoſhible to haue gone any further, vp, not- 
withſtanding that there is euery day a very ſtrong 
brize, and eaſterly winde. I deferred the ſearchofthe 
Countric 0n Guiaxa {1de, till ny returne downe the ri- 
uer. The nextday we failed by a great Iland;, inthe 
middle of the riuer, called cAſanoripane, and as wee 
walked a while on the Iland, while the Galey: got a 
head of vs, there came after vs from the maine; a 
{mall Canea with ſeuen or eight Guianians, to invite vs 
to ankor attheir port, butI deferred ittill my returne 
It was that Caſiqze to whom thoſe Nepoios went, which 
came with vs from the towne of Toparimaca-: and; ſo. 
the fiit. day we reached as high vp as the Prouince of 
Arromaia the countrey of eAMorequito whom Berreo 
ny TC 1 executed, 
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executed, and ankored to the weſt of an land called 
Mirrecotima, ten miles long and five brode : and that 
night the Caſſique-Aramiari, (to whole towne we made 
our long and hungry voiage outof the riuer of Amana) 
paſſed by vs. \ | 
- The next day we arriued at the port of Morequito, 
and ankored there, ſending away one of our Pilots to 
ſeeke the king of Aromara, vacle to Morequito, flaine by 
Berreoas aforeſaide , The next day following, before 
noone he came to vs on foote from his houſe, which 
was 14 Engliſh miles,(himſelf being 110.yeers old)& 
returned on foote the ſame daie ,' & with him man 
of the borderers, with manywomen & children, that 
came to woonder at our nation, and to bring vs down 
victuall, which they didin great plenty, as veniſon, 
porke, hens, chickens, foule, fiſh, with diversſorts of 
excellent fruits, and rootes, &great abundance of -P+ 
»xs, the princeſle of fruits, that grow vnderthe' Sn, ef: 
cially thoſe of Guiana, They brought vs alſo ſtore of 
one ,and of theirwine,andafort of Paraguires,no big- 
ger than wrens , and of all other forts both ſmall and 
at: one of them gaue mea beaſt called by the-Spa- 
niards Armadilla,which they call Caſacam, which ſee-" : 
meth to be all barred ouer with ſmall plates ſome- 
what like toa Kemcero, with a white home growing: 
in his hinder parts, as bigas a great hunting-horne, 
which they vie rowinde in ſteed of a tretmper. 'o- 
»ardus writeth that alittle of the powder of that horn 
put into the eare, cureth deafnes. - 
Atrer this old king had reſted/a while in a' lit- 
tle rent , thatI cauſed to be fer vp,] began by my in- 
terpretor to diſconrle with him of the deathrof 2-4 
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reauits his predeceſſor , and afterward of the Spanir 

Kr nn = I went anie farther I made himknow 

the cauſe of -my- comming thither , whoſe ſeruanc 

I was, and thatthe Queenes pleaſure was, I ſhould 

vndertake the voiage for their defence, and to de- 

liuer them from the tyrannic of the Spaniards, dila- 

ting at large (as I haddone before to thoſe of Tri. 

edado ) her Maieſties greatnes , her iuſtice , her 

charitic to all oppreſſed nations , with as manie 

of the reſt of her beauties and vertues , as cither 

' I coulde expreſle, or they conceiue , all which be- 
ivg, with great admiration attentiuely heard , and 
maruelloully admired , I began to ſound the olde 
man as touching Guiana , and the ſtate thereof, 
what ſort of common wealth it was , how gouer- 
ned , of what ſtrength and pollicy , how farre it cx- 
tended, and what nations were friends or enimies 
adioining , and finally of the diſtance, and way toen- 
ter the ſame : he told me that himſelfe and his peo» 
ple with all thoſe downe the riuer towards the ſea , as 
farre as Emeria, the Prouince of Carapane , were of 
Guiana , but that they called themſclues Orenogque- 
poni,, bicauſe they bordered the great riuer of Ore- 
noque , and that all the nations betweene the riuer and 
thoſe mountaines in ſight called wacarima , were of 
theſame caſt and i : andthaton the other 
ſide- of thoſe -mountaines of wacarima there was 2 
large plaine(which afterI diſcouered in my returne) 
called the valley of Amariocapana, in all that valley - 
the people were allo of the: ancient Guiamans , I al- 
ked what nations thoſe were which inhabited onthe 
furtherlide of thoſe mountaines, beyond the valley of 
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Amariocapana, he anſwered with a great ſigh (as a man 
which had inward feeling of the lofle of his conntrey 
and liberty, eſpecially for that his eldeſt ſonne was 
{lain in a batrel on that fide of the mountaines, whom 
he moſtentirelyloued,) that he remembred in his fa- 
thers life time when he was very old , and himſelfe a 
oong man thatthere came down into that large val- 
ey of Guiana, a nation from ſo far off as the S»»lepr, 
( fo ſuch were his own words ,)with ſo greata multi- 
tude as they could notbe numbred norreſiſted,& that 
they wore large coats, andhats' of crimſon colour, 
which colinehs expreſled, by ſhewing a pecce of red 
wood, wherewith my tent was ſupported; and thac 
"theywere called Oreiones, and Epuremei, thoſe that had 
-ſlaine androoted out ſo many of the ancient people 
as there were leaues in the wood vponall the trees,and 
had now made themnſclues Lords of all , euen tothat 
mountaine footeccalled Cxraa,lauin g onely of two na- 
tions, the one called Iwarawaqueri,and the other Caſi- 
pagotos,and that in the laſt batrell fought betweene the 
Epuremet, and the Iwarawaquers , his eldeſt ſon was cho- 
fer: to carry tO the aide of the Inarawaqueri, a great 5 
troupe of the Orenoquepor;,and was there flaing; with al 
his people & freinds, andthat hehad now remaining 
but one ſonne: and farther told 'me that thoſe Epure- 
met had built a great town called CM acureguarai, at the 
faid mountaine foorte , at the beginning of the great 
plaines of G#iana, which haue no end : and that their 
hues haue many roomes , one ouerthe other, and 
that therein the great king of the Oreioves and Epu- 
remeikept three thouſand men to defend+theborders 
againſt them , and withall daily to- inuade and flaie 


them; 
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them: but tha of late yeeres fince the Chriſtians of- 
fred ro inuade his territories,and'thoſe frontires,they 
| wereall at peace, andtraded onewith another, ſaving 
onely the In=arawaqueri, and tHfoſe other nations vpon = 
the head of the riuer of Caro/i,called Cafſipageroe,whuich 
we afterwards diſcouered, cach one holding the Spani- 
ard for acommon enimie. » 1 
- After he had anfivered thus far; he deſired leaue to 
depart, ſaying that hehad far to go,tharhe was old,8: 
weake, and was euery day called for by death, which 
was alſo hisowne phraſe: I defired him to reſtwith vs 
thatnight,burl couldnot.intreat himybuthe rold me 
thatart myreturne from the countrie aboue, he would 
againecometo vs, and in the meane time pronidefor 
vs the beſt he could, of all thathis countrie yeelded: 
the fame night hee returned to Orecotona his 'owne 
towne, ſo ashewent thatday 28.miles, the weather 
being very hot, the countrie beingfituare berweene 
4.and 5, degrees of the Equinoftiall, This Topiawari is 
held for the proudeſt, and wiſeſt of al the Orenogueponi, 
and ſohe behaued himſelfe towards me in all his att- 
ſivers at-my returne, as Imaruelled tofinde a man of 
that grauityand R—_ and of fo good diſcourſe, 
that hadno helpe of learning nor breed.” dl 
The nextmorningwe allo lefttthe port, and failed 
weſtward vp the rjuer, to view the famous riuer called 
Caroli, a5 well bicauſe itwas-maruellous of it ſelfe, as 
allo for that I'vndefſtood it led to the ſtrongeſt nati- 
ons of all the frontires ; thar were 'enimies to the 
Epuremei,whichare ſubie&sto Tpa, Emperor of Guia- 
nz, and Manea ,and that night we ankored at ano- 
ther Iland-called/Caiame , of ſome five orfixe miles 


in 
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in length , and the next day arriued at the mouth of 
Caroli,whE we were ſhort of it as low or furtherdowne 
as the port of Morequito we heard the great rore and 
fall ofthe riuer, but when we cametocnter with our 
barge and wherries thinking to haue gone vp ſometor. 
tic miles to the nations of the Caſſpageros, we were 
notable with a barge of eight oares to rowe one ſtones 
caſt in an hower , and yetthe riuer isas broad as the 
Thames at Wolwich , and we tried'both ſides , and 
the middle , and caery part of theriuer , ſoas we in- 
camped vpon the bankes adioyning , andſcnt off our 
Orenoquepone ( which came with vs from CAoregquito ) 
to giuc knowledge tothe nations vpon the riuer of our 
being there,and that we deſired to ſee the Lords of Ca- 
»uria,vhich dwelt within the prouince vpon that riuer, 
making chem know that we were enemies to the Spa- 
nyards , ( forit was on this riuers {fide that MHoregquits 
{lew the Frier, and thoſe nine Spaniards which came 
from Mana, the Citicof Inga, and tooke from them 
40000. peloes of Golde ) fo as the next daic there 
came downe a Lorde or Caſſiqze called Yanuretona 
with many people with him, and brought all ſtore 
of prouiſions toentertaine vs, as the reit had done, 
And as had before made my comming knowne to 
Topiawari,{o did I acquaint this Caſique therewith,and 
howe [ was ſent by her Maieſty forthe purpoſe afore- 
ſaid, and gatheredalſo what I could of him touching 
the eſtate of Guia», and I founde that thoſe alſo of 
Carolt were not onely enemies to the. Spaniardes' bur 
moſt of all tothe Eparemei, which abounde in Gold, 
and by this Yarwrerona , I had knowledge that on 
the heade of this riuer were three mighty nations , 
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which were ſeated on a great lake , from whence this 
river deſcended , and were called Caſſpagotos , Epara- 
gotos , and Arawagotos 5 and that allthoſe eyther againſt 
the Spaniards,or the Epwremes would ioine with vs,and 
thatif wecentredthe lande ouer the mountaines of 
Curaa, wee ſhould ſatisfie our ſelues with golde and 
all other good things : hee told vs farther of a nation 
called Inarawaquer: before ſpoken oft, that held daily 
warre withthe Eparemei that inhabited C1 Acureguarai 
the firſt ciuill towne of Gxiana, of the ſubieRes of I»- 
e4 the Emperor. 

Vponthisriuer one Captaine George, that Itooke 
with Berreo tolde me there was a greate {iJucr mine, 
and that it was necre the banckes of the ſaide riuer, 
But by this time as well Orenoque , Care, as, all. the 
reſt of the riuers were riſen fowre or fiue foote in 
height , fo as it was not poſſible by the ſtrength of 
any men, or with any boate whatloeuerto rowe into 
the river againſt the ſtreame. Itheretore ſent Capraine 
Thyn , Capraine Greennilez my nephew Tohn Gy/bert,mmy 
colen Butſhead Gorges, Captaine Clarke , and ſome. 30 
ſhot moreto coalt the riuer bylande , and to goe to 
a towne ſome tywentie mites ouer the valley called 
cAmratapei,and if they tound guides thereto goe far- 
ther towardes themountaine fqote toanother greate 
towne,called Capwrepara, belonging toa Caſigue called 
Haharacoa ( that was a nephew ro old T opiawari king of 
Arromaia out chiefelt friend) becauſe this towne and 
prouince of Capyrepaya Aadioyned- to Macureguarai, 
which was the- frontier. cowne of the ,Empire : and 
the meane while my ſelfe with Capraine Gifford, Cap- 


taine Calfie/d,Edw, Hanceckg, & lome halte a doſen ſhor

taine ſee the riuer how itran 1n three parts, abouetwen- 

tie miles of, andthere appeared ſome ten or twelue 

ouerfals in ſight, cucry one as high ouer the other as 

a Church rower, which fell with that fury , that the 

rebound of waters made it ſeeme, as if it had beene | = 
all couered ouer with a great ſhower of rayne: and in 
ſome places we tooke itatthe firſt for a ſmoke that had 
riſen ouer ſome greattowne , For mine owne part [ 
was well perſwaded from thenceto haue returned, be- 
inga very ill footeman, but the reſt were all ſo deſirous 
to goe neere the (aid ſtraunge thunder of waters, as 
they drew mee on by little and little, till we came into 
the nextvalley , where we might better diſcerne the 
ſame. Inener ſawa more beawtifull countrey , nor 
more liuely proſpeCes, hils ſo raiſed heere and there 
ouer the vallies , the riuer winding into diuers braun- 
ches, the plaines adioyning without buſh or ſtubble, 
all faire greene graſle, the ground of hard ſand eaſy to 
march on.,cyrher for horſe or foote, the deare croſſing 
in cuery path, the birds towardes the euening ſinging 
on euerytree with a thouſand ſeueral tunes, cranes & 
herons of white, crimſon , and carnation pearching 
on the rivers {ide , the ayce freſh with a gentle 
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eaſterlie wind,ardevery ſtonethat we ſtoopee to take 
vp,promiſed eyther golde or {i]uer by his complexion. 
Your L. ſhallſee ot many ſortes, and ] hope ſome 
of them cannotbe bettered vnder the ſunne, and yer 
we had no meanes bnt with our daggers and fingers ro 
tearethem out heere and there, the rockes being moſt 
hard of that minerall ſparre aforeſaid, and is like a 
flint, and is altogether as hard or harder, and beſides 
the veynes liea farhome or two deepe inthe rockes, 
But we wanted all thinges requiſite ſaue onelic our de- 
ſires, and good will to haue performed more it it had 
pleaſed God, To be ſhort when both our compae 
nies returned,each ofthem brought alſo ſeucrall ſortes 
of ſtones that appeared very faire, but were ſuch as 
they found looſe onthe ground, and were forthe moſt 
part but cullored,and had nor any gold fixedin them, 
et ſuch as had no iudgement or experience kept all 
that gliſtered, and would not be perſwaded but it was 
rich becauſe of the luſtre, and brought of thoſe,and of 
MH, arqueſite with all from Trinedad , and haue deliue- 
red of thoſe ſtones to betried in many places , and 
haue thereby bred an opinion that all the reſt is of the 
ſame: yer ſome of theſe ſtones I ſhewed afterward to a 
Spaniard of the (: aracas who told me that it was E! Ma- 
are deloro,and that the mine was farther inthe grounde, 
Bur it ſhall bee founde a weake pollicie in mee,eyther 
to betray my ſelte , or my Countrey with imagj- 
nations, neyther am I ſo farre in loue with that lod- 
ging, watching, care, perill, diſeaſes , ill ſavoures, 
bad fare, and many other miſchictes that accompa- 
ny theſe voyages , as to woo my ſelfe againe into any 


of them , were Lnot aflured that the ſunne couereth 
not 
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not ſo much riches in any part of the earth. Captaine 
4 hidden, and our Chirurgion Nich, Millechep brought 
me a kinde of ſtones like Saphires,what they may proue 
I knowe not, I ſhewed them to ſome of the Oreroque- 
poxi , andthey promiſed to bring meto a mountaine, 
that had of them verye large peeces growing 
Diamond wiſe : whether it be Chriſtall of the moun- 
taine , Briſtoll Diamond, or Saphire I doe not yet knowe, 

but I hope the beſt, ſure I am that the place is as likely 
asthoſe from whence all the rich ſtones are brought, 
and inthe ſame height or very neare . On the left 
hand of this riuer Carovare {eated thoſe nations which 
are called Iwarawakeri before remembred, which are 
enemies tothe Eparemei: and on the heade of it ad- 
ioyning tothe greate lake Caſſpa, are ſituate thoſe 0- 

ther nations which allo reſiſt 7»ga, and the Epuremet, 
Called (aſſepagetos , Eparegotos , and Arrawagotos. Ifar- 
ther vaderlitood that this lake of Caſſipais (0 large, as it 
is abouc onedaies iourney for one of their Canoes to 
crofle, which may be ſome 4o. miles,and that therein 
fall diuers riuers, and that great ſtore of graines of 
Golde are found inthe ſummer time when the lake 
falleth by the banckes, in thoſe braunches. There is 
alſo another goodlyriuer beyond Carob which is called 
Arxi, which alſo runneth thorow the lake Caſſpa, and 
falleth into Orenaguetarther welt, making allthat land 
berweene Care/i and Arwi an lland, which is likewiſe a 
moſt beawtifull countrey, Next vnto Arwthere are 
wo riuers Atoica and Caora, and on that braunch 
which is called Caoraareanation of people , vvhoſe 
heades appeare not aboue their ſhoulders, vvhich 


rhough it may bethoughtameerefable, yer for mine 
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ownepart lam reſolueditis true, becauſe cuery child 
inthe prouincesof Arromara and (aw affirms the 
ſame: they are called Ewapanoma: they are reported tO, 
haue their cyes intheir ſhoalders,and their mouths in 
the middle of their breaſts,& that along train of haire 
groweth backward betwen their ſhoulders. Theſonne 
of Topiavari, which I brought with mee into England 
tolde meethat they are the moſt mightie men of all 
thelande , and vie bowes, arrowes, and clubs thrice 
as bigge asany of Guiana, or of the Orenoquepont;and 
that one ofthe Iwarawakeri tooke a priſoner of them 
the yeare before our arriuall there, and brought him 
into the borders of Arromaia his fathers Countrey : 
And farther when I ſeemed to doubt of it , hee tolde 
me that itwas nowonderamong them , but that they 
wereas greata nation, and as common, as any other 
in all the prouinces, and had of late yearcs flaine ma- 
nic hundreds of his fathers people , and of other nati- 
ons their neighbors, butit was not'my chaunce to 
heare ofrhem til I was come away,andif I had but ſpo* 
ken one word of it while I was there , I might haue 
brought one ofthem with me to putthe matter out of 
doubt, Such anation was written of by MH aundevile, 
whoſe reportes were held for fables many yeares , and 
yet {ince the Eaſt 7dies were difcouered, wee finde 
his relations true of fuch thinges as heeretofore were 
held incredible: wherher it betrue or no the matter is 
not great, neither cartthere be any profit in the imagji- 
nation, for mine.owne part I ſaw themnot, batI am 
refolued thatlo. many people didnorall combine, or 
forethinke ro make the repott;-- 


VhenlIcameto Cumanriin the welt hidier afterwards, 
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by chaunce I ſpake with a ſpanyard dwelling not farre 
from thence ,a man of greattrauell, and after he knew 
that I had ben in G#4ana, and ſo farre diredtlie welt as 
Caro, the firſt queſtion he aſked me was whether Thad 
ſeene anic -of the Emaipemoma. , which are thoſe 
without heades : who being eſtecmed a molt honeſt 
man of his word, and in all thinges elſe, rold me that 
he had ſeen manie of them: 1 may nor name.him be- 
cauſe it may be. tor his diſaduantage, but heiy well 
known to Morfer Mucherens fonne' of Londom';'and 
to Peter Mugberon marchant of the Flemiſh '(hipp that 
was thereiigtrade , whoallo heard whathe auowed to 
betrue oftholgpeople.: The fourth riger tothe weſt 
of Caroliis Caſaero which, falleth into Orerogue on; this 
fide of Amepaia, and thatriueris greater then Danu- 
bins , or any of Exrope :;:it riſeth onthe ſouth of Gui- 
ana from the mountaines.,which deuide Gziana from 
Amazones , and Ithinke it tobe nauigable many hun- 
dred miles : buxgwehadnotime, meanes , nor ſeaſon 
ofthe yeare,toſearch thoſe riuers for the cauſes afore- 
ſaid,the winter being come vppon vs, although the 
winter& ſurnmer as touching cold & heate difternot, 
neither dorthe trees ever ſenciblie loſe their leaues, bur 
have alwaiesfruite eitherripe orgteen,and moſt of thE « _ 
both bloſſomes,leaues,ripefruire,& green at one time: 
But their, winter onelie. conſiſterh of perrible raynes, 


and ouerflowings of the rivers , with many great 
ſtormes. and. gults ;rhunder , and lightnings, of which 
we had-our fill, ere we- returned . On:the North 
{ide , the firſt riyer that falleth into Orenaque 1s Cari, 
beyond it on the ſame fide is:the riuer of Lime, be- 


tweene theletwois a great nation of Carbals, and their 
chictg 
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chicfe towne beareth the name ofthe riuerand is cal- 
led Acamacari : atthistowne is a continuall markerre 
of women for 3 or 4 hatchetsa peece , they are bought 
by the Arwacas, andbythe.nolde into the weſt In- 
dies . Totheweſt of Limo is theriuer Pas, beyond 
it Catzri , beyond that Yoari and Capuri which falleth 
out ofthe great tiuerof Meta, by which Berres def- 
cended From Nwueno reyno de granada .Torthe weſtward 
of Capwri is the prouince of Amepaia , where Berres 
wintered,and had ſo many of his people poyſoned 
with the tawny water of the marſhes of the Anebar. 
Aboue Amapaia, towarde Nwewo reyne- fall in, MHe- 
ta, Pato , and Caſanar to the welt oftheſe towardes 
the prouinces of the Aſbaguar & Catetios are the ri- 
uers of Beta, Dawney, and Ybarre, and towardes-the 
frontyer of Per» are the prouinces of 'Thomebamba. 
and Caximalta : adioyning to Qwiro in the North of 
Pers are the riuers of Gwiacar and Goaxar: and on the 
other {ide of the ſaide mountaines the riuer of Papa- 
mene which deſcendeth into Afaragnon or e Amaz ones 
paſſing through the prouince ofthe Antylones where 
Don Pedro de Oſua who was fſlayne by the traytour 
Agirt before rehearſed , built his Brigandines , when he 
lought Guaina by thewaic of Amazores . Betwene 
Dawney and Beta lieth a famous land in Orenogue now 
Called Baraquan ( Foraboue Mera itis not knowne 
thename of Orenoque ) which is called Arhele , beyond 
which,ſhips of burden cannotpaſle by reaſon of a moſt 
torcible ouertall, and Current of waters : but in the 
eddy all ſmaller veſſelles may be drawen euen to Pers 
itſelfe : Buttoſpeake of more of theſe rivers without 
the delcription were but tedious , and therefore I will 
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leaue thereſt to the diſcription, This riuer of Orexs- 
que is nauigable for ſhips little leſlethen 1000. miles, 
&forleſler vellels neere 2000, By it(as atorciaid)Pers, 
Nwueuo reno, & Popaian may be inuaded-italſo leadethto 
that great Empire of /»ga, and to the prouinces of 4- 
mapaia,and Aveba which aboundin gold: his branches 
of Coſnero , Manta , Caora deſcend from the middle 
land and valley , which lyeth betweene the eaſter pro- 
uince of Peru and Gx1ar4; and it falles into the [ea 
berwecne Marag»on and 7rinedado in two degrees and 
2halt,al which your Honors ſhal better perceiue inthe 
general! deſcri ption of Guiana, Peru, Nueuo reyno, the 
kingdom of Popayas , and Reidas , with the prouince of 
Venſuells, tothe bay of Yrahabehind (artagena , welt- - 
ward : and to Amazone:s ſouthward, VWhile welayat 
ancor onthe coalt of Canwri, and had taken knowledge 
of all che nations vpon the head and braunchesof this 
river, and had founde out ſo many ſeuerall people, 
which were encmics to the Eparemei, and the newe 
Conquerers-l thought ittimeloſt rolinger any longer 
inchat place, eſpecially for that the fury of Orenoque 
beganne Gailic to threaten vs with daungers in our 
returne, for no halfe day paſſed, but the riuer began 
to rage and ouerflowe very fearetully, andthe raines 
camedownein terrible ſhowers, and guſts in greate 
abundance: and withall, our men beganne to cry out 
tor want of ſhift, for no man had place to beſtowe 
any other apparrell then that which he ware on his 
backe ,and that was throughly waſht on his body for 
the moſt part tentimes in one day;and we had nowe 
becne well neare a maneth , cuery day paſſing tothe 


weltwarde , farther &farther from our {hippes. Vee 
| L therefore 
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therefore turned towards the eaſt, and ſpentthereſt of 
the time in difcouering the river rowardes the ſea, 
which we had notyet viewed, and which was molt 
materiall. Thenext dayfollowing we left the mouth 
of Carol; , andarriued againe atthe port of Morequite 
where we were before ( tor paſſing downe the ſtreame 
we went without labour, and againſt the winde , little 
leflethen 100,miles aday:)Aſſoon as I cameto ancorT 
ſent away one for old Topiawari,with who 1 much deft- 
redto haue farther conference, & alſo to deal with him 
forſome one of his countrey, to bring with vs into 
England, as well toleame the language, as to conferre 
withall by the way,' (the time being now ſpent of anie 
longer ſtay there ) within three howers after my meſ- 
ſenger cameto him , he arriued alſo, and with him 
ſuch arabble of all ſortes of people , and euery one lo- 
den with ſomewhat , as if it had beene a great market 
or fairein England: and ourhungrie companies clu- 
ſtered thicke and threefold among their baskers,euery 
one laying hand on what he liked. After he had reſted 
a while in my tent, Iſhur out all but ourſelues, and my 
interpreter, and told him that I knew that both the 
Epuremerand the Spaniards were enemies to him, his 
countrey, and nations: thatthe one had conquered 
Guiana alreadie, & thatthe other ſought toregaine the 
ſamefrom them both: And therefore ] deſired him 


to inſtru me what hee coulde, both of the pafſage 
into the golden partes of Gar, and to the cjuill 

wnes and apparrelled people of 79a . Hee gave 
me an aunſwere to this effe& : firſt that hee did not 
perceiuethat I meant to goe onwarde towardes the 
Citic of «»ca, for neyther the time of the yeare 


ſcrued 
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ſcrued, neyther-could he percciue any ſufficient num- 
bers for ſuch an enterprize: and it Idid I was ſure with 
all my company to be buried there ,for thatthe Empe- 
rour was of that ſtrength, as thatmany times ſo many 
men more were toofew : beſides he gaue merthis good 
'counſell and aduiſed me to hold it in minde ( as for 
himſelfe he knewe , he couldenorliue til my returne) 
that I ſhoulde not offer by any meanes heereafter to 
inuade the, ſtrong partes of G#ia»awithoutthe helpe 
of all thoſenations which were alſo.their enemies: for 
thatit was impaſlible without thoſe, cyther ro be con. 
ducted,to be victualled,or to haue ought carried with 
v5,our people nor being ablero indurethe march in ſo 
great hceate,,and trauell, vnicile rhe borderers gaue 
them helpe ,to carry withthem both their meate and 
furniture: For he remembred that in the plaines of 
AMacnreguarai 300. Spaniards were ouerthrowen , 
who weretired out, and had fivae of the borderers 
ro their friendes, but meeting their enimies as they pal- 
ſed rhe frontier , were inuironed of all ſides,and the 
people ſetting the long dry grafle on fire, ſmathered 
them ſo asthey hadno breath ro fight, norcoulde dil- 
cernetheir enemies for the great {moke. He told me 
farther that fower daies iourney, from his towne was 
CMacureguarai ,andthatthole werethe next, andneas» 
reſt of the fubices of Inge , and of the Epuremet , 
and the firſt rowne of apparrelled and rich people, 
and that all thoſe plates: of Golde: which. were 
| ſcattered among the. boxderers- and carcied to'o- 
ther nations. farre -and -neare, came from the aide 
Macuregaarai and were there made ; but that thoſe 
of .the lande within, were farre finer , and were 
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faſhioned afterthe Image of men , beaſtes,birdes,and 
fiſhes. I asked him whether he thought that thoſe 
companies that I hadthere with me, were ſufficient ro 
eake that trowne or no, he told me that he thought 
\ theywere, Ithenasked him whether he woulde af- 
ſiſt mewith guides,andſome companies of his people 
to ioyne with vs,he anſweredthat he would go himtelf 
with all the borderers, if the riuers did remaine forda. 
ble, vpon this conditionthat Iwoulde leaue with him 
till my returne againe fiftie ſouldiers, which hee vn- 
dertooke to vittual: I anſfwerd that I had noraboue 
fiftie good men in all there , the reſt were labourers 
and rowers, and that TI had noprouifton to leave with 
them of powder, ſhot, apparrell, or ought elſe,and 
that was ous thoſe thinges neceſlaric fot their de- 
fence , they ſhoulde be in daunger of the Spaniardes 
in my abſence, who I knew woulde vie the fame mea- 
{ure rowardes mine, that I offered them at Trmedade: 
And alcthoogh vpon the motion Captaine Calfeide, 
Captaine Greenwile , my nephewe Tokn Gilbert and di. 
uers others were Cefirours to ſtafe, yet T was re- 
ſolued that they muſt needs have perjſhed,for Ferreo 
expected daily a ſupply out of Spayne, and looked 
alto howerly tor his ſonne rocome downe from Nue- 
woreyno de Granada ,with-many horſe and footc, and 
had alſo in YValevtia in the Caratas, 200 , horſe readie 
to march,and Icouldenor haue'ſpared aboue fortie, 
and had not anie ſtore at all of powder, leade, or 
match to hauelett wichthem ,*nor anie other proui- 
{10n, eytherſpade,pickeaxe, or oughtelſe to haue 
tortified withall ; When Thad given him reafon * 
that I couldnor atthis time leaue him ſuch a c6pany, 
he 
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he then deſired me to forbeare him, and his countrey 
for that time ,for hee aſſured me that I ſhoulde bee 
no ſooner three daies fromihe coaſt, but thoſe Epx- 
remei woulde inuade him, and deſtroye all the re: 
mayne of his people andfriendes , it hee ſhoulde any 
way cyther guide vs, or aſſiſt vs againſt them, Hee 
further alleadged thatthe Spaniards fought his death, 
and asthey had alreadie murdered his Nephew 1-- 
requitoL.orde of that prouince, ſothey had him 17. 
daies in achaine before hee was king of the Coun- 
trey,andledde him like a dogge from place to place, 
vntill hee had paide 100. plates of Golde, anddiuers 
chaines of ſpleenec ſtones for his raunſome, and nowe 
ſince heebecame owner ot that prouince that they 
had manie times laide waite totake him,and that they 
woulde be nowe more vehement when they ſhoulde 
vnderſtand of his conference with the Engliſh , and 
becauſc ſaid hee,they woulde the better diſplant me, if 
they cannot lay handes on mee, theyhauec gotten a 
Nephew of mine called Eparacano whome they hauc 
chriſtened Don I 4an,and his {onne Don Pedro, whome 
they haue alſo apparrelled and armed , by whome 
- they ſeeketo make a partie againſt mee,in mine owne 
countrey: heealſo hath taken to wife one Lowrana, 
of a ſtrong familie, whichare my borderers and neigh- 
bours :. and my ſelfe becing nowe olde and in the 
handes of death, am not able totrauell nor to ſhift, as 
when I was of younger years: hee therefore prayed vs 
ro. deferretttillthenext yeare, when hee would vncer- 
take todrawein all he bednh toſeruevs,andthen 
alſo it woulce be more ſcaſonable to trauel , for at 
this time ofthey care, weſhould not ke able to paſſe 
L 3 any 
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any ritier, the waters were and would be ſo growenere 
our returne , Hee farther rold me that I couldnor de- 
ſire ſo much to inuade Macwregwariz&the reſt of Guiana 
but that the borderers would be more vehemeEtthen 
[for he yeelded f6r a chiefe cauſe that in the wars with 
the Epuremei,they were [poyled of their women, and 
thattheir wiucs and daughters were takenfrom them, 
ſo as for their owne partes they deſired nothing of the 
gold or treaſure, for their labors, but onely to recoucr 
women from the Epxreme: : for he farther complay- 
ned very fadly (as it it had beene a matter of greate 
conſequence ) that whereas they were wont to haue 
ren or twelue wiues, they were now inforced to con- 
tentthemſelues with three or fower, & that the Lords 
of the Eparemeihad 50.0r 100, And in truth they warre 
more for women,thE eythertfor gold or dominion. For 
the Lords of countries deſire many children of their 
owne bodies,to encreaſetheir races and kindreds, for 
i1thoſe conſiſt their greateſt truſtand ſtrength . Di- 
uers of his followers afterwardes delired me to make 
laſt againe,thatthey mighrſacke the Epremei , and I 
asked them of what ? they anſwered, of their women 
for vs, and their Golde tor you: for the hope of many 
of thoſe women they more deſire the warre, then ey- 
thertor Golde, or for the recouery of their ancientter- 
ritoties.'For what betweene the ſubieCtes of 7»ga,and 
the Spaniards, thoſe frontiers are growen thinne of 
people, and alſo great numbers are fled to other nati- 
ons farther off for feare of the Spanyardes , After 
I receiued this aunſweare of the olde man , wee 
fell into conſideration , vvhether ic had: beene of 


better aduice to haue entered CMacureguarai , 
and 
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and to haue begunne a warre ypon nga at this time,yea 
orno, ifthetime of the yere,, andallthinges elic had 
ſoried. Formineown patt ( as we were not able to 
march it forthe riuers , neither had any ſuch ſtrength 
as was requiſite , and durſt not abide the coming of 
the winter, or to tatrieany longer from our ſhips) 
I thoughric verie eaill counſell to haue attempted 
it atthactime , although the deſire of golde will aun- 
ſwere many obieCtions : But it woulde haue been in 
mine opinion an vtter ouerthrowe to the enterprize, 
if the ſame ſhould be hereafter by her Maicſtic attewp- 
ted:for then (whereas now they hauc heard we were c- 
nemies tothe Spaniards and were ſent by her Maicſtic 
torelieue them) they would as good cheape haue ioy- 
- ned with the Sparyards at our returne, as to haue yeel- 

ded vnto vs, when they had proued that we carne both 
for one errant, andthat both ſought but to ſacke and 
ſpoyle them, but as yer our defier of gold, or our pur- 
poſe of inuaſio is not known vnto thoſe of the Empire: 
& itis likely that if her maicſtic vndertake the enter- 
prize,they will rather ſubmit themſeſues to her obedi- 
encethento the Spanyards,ofwhoſe cruelty both thE- 
ſelues & the borderers haue alreadietaſted:& therfore 
til I had known her maicſtics pleaſure, I woulde rather 
haueloſtthe ſacke of one or two townes ( although 
they mighthaue been very profitable ) then to haue 
ten or endaungered the future hope of ſo ma- 
ny millions , andthe great good, andrich trade which 
England maic bee poſſeſſed offthereby. I am af- 
ſured nowe that they will all die euen to the laſt 
man againſt the Spanyardes , inhope of our ſuc- 
coure and returne ; whereas otherwiſe if I had 
! = either 
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citherlaid handes on the borderers, orranſommed the 
Lordes as Berreo did, or inuaded the ſubiccts of lrg, 
I knowe all had been ks for hereafter . After that 
I had reſolued 7opiawar: Lorde of Aromaiathat | could 
not atthis time leaue with him che companies he deſt- 
red , andtharl was commented to forbeare the enter- 
prize againſt the Epyreme till thenext yeare , hefree- 
ly gaue me his oncliefſonneto take with me into Eng. 
land, and hoped, thatthough he himſelfe had but a 
ſhort rymeto liuc, yer that by our meanes his ſonne 
ſhoulde be eſtabliſhed after his death : and Llefr with 
him one Francis Sparrow,a ſeruant of captaine Gifford, 
( wh o was deſirous totarry, and coulde deſcribea cun- 
trey with his pen ) and a boy of mine called Hugh Goods 
wiz, to learnethe language . 1 after aſked the manner 
howe the Epxreme: wrought thoſe plates of golde, and 
howe they coulde melt it out ofthe ſtone; hetolde me 
that the molt ofthe gold which they made in plares 
and images was notſeuered from the ſtone, but that 
onthe lake of Manoa,and ina multitude of other riuers 
they gathered it in graines ofperte golde andin pee- . 
ccs as bigg as {mall [tones,and that they purto it a part 
of copper,otherwiſe they coulde not worke it and that 
they viedagreat carthen potte with holes round about 
ic,and when they had mingled che gold and copper to- 
gone r, they faſtned canes to the holes, and ſo with the 
reath of men they incceaſed the fire till che metrell 
ran,and thenrhey caſt it into moulds of ſtone andclay, 
and ſo makethoſe plates and Images . I haue ſent 
? coulde by chance 

recoucr,moreto ſhew the manner of them, then forthe 


value:For I did notin any ſort make my deſire of golde 
known, 


or GVIANA, 31 


knowen , becauſe I had neyther time, nor power to 
haue a greater quantitic, I gaue among them ma- 
nye more peeces of Golde then I receaued of 
the new money of 20. ſhillings with her Maicſties 
pictureto weare, with promile that they would be- 
come herſeruants thencefortn, 

I haue alſo ſent your Honors of the oare, whercof 
I knoweſomeis as rich as the earth yeeldeth anic, of 
which I know there is ſufficient , if nothiag elſe were 
to be hoped for. But beſides that we were not able 
ro tarry and ſearch the hils, ſo we had neither pioners , 
bars,{ledges,nor wedges of Iron,to breake the ground, 
wichout which there is no working in mynes : but we 
{awe all the hils with ſtones of the cullor of Gold and 
ſiluer, and wee tried them to be no cHargne/ite, and 
therefore ſuch as the Spaniards call E! Madre del oro, 
which is an vndoubted afſurance of the generall a- 
bundance; and my ſelfe ſaw the outſide of many mines 
of the white ſparre, which I know to be the ſame thac 
all couet in this worlde, and of thoſe, more then I will 
ſpeake of, 

Hauing learned what I could in Can#riand Aromair, 
and recciued a faithful promiſe of the principalleſt of 
thoſe prouinces to become ſeruauntes to her Maic. 
tie, and to reliſtthe Spanyardes, if they made any 
attempt in ourabſence , and thatthey woulde drawe 
in the nations about the lake of Caſs , and tholc 
I'warawaquert , I then parted from olde Topiawart , 
and received his ſonne for a pledge betweene vs , 
and left with him two of ours as aforeſaid : To Francis 
Sparrowe Tgaue inſtructions to trauell to Macuregna- 


r4i , with ſuch marchaundizes as I left with him, 
M thereby 
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thereby ro learne the place , andif it were poſſible to 
go 0n,tothe great City of MH a»oa:which being done, 
we weyecd ancor , and coaſted the riuer on Gxiana fide, 
becauſe we care vp onthe north ſide , by the launes 
of the Saima and Wikiri. | 

There came with vs from Aromaia, a Caſſique called 
P«tima, that commaunded the prouince of Warapane, 
( which Putima {lewe the nyne Spaniardes vppon 
Caroli betore ſpoken of, ) who deſired vs to reſtatthe 
porte of his Countrey , promiſing to bring vs to a 
mountaine adioyning to his towne that had ſtones 
of the cullor of Golde, which hee performed : And 
aftet wee hadreſted there one night, I went my ſelfe 
in the morning with moſt of the Gentlemen of my 
campany, ouer lande rowardes the ſaide mountaine , 
marching by ariuers {ide called Hana , leauing on 
the right hande a towne called T*teritona, ſtanding in 
the prouince of Tarracoa , of which wariaaremagots 
is principall: Beyond it Iyeth another towne': to- 
wardes the ſouth,in the valley of Amariocapane, which 
beareth the name of the ſaide valley , whoſe plaines 
ſtretch themſelues ſome 60, miles inlenprh,caſt and 
welt, asfayre grounde, andas beawrtifull fieldes , as 
ay man hath cuer ſeene,with diuers copſes ſcattered 
heere and there by the riuers ſide, and allas full of 
deare , as any forreſt or parke in England, andin eue- 
ry lake and riuer the like abundance of fiſh and fowle, 
of which 1rraperrageta is Lord. A 

Fromtheriuer of £Mans,wecroſt another river in 
the ſaid beawrtifull valley called 04az, andreſted our 
{elues by a cleare lake , whichlay in the middle of the 
{aid 04»4, and one of our guides kindling vs fire with 
| two 
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two ſtickes, we ſtaied awhile to dry our ſhirts, which 
with the heathong very weere & heauy on our ſhoul- 
ders . Afterwards we ſought the ford to paſſe ouer to- 
wards the mountain called Jconuri,where Putyma tore- 
rold vs ofthe mine. [n this lake we ſaw one ofthe great 
fiſhes, as big as a wine pipe, which they call Afanari, 
and is moſt excellent and holſome meate, Bur after I 
perceiued,that to paſle the ſaide riuer woulde require 
halfe a daies march more, I was notable my ſelfe to in- 
dure it, and therefore I ſent Captaine Keymis with fix 
ſhotte to goe on, and gaue him arder notrtoreturne 
tothe portof Putyma, which is called Chiparepare,but 
trotakeleaſure, and ro march downe the faid valley, 
as farreas ariuer called Csmaca, where I promiſed 
ro mecte him againe , ( P«t4ma himſelfe promiſin 
alſo to be his guides) and as they marched, they letc 


the rownes of Emparepana , and Capwrepana,ontheright 
hande , and marched from Pt4was houſe,downe the 


| faide valiey of CAmariovcapana,& wee returning the 
ſame daic to the riuers fide , fawe by the way ma- 
ny rockes , like vato Golde oare, and onthe left hand, 
a rounde mountaine which conſiſted of mineral! 
ſtone. 

Fcom hence weroweddownethe ſtreame,coaſting 
the prouince of Parinez As forthe braunches ofriuers 
which Arrears inthis diſcourſe, thoſe ſhalbe better 
expreſſed inthedeſcription, withthe mountaines of 
Ato, Ara,& the reſt, which are ſituate in the prouinces 
of Parinoand Carricurrina, When wee were come as 
farre downe as the lande called Arriacoa, mmm och 
noque deuideth ir felfe into three great braunches, 


each of them becing moſt goodly riucrs,)I ſent away 
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Captaine Henry Thyn , and Capraine Greenenile with 
the Galley, the neareſt way; and tooke: with me Cap- 
taine Gifford, Captaine Calfer/d , Edward Porter , and 
Captaine Eye: with mine owne barge, and the two 
wherrics, and went downe that braunch of Orenoque, 
which is called Cararoopana, which leadeth towards E- 
»:eriathe prouince of Carapara , and towards the eaſt 
ſea , as well ro finde out Captaine Kemis, whome I 
had ſent ouer land , as alſo to acquaint my ſelfe with 
Carapana, who is one of the greateſt of all the Lordes 
of the Orenogqueponi: and when we came tothe riuer of 
Cumaca (to which Putyma promiſed to conduct Cap- 
taine Keymis ) I left Captaine Eynos and Maſter Por- 
ter inthe ſaidriuerto expe his comming, and the 
reſt of vs rowed downe the ſtreame towardes Eme- 
MA. 

In this braunch called Cararoopana were alſo ma- 
ny goodly Itandes, fome of {ixe miles long, ſome of 
renne, and ſome of Twentic, when it grewe towards 
ſunne ett, we entred a braunch of ariuecr that fel into 

Oreneque Called Winicapora , where I was enformed 
of the mountaine of Chriſtall , to which in trueth 
for the length of the way, and the euill ſeaſon of the 
yeare,[ wasnot able to march, nor abide any longer 
vpon the journey: weeſaw it a fare offandit appea- 
redlike a white Church towre of an excceding height: 
Therefalleth ouerit a mightieriuer which toucheth 
no parte of the ſide of the mountaine , but ruſheth 
ouer thetoppe of it, andfallerh to the grounde with 
aterrible noyſe and clamor, as if 1000, greate belles 
were knockt one againſt another. I thinke there 
!s not inthe worlde 4 ſtraunge an ouerfall , nor fo 


wonder] 
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wonderfull to beholde : Berreo tolde mee that it 
hath Diamondes and other precious ſtones on it, 
and that they ſhined very farre off: but what it- hath 
I knowe not , neyther dutlt he or any of his men al- 
cende to the toppe of the ſaide mountaine , thoſe 
people adioyning-beeing his enemies (as they were) 
and the way toitſo impaſlible. 

Vpon this riner of #/mecapora vvee relted a while, 
and from thence marched into the Countrey to a 
rovvne called after the name of theriuer, vvhereof 
the chicfe was one Timitwara, whoallo offered to con- 
duc meetothe toppe of the ſaide mountaine called 
Wacarima: But vvhen wee camein firſt to the houſe 
of the ſaide Timitwara, becing vppon one of their 
feaſt daies , wee founde them all as drunke as beg- 
gers, andthe pottes vvalking from one to another 
vvithoutrelt ; vveethat were vveary , and hotre vvith 
matching, vvere glad of theplenty , though a ſmall 
quantitie ſatisfied vs, theirdrinke beeing very ſtrong 
and heady , an ,oreſtedour ſeluesavvhile; after vve 
had fedde, vveedrevveour ſelues backe toour boats, 
vppon theriuer, and therecameto vs all the Lordes 
of the Countrey, vvithall ſuch kinde of victuall as 
theplaceyeelded, and vvith their delicate vvine of 
Pinas,and vvith aboundance of hens,and other proui- 
ſions, andof thoſe ſtones vvhich vvee call 5 an 
ſtones . Wee vnderſtoode by theſe chicfctaines of 
Winicapera , that their Lorde (arapana vvas departed 
from Emeria vvhich vvas nowe inſight , andthathee 
vvas fledde to Cairamo, adioyning to the mountaines 
of Guiana , ouer the valley called e Amariocapana , bee. 


ing perſvvaded by thoſe renne- Spanyardes vvhich 
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ay at his houſe, that we woulde deſtroy him, and his 
countrey. 

| Bur after thele Caſſiqut of FW micapora and Saporats- 
»a his followers perceiued our purpoſe , and fawe 
that we came as enemies to the Spanyardes onely, 
and had not ſo much as harmed any of thoſe nati- 
ons, no though wee founde them to bee of the 
Spanyardes owne ſeruantes , they aſſured vs that 
Carapana woulde bee as readie to ſerue vs , as an 
of the Lordes of the prouinces,which wee had paſ\- 
ſed; and that hee durſt doe no other tiil this [ou 
but entertaine the Spanyardes , his countrey lying 
ſo direy in their waic , and next of all other ro 
| any enterance that ſhould bee made in Guia» on 
that fide. 

And they farther affured vs, thaticwas not for 
feare of our comming that hee was remoued , but to 
bee acquited of thoſe Spanyardes or any other that 
ſhoulde come heereafter . For the prouince of Cai- 
roma is fituate atthe mountaine foote, which deuideth 
the plaines of Gziana, from the countries of the O- 
renoguepont : by meanes whereof if any ſhoulde come 
in our abſence into his townes , hee woulde 
ſlippe ouer the mountaines into the plaines of 
Guiana amonge the Eparemei , where the Spa- 
"—_— durite not followe him without greate 
Orce. 


But in mine opinion , or rather I aſſure my 
ſelfe, that (#rapana (beceing a notable wiſe and ſubtile 
tellowe, a man of one hundred. yeares of age , and 
therefore of greate experience )is remooued , ts 
looke on, and if hee finde that wee returne A 
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hee will bee ours, ifnot,hee will excuſe his departure 
to the Spanyards,and fay itwas for teare of our com- 
ming. 

Wetherefore thought it booteles torowe ſo farre 
downetheſtreame,orto ſecke any farther for this olde 
fox: andtherefore frometheriucr of #/aricapara(which 
lieth at the entrance of Emeria,)we turnedagain, and 
left to the Eaſtward thoſe 4 riuers which fall.trom out 
the mountaines of Emeria into Orenoqgue, which are 
BWAYACAPArI , Corama , Akaniri. 9 and 7 paroms : belowe 
thoſe 4.arcallo theſe brannches and mouths of Oreno- 
gue , whichdall into the Eſt ſea ,whereot the firſt is 
Araturti,the next Amacura,the third Barima , the fourth 
Wane , the: fiſt. Moroece , the; fixt;:Paroma , the 
laſt y52:i : beyond them,there fall out of the land be- 
tweene 'Orenoque and Amazomes I4., rivers which I 
forbeare to name , inhabited by the Arwacas and Ca- 
niballs, | | 2 

[tis nowe timeto returne towardes the North,and 
we founde it a weariſome way backe, from the borders 
of Emeria; to recouer vp againe to the head of theri- 
uer Carermpane , by which we deſcended , and where 
we parted fromthe galley,which I dirctedto take the 
next way tothe Porte of Toparimace', by which we c11- 
rred firſt, 

-All the night | it was ſtormie and darke , and ful! 
ot thunder and great ſhowers , ſoas we were driuca 
to keepecloſe bythe bankes in our {mall boats , be- 
ing all heartcly! afraid both, of the billowe , and ter 


rible Current ofthe riuer .. By the next morning wee 
recouered the mouth. of the riuer of Cumaca,, where 
wee left Captaine Eyzns and Edward Porterto attend 
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the coming of Capatine keyws oucr land : but when 
we entredthe ſame, they had heard no newes of his 
ariuall, which bredde in vs a great doubt what might 
be become ofthim : Irowed vp a league or two 4 
ther into the riuer, ſhooting off pecces all the way, 
that he might know of our being there : And thenext 
morning we hearde them anfwere vsallo with a peece: 
ie tookethem abord vs, and tooke our leaue of Pu- 
;yma their guide , whoof all others moſt lamented our 
departure , and offred to ſend his ſonne with vs into 
England, if we could hauc ſtaide till he had ſent bacxe 
to his towne: but our hearts were cold .tobeholdthe 
gtcatrage andincreaſe of Orenoque , and therefore de- 
parted , andturned towarde the welt; till we had re- 
couered the parting of the 3 braunches. aforefaide, 
_ we might put downe the ſtreame after theGal- 
&) . 

"The next day we landed on the [land of Aſpens, 
(which devuideth the riuerfrom that braunch by which 
we went down to Emeria ) and there feaſted our ſelues 
with that beaſt whichis called Armadilla preſented vn- 
to vs before at wmicapora , and the day {lowing we 
recouered the galley at ancour atthe port of Toparima- 
ca , and theſame cuening departed with verie fowle 
weather and terrible thunder,and ſhowers , for the 
vvinter vvas come on verie farre : . the beſt vvas, vve 
vvent noleſſe then 100 miles a day, dovvn the riuer: 
but by the way we entred, - it was imipoſſiblie toreturn, 
tor that the riuer of Ama», being in:the bottome of 
che bay of Gavipa , © cantor be ſayled back by any 
meanes-, both the brize and currente of che ſea were 


loforcible , and therefore we followed a braunch of 
| d £8 Orenogque 
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Orenoque called Cepari, which entred into the ſea eaſt. 
ward of ourſhips , to the end we might beare with 
them before the wind , and it was not without neede, 
for we had by thatwayas much to croſle of the maine 
ſea, afrer wee came to the riuers mouth as betweene 
Graxelyn 8 Doxer,in{uch boats as your Ho:hauc heard. 
To ſpeake of what paſt homeward were tedious ,cy- 
ther to deſcribe orname any of theriuers, Ilands, or 
villages of the Tixtiuas which dwell on trees, we will 
| leaucallthoſe to rhe youu mappe: Andrto be ſhort, 
when we werearriuedatthe ſea {ide the grew ourgrea- 
reſt doubr, and the birrerelt of all our iourney forepaſ- 
ſed, for I proteſt before God, that wee were in a moſt 
deſperatecſtate-: for the ſame night which we ancored 
in the mouth of the river of Capuri, where it falleth in- 
rothe ſea, there aroſe a mighty ſtorme, and che riuers 
mouth was at leaſt a league broad, fo as we ran before 
night cloſe vnder the land with our ſmall boates , and 
brought the Galley as neere as we could , but ſhe had 
as mucha doetoliue as coulde be, and there wanted 
lictle of her finking, and all thoſe in her: for mince own 
part, [confeſle, | was very doubtfull which way totake, 
eyrther to goe ouer in the peſtred Galley, there bee- 
ing bur ſixe foote waterouer theſands, fortwoleagues : 
together,and that alſo inthe channell, & ſhe drew fiue: 
or to aduenture in ſogreata billow, andin ſo doubriull 
weather, tocroſlethe ſeas in my barge. The longer we 
rarricdthe worle it was, and therefore I took Captaine 
Gifford, Captaine Calfeild, 3 my coſerr Greenewile , in- 
ro my barge, andafrcer ir cleared vppe , about mid- 
night wee purourſelhes to Gods keeping, and thruſt 


out.intotheſca, leauins the Galley at ancor , who 
N- dur(t

durſt not aduenture but by day light: And ſo beeing 
all very ſober,and —_ , one faintly chearivg 
another to ſhew courage, it pleaſed Godthart the next 
day about nyne of the clocke,we deſcryed the Uand of 
Trinedade , and (tearing for the neareſt part of ir, wee 
-keptrhe ſhore til we came to Crriapan,where we found 
our ſhipsatancor,then which,there wasneuer to vs a 
more ioytull ſight. | 
 Nowrthat it hath pleaſed God to fend vs ſafeto our 
ſhips ,it istimeto leaue G#iara to the Sunne,, whom 
they worſhip , and ſteare away towardes the north : I 
will cherefore 1n a fewe wordes finiſh the diſcouery 
thereot . Of the ſcuerall nations which we found vpon 
this diſcouery I willonce againe make repetition, and 
how they arcaffeted. Atour firlt entrance into A- 
mana, which is one of the outlets of Orenoque, wC left 
onthe righthand of vs in the botrome of the bay , ly- 
ing directly againſt Trmedado, a nation of inhumaine 
(anibals , which inhabite the rivers of G#anipa and Ber- 
beeſe;z in the ſame bay there is alſo athird riuer which 
is called Areo 5 which riſeth on Paria ſide towards Cu- 
mana and that riuer is inhabited with the #ikiri, whoſe 
chictetowne vpon the ſaid riuer is Sama; In this bay 
there are no more riuers,but theſe three before rchear- 
(ed, and the fower braunches of Amana, all which in 
the winter thruſt ſo great abundance of water into 
che ſea, as the ſame is taken vp freſh, two or three 
leagues from theland , In the paſſages towardes Gui- 
ana , (that is,in allthoſe landes which the cight bran- 
ches of Oreneque faſhione into llandes , ) there are 
but one ſort of people called Tiwitivas , but oftwo 
caſtes as they tearme them , the one called _ 
tne 
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the other FWaraeeti, and thoſe warre one with the 
other. 

On the hichermoſt part of Orenoque, as at Toparima- 
ca, and Winicapora,tho carcof anation Called Neporor, 
and are ofthe followers of Carapara, Lorde of Emeria, 
Betweene Wmicapora and the port of cAHorequito 
which ſtandeth in Aromara, and all thoſe in the val- 
ley of eAmariacapana arc called Orenoqueponi , and did 
obey CMorequito , and are nowe followers of T opia- 
wari, Vpon the riuec of Carol , are the Cannri, 
which are gouerned by a woman ( who is inhe- 
ritrix of that prouince ) who came farre off to ſee 
our nation , aud asked mee diuers queſtions of her 
Maieſty , beeing much delighted with the diſcourſe 
of her Maieſties greatnes, and wondring at ſuch re- 
ports as we truely made of her highnes many vertues. 
And VPOn the head of Caro/i , and on the lake of (aſ- 

/pa, are the three ſtrong nations of the Caſſpagoros. 
Rightſourh intothe land are the Capwrepari, and Em- 
parepani, and beyond thoſe adioyning to AM acuregua- 
rat, che firtt Cicie of / nga ,Jare the 7 warawakert : all 
chele are profeſſed enemies to the Spanyardes, and 
to the rich Epuremei allo , To the welt of Carol are 
divers nations of Caniba/s , and of thoſe Ewaipanomea 
without heades , Diretly weſt are the Amapaiar 
and. Anebar , which are allo marueilous rich in gold. 
The reſt cowardes Pers wee will omit, Onthe north 
of Orenoque , berweene it and the weſt Indies are 
the wikjri , Saymi, and the reſt before-ſpoken of, 
all morcall enemies to the Spanyardes , Oa the 
ſouth ſtde of the maine mouth 'of Oreveque , arc 


the Arwecas : - and beyond them the Canibals. 
N 2 and 
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and to the ſouth of them the Amazorez. 

To make mention of the ſcueral beaſts, birds, fiſhes, 
fruites, lowers,gummes, ſweete woodes, and of their 
ſeuerall religions and cuſtomes, would for the friſt re- 
quire as many volumes as thoſe of Geſnerws, and 
for the reſt another bundle of Decades, The religion of 
the Eparemei is the ſame which the 1»ga,Emperors of 
Peruvſed , which may beredin Cieca , and other Spa- 
niſh ſtories, howe they belecue the immortalitie of the 
Soule, worſhip the Sunne, and bury with them aliue 
their beſt beloued wiues and treaſure, as they likewiſe 
doe in Peg» inthe caſt Indies, and other pJaces .The O- 
renoquepom bury not their wiues with them , but their 
Jewels, hoping to wy them againe. The Arwacas 
dry the bones of their Lordes, and their wiues and 
friendes drinke them in powder, In the graues ofthe 
Perwuians,the Spanyards founce their greateſt abun- 
dance of treaſure: Thelike alſois to be found among 
theſe people in euery prouince. 'They haue all many 
wiuecs, and the Lordes fiue folde tothe common ſort: 
their wiues neuer cate with theirhusbands,nor among 
the men, but ſerue their husbandes at meales, and at- 
terwardes feede by themſelues , Thoſe that are paſt 
their yonger yeares, make alltheir breade and grinke, 
and worke their cotten beddes,and doe all elfe of ſer- 
vice and labour,for the: men doe nothing but hunte, 
fiſb,play , and drinke,when they are out of the wars. 

I wil enterno further into diſcourſe of their maners, 

lawes and cuſtomes - and becauſe Ihaue rot mylſelfe 
ſeenethecities of Inga, cinot auow on my credit what 
I hauc heard,althoughitbe very likely,that the Empe- 
rour 1»gs hath built and erected as magnificent palla-

ces in Guiana, as his aunceſtors didin Pers ,vhichwere 
for their riches andrarenes moſt nzarueilous and exce- 
ding al in Exrepe,and I thinke of the world,China excep- 
red, which alſo the Spanyards(which I had) aflured me 
to be of tructh, as alſothe nations of the borderers , 
who being but Salxaio:,to thoſe ofthe Inland,do caulc 
much treaſureto be buried with them, for I was en- 
formed of one of the Caſſiqui of the valley of Amari- 
ocapara which had buried with himalittle before our 
artiuall , achaire of Golde moſt curiouſly wrought, 
which was made cyther in Macureguaraiadioyning, 
or in Maven: But if weeſhoulde haue grieuedthem 
in their religion at the firſt, before they had beene 
raught better , and haue digged vppe their graves, 
wee hadloſt themall : and Saban I helde-my firſt 
reſolution , that her maieſty ſhould eyther accept or 
refule the enterpriſe, ere any thing ſhoulde be done 
that might in any ſort hinder the ſame, And if Pers 
had ſo many hcapes of Golde, whereofthoſe Inga 
were Princes,and that they delighted ſo much therein, 
no doubt but this which nowe liueth and raigneth 
in Mana, hath the ſame humour, and I am thived 
hath more abundance of Golde, within his territo- 
rie, then all Pers , andthe welt Indies. 

For the reſt, which my ſelfe haue ſcene I will promite 
theſe things thatfollow and knowe tobe true, Thoſe 
that are deſirous\ ro diſcouer and to ſee many nati- 
ons, may befatisfied within this river , which brin- 
gerth forch ſo many armes & branches leadingto ſeue- 


rall countries, & prouinces,aboue 2000.miles eaſt and 
weſt,and 8oo. miles ſouth and north : and of theſe,the 


moſt eyther richinGold, orin other marchandizes. 
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The:common ſoldier ſhal ere fight tor gold, and pay 
hinſelfc in ſtcede of pence, with plates of halfe afoote 
brode,wheras he breaketh his bones in other warres for 
prouant and penury. Thoſe commanders and Chiet- 
taines, that ſhootcathonour,and abundance, ſhal find 
there more rich and bewritull cities. , more temples 
adorned with golden Images , more ſepulchers filled 
with erea{ure;,then cither Cortez found in HMexice,or Paz 
zaro in Pers: and the ſhining glorie ofthis conqueſt 
will eclipſe all thoſe ſo farre extended beames ot the 
Spaoiſhnation. There is no countrey which yeeldeth 
more pleaſure tothe Inhabirants,cither for theſe com- 
mon delights of hunting, hawking, fiſhing , fowling, 
andthe reſt,then Gwia»a doth. It hath ſo many plaines, 
cleare riuers,] abundance: of Phelants , Partridges , 
Quailes, Rayles, Cranes, Herons,and all other fowle- 
Deare of all ſortes ,Porkes, Hares, Lyons, Tygers, Leo- 
pards, and diuers other ſattes at beaſtes ,cyther for 
chace,or foode, It hathid kinde of beaſt called (ma, 
or Anta ,asbigee as an Engliſh beete , and in greate 
lenty. 
: Tofpeake of the ſeuerall fortes of eucry kinde , I 
feare would betroubleſomerto the Reader , and there- 
fore I will omitte them, andconclule that both for 
health, good ayre,pleaſure;andriches ,lam refolued 
it cannot bee equalled by any region eyrther in the 
caſt orwelt, Morcoucr the countreyis fo healthtull ,- 
as 100, petſons-and more; Which lay ( wichout ſhift 
molt {luttiſhly,and were cuery day almoſt melced with 
heat in rowing & marching, and ſuddenly wet agiine 
with great ſhowers, and dideate of all ſorts of corciupt 
fruits, & made meales of fre(h tilywittiouc ones. 
; O 
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of Tortugas, 0h Lagartor,& of al ſorts good and bad, with- 
out cither oxder or meaſure, and beſides lodged in the 
open ayrecuery night)we loſtnot any one,nor had one 
1dif poſed comy Knowledge,nor found anic Callentara, 
*or other of thoſe peſtilent diſeaſes which dwell in all 
hore regions, and ſo nere theEquinoGtial] line, 

Where there is ſtore of gold, itis in effect nedeles ro 
remember other commodities for trade: but it hath to- 
wards the ſouth part of the river, great quantities of 
Braſil] woode, & of diuers berries, that dic a molt pex- 
fe crimfon and Carnation: And for painting,al Frazce, 
Ttaly, ot the caſt Indies yeild none ſuch: For the more 
the ſkyn is waſhed, the fayrer the cullour appeareth, 
and with which, euen thoſe brown and tawnie wome 
ſpot themſelues , and cullour'their checkes. All places 
yeilde abundance of Cotten, of ſylke , of Balſam, 
and of thoſe kindes moſt excellent , and neuer known 
in Europe: ofall ſortes of gummes , of /»4ia» pep- 
per: and whartelſe thecountries may afforde within 
the land wee knowe not, 'neither had we time to a- 
bide the trial, and ſearch . The ſoile beſides is fo 
excellent and fo full of rivers, asit will carrie ſu- 
ger, ginger, aud all thoſe other commodities, which 
the weſt Indies bath, ET 

The navigation is ſhort , ſor it may bee ſayled with 
an o1dinarie wind in ſix weekes, and in the like time 
backe againe , and by the way neither lee ſhoxe , Eni- 
mies coaſt , rocks, norſandes, all which-in the vot- 
ages to the Veſt indices , and alt otherplaces ,wee 
are ſubie& vnto , as the channell of Bahama, 
comming from the Veſt Indies, can not be pal- 
ſed in the VVinter, and when it is at the beſt , jitis a 
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| perillous and a fearefull place : The reſt of the Indies 
| tor calmes , and diſeaſes very troubleſome , and the 
| Bermuda: a helliſh ſea for thunder, lightning ,. and 


{tormes , 
| This verie yeare there were ſeuentecn ſayle of Spa- 


niſh ſhipps loſt in the channell of Babam , and the 
great Phillip like to haue ſunke at the Bermudar was put 
back to Saint [van de preriorico, Ando it falleth out in 
that Nauigation euery yere for the moſt parte, which 
in this voyage arenorto be feared : forthe time of the 
yereto leaue Eng/ard , is beſt in Tuly , and the Summer 
in Gian is in October , Nouember, December, Ia- 
nuarie, February,and March, and then the ſhipps may 
depart thence in Aprill, and ſo returne againe into 
EnglandinTune, fo as they ſhall neuer be ſubieR ro 
Winter weather , cyther comming, going,or ſtaying 
there, which for my part, I take to be one ofthe great- 
ct comforts and incouragments that can be thonghr 
on , hauing ( as Thaue done )raſtedin this voyage by 
the weſt Indies ſo many Calmes, ſo much heate ,ſuc 
outragious guſtes , wie weather , and contraric 
windes , / 
To conclude, G#iara is a Countrey that hath yet her 
Maydenhead, neuer ſackt, turned, nor wrought, the 
face of the earth hath not beene rorne, nor the vertue 
and ſalt ofthe ſoyle ſpent by manurance, the graues 
haue not beene opened for gold', the mines not 
broken with ſledges, northeir Images puld down out 
_ oftheir temples . It hath ncuer been entred by any ar- 
\ mic of ſtrength , andneuer conquered or poſleſed bya- 
ny Chriſtian Prince. It is beſides ſo defenſible, thatif 


wo forres be builded in one ofthe Provinces Og 
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haue ſeen,the flood (etteth in ſonecre the banke,where 
the channell alſo lyeth,that no ſhippe can paſſe vp, bur 
within a Pikes length of the Artillerie ; firſt of the 
one , and afterwardes of the other. : Which wo 
Fortes wilbe a ſufficient Guard both ro the Empire 
of Ing4,andto an hundred otherſeuerall kingdomes, 
lying within the ſaid Riuer , cuen to the citic of Q4- 
toin Peru. 

There is therefore great difference betwene the caſt- 
nes ofthe conqueſt of Gia», & the drfence of it be- 
ing conquered , and the Weſt or Eaſt Indies: 
Guiana hath but one entraunce bythe ſea ( if it haue 
that) for any veſſels of burden, ſo as whoſocuer ſhall 
firſt poſleſle it zit ſhall bee founde vhacceſſable for 
anic Enimie , except he come in VVherries, Bar- 
pes, or Canes, Or elsin flatte bottomed boats, andif 
he do offer to enter it in that manner , thewoodsare 
ſothicke 200 miles together vppon the riuers of ſuch 
entraunce, as a moule cannot fittein a boate vnhit 
from the banke. By land it is more impoſſible to 
approch, for it hath the m_ ſituation of anicregi- 
on vnderthe Sunne, and is ſo enuironed with impa(- 
ſable mountaynes on euerie ſide, as it is impoſſi- 
ble: co victuall anye companie in the village , 
which hath beene well proued by the Spaniſh na- 
tion, who ſince the conqueſt of Per» haue never" left 
fiuc yeres free from attempting this Empire, or dif- 
coucring ſome way into'it , and\yet'of 23 ſeue- 
rall gentlemen, knights, and noble meti , there was 
neuer anie that knewe which way to [cade an armic 
by land , or to condu@ ſhippes by ſea, any thing 
neere the ſaid countrie .'Orehano;' of which theriucr | 
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of Amazonertaketh name was the firſt , and Don An- 
thonio de Berreo( whome we difplanted ) the laſt: and 
doubt much , whether hee himſelfe or any of his, 
yet knowe the beſt waie into the ſaide Empyre. Ir 
can therefore hardly beregained , if any ſtrength bee 
formerly ſet downe , bur in one or twoplaces , and 
but two or three crumſters or galleys buylt , and fur- 
niſhed vpon the river within: The weſt Indies hath 
many portes, watring places, and landings, andnea - 
rerthen 300. miles to Gx4a»a,no mi can harbor a ſhip, 
except he know one onely place , which is not lear- 
ned in haſt, and which Iwill yndertake there is not a- 
ny one of my companies that knoweth , whoſocuer 
hearkened moſt afterit, 
Beſides by keeping one good fort, orbuilding one 
- towne of {trength,the whole Empyre is guarded, and 
whatſoeuer ' companies ſhalbe /atterwardes planted 
within the land; although in twenty ſeuerall prouin- 
ces, thoſe ſhall becable all ro reunite themſclues v- 
pou any occaſion eyther by the way.of one riuer, or 
ceable to march by iand without eytherwood, bog, 
or mountaine : whereas in the weſt Indies: there are 
fewe townes, or provinces thatcanſuccouror relieve 
onethe other, eyther by. land or ſca: By lande the

Enemies: By ſea, if any man inuadeto the Eaſtward, 
thoſe tothe weſt cannot inmany months turne againſt 
the brize and eaſterwing,befides rhe Spanyardes- are 
therein ſo.diſperſed;as they are no where ſtrong, but 
in Nueua Hiiþania onely: the e mountaines, the 
thornes,& poiſoned prickels,the {andy & deepe waics 
in the vallics the ſmothering heate andayre, and ye 
| 0 
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of waterin other places, are their onely and beſt de- 
fence , which becauſe thoſe nations that inuade them 
are not victualled or prouided to ſtay , neyther haue 
any place to friende adioyning ) doe ſerue them in 
ſteede of good armes and great multitudes. 

The weſt Indies were firſt offered her Maieſtics 
Grandfather by Columb: a (traunger, in whome therc 
might be doubt of deceipt , and beſides it was then 
thought incredible that there were fuch and ſo many 
lands & regions neuer written of before, This Empirc 
is made knowento her Maicſty by her own vaſlal,& by 
him that 6werh to her more duty then an ordinary ſub- 
ie&,ſothat it ſhallill fare with the many graces and be- 
nefites which þhaue receaucd to abuſe her highnes, 
cither, with fables or imaginations. The countrey is 
alreadie diſcouered, many nations won to her Maic- 
ſties loue & obedience, &thole Spanyards which haue 
lateſtand longeſtlabored about the conqueſt, beaten 
out , diſcouraged anddiſgraced, which amonge theſe 
nations were thought inuincible, Her maieſlic may 
in this enterprize employ allrhoſe fouldiers and gen- 
tlemen that are yonger brethren, and all captaines and 
Cheiftaines that want employment, and the charge 
wilbe onely the firſt ferring our in viQualling and ar- 
mingthem:for afterthe firſt orſecond yere I doubt nor 
buttoſee'in Londona Contratation houſe of more 
receipt for Guiana, thenthere is nowe in ciuilforthe 
Weſt indies.* . WL 

And Iam rceſoluedeharif therewere but'a ſmal arm 
a foote in Gmina, marching towards Area the chief: 
Citic of lriga , he wouldyceld her Maicſty by co _ - 
2 ton 
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ſition ſo many hundred thouſand pounds yearely , as 
(ſhould bothdefende all enemies abroad,and defray all 
expenccs at home, andthat he woulde beſides pay a 
garriſon of 3000, or 4000. ſoldiers very royallyrode- 
tend him againſt other nations: For he cannot but 
know, how his predeceſſors, yea how his owne great 
vncles Guaſcar and Atibalipalonnes to Guanacepa Em- 
peror of Pera,were (while they contendedforthe Em- 
pyrc) beaten out by the Spanyardes, and that both of 
late yearcs, and cuer ſince the ſaid conqueſt, the Spa- 
nyardes haue ſought the paſſages and.entry of his 
countrey- and of their crueltics vſed tothe borderers 
he cannot be ignorant. In which reſpe&s no doubt but 
he wil be brought to tribute with great gladnes, it nor, 
hee hath em. ſhotte nor Iron weapon 'in all his 
Empyre,and therefore may eaſely be conquered, 

And I farther remember that Berreo confeſſed to me 
and others ( which I proteſt before the Maieſty of 
God to berrye!) that there was found among prophe- 
cies in Pers ( atſuchtimeas the Empyrewas' reduced 
to the Spaniſh obedience) intheir chiefeſt remples,a- 
monglt diuers others which foreſhewed the loſle of the 
laid Empyre, that from 1ng/atierrathoſe Tngai ſhoulde 
be againe intime to come reſtored,and deliveredfrom 
the ſeruitudedf the ſaid Conquerors. AndI hope,as 
wee with theſefewe handes haue diſplanted the firſt 
perſon , and driuenthem out of the ſaid countrey,ſo

Vhercin the Rea- 
der is ro be aduertiſed , that although the Spanyards 
ſcetne to gloric much of their formall poſſeſſion 
taken before cM oreguito then Lord of Aromaya, and 
others there aboutes, which thoroughly vnderſtoode 
them not atthatrime, whatſoever the Spanyarces 0- 
therwiſe pretende : Yet , according to the former 
diſcourſe, and as aiſo it is related by Cayworaco, the 
ſonne of Topiawary nowe chicfe Lorde of the ſaide 
Aremaja , who was brought into England by Sir 
walter Raleghs,and was preſent at theſame poſleſh- 
on and diſcouerie of rhe Spanyardes mentioned in 
theſe letters ; it appeareth that aſter they were gone - 
out of their Countrey , the Indians then having 
farther conſideration of the matter , and more 
then conieRure of their intent , having knowne 
and hearde of their former cruelties: vppon their 
borderers and others of the Indians elſewhere: Ar 
their next comming , there beeing tenne of them 
ſent and imployed for a farther di[couerie , they 
were prouided to receiue and intertayne themin an 
other manner of forte then they had done before ; 
thatis to ſay, they flewe them and buried them in 
the Countrey, they ſo much ſought . They gaue 
them by that meanes a full and complete poſſeſſi- 
on the which before they had but begunne, And 
ſo they are minded to doe, to as many Spanyardes 
as come after , Other poſſeſſion they haue had 
none ſince , Neyther doe the Indians meane as 
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they proteſt, to giue them any other , One other 
thing to bee remembre1 is that in theſe letters the 
Spanyardes ſeeme to call G#ia»a and other Coun- 
tries necre it, bordering vppontheriuerof Orenoque,by 
the name of Nuexo Dorado, becaulc of the greate 
plenty of Golde there, in molt places to be foundc. 
Alluding alſo to the name of E! Dorads which was 
giuen by Aartines to the greate Citic of Ian, 
as is in the former treatiſe ſpecified . This is all [ 
thought good to aduertiſe . As for ſome other 
matrers, I leaue them tothe conſideration and iudge- 
ment of the indifferent reader. |

courſe to fall with it 15 50. leagues to the windward to the

gn , we haue no newes worth the writing, ſauing of a diſ- 


couery lately made by the Spanyardsin a newe land called

from thence —_ that were in the diſcouery,yatothcir pa- 
rents heerein this City:I ſe (God willing) to beftow ten 
or twelue daics in ſcarch ofthe ſaid Dorado,as I paſſe in yoyage 
towards Certhagena,hoping there to make ſome good lale of 
our commodities, I haue ſent youtherewith part of the infor-

N theriuerof Parootherwiſe called Oren7qme,inthe princi- 
pall portthereof called #4riſmere, ths 24. of April 1593.

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de Berres Gouemour and Caprtaine generall tor our Lord the 
King, betwixtthe rivers of Patoand Papamene alias Orenogue, 
and Mararmoand of the land of Trmidado,in preſence of 
me Rodrigo de Caranca regilter for the ſea, commaunded all 
the ſoldiers tobe Erawne tegether and put inorcer of battaile, 
the Captaincsand ſoldiers, and Maſter of the Campe ſtanding 
inthe middelt ot them , {aide ynto them : Sirs, Solciers, and 
Capraines, you vnderſtand long fince that our Generall Anth, 
de Kerreo , with the trauell of 11 yeares, and expence of more 
then 100000. peſoesof Gold, ditcquered the royall prouinces 
of Gaiana and Lorado: Of the which he tooke pollefſion to 
governe the lame, dut _ want of his peoples health,and 
ncece{lary nunitionghe ifued out at the Iland Afagwarita, and 
from thence peopled the Trimidado., Butnow they haue ſent 
me to leame out and diſcouer the waies moſt eaſy to enter, and 
to people the {aid prouinces, and where the Campes and Ar- 
mics may beſt enter the ſame . By reaſon whereot Iintend ſo 
to doe it the name of his Maieſty,and the ſaid gouernour A

"II E firſt of May they proſecuted the ſaid poſſefiion and 
diſcouery to the zowne of Carapara. From thence the 
ſaid Maſter of the Campe paſſed to the towne of Toreco,wholſe 
principallis called Topiawary beeing hue leagues farther with- 
in the land thenthe firſt nation, & wel inhabited. And ro this 
principal by meane ofthe interpretor they gauec to ynder{iand 
that his Mateſty and the faid Corrigidor commaunded them to 
take the poſieſhon of that land, and thatthey ſhould yeeld their 
obedience to his Maieſty,and to his Corrigidor,and to the Ma- 
ſterof the Campe in his name, and that in token thercot he 
would place a crofle in the middle of his towne. Wherunto the 
{aid Caſſigne anſwered they ſhould aduance it with a very good 
will, and that he remained, inthe obedience of our Lorde the 
King, and of the ſaid Gouernour Artho: de Berres whole 
yaſſall he would be. : 
The fourth of May we came toaprouince aboue hue leagues 
thence,of all hides inhabited with much people , the principall 
of this people came and mette vs in peaccable manner: and 
hee is called Rerato , he brought vs to a very large houſc 
where he entertained ys wel,& gaue vs much Gold, andthe in» 
terpretor asking him from whence that Gold was, he anſwered 
from a profince not paſſing a dajes journey of, where there are 
lo many Indians as would ſhadow the lunne,and ſo much Gold 
as all yon der plaine will not containe it , In which Countrey 
(v henthey enter into the Boyachers)they take of the ſaid Gold 
in duſt, 2nd anoynt themſelues all over therewith to make the 
brauer ſhewe, and to the endthe Gold may couer them, they 
annoynt their bodies with flamped herbes of a glewencus ſub- 
Rance : and they have warre with thoſe Indians, They premi- 
led ys thatif we would gee vntoghem they would ayce vs, but 
they were ſuch infinite number as no doubt they woulde 
Kill ys And being asked how they gatthelame Goldythey told 
vs they wentto a certaine Comne orplayne andfulledor dig- 


gec vp the graffe by the rcote,w hich done,they tooke of the 
earth, 
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eanth, putirgit in great buckets which ikey caried to wiſh at 
the riucr, & thatw hich c:mcin powder they kept for their Bo- 
racheras & that which wasin peeces,they wroughtinto Faglee, 
| Theeight of May we went from thence, and marched a- 

bout five leagues: at the foote of a hill we founde a principall 
called Arataco,with 3cco Indians,men & women, all in peace 
and with much viEtual, as hens and yenion in greatabundance, 
and many fortes of wine. Hee intreated vsto goc to his houſe 
and toreſt thatnight in his towne being of 5 co. houſes. The 

[nterpretor asked wi hence he had thoſe beps, ke {aid they were 
, brovghtfrema mountaine not paliing a quarter of a league 
thence, where were many Indians, yea ſo many as graſie onthe 
grornd , andthat thcfe men had the points of their ſhoulders 
higherthen the Crow nes of their heades, and had ſo many 

heys as was wenderfull, and it we would kaue any we ſhould 
ſend them Jewes harpes , forthey woulde giue tor euery one 
two hens, we tooke an Indian and gave him 500; harpes, the 
hens were jo many that he broughtvs,as were not to be num- 
bred : Wee ſaid we would goe thither, they told vs they were 
now in their Borrachers and would kill vs, we asked the Indi- 
an,thar brought the hensifit were true, he faid it wasmoſt true: 
Weasked him how they made their Bowackera, he {aide chey 
had many FE agles of Gold banging on their breaſts, & pearls in 
their cares,and that they daunced beingall couered with Gold. 
The Indian faid vnto vs, if we would feeth&,we ſhould giue him 
{ome hatchets , andhe would bring vs of thoſe Eagles. The 
Maſter ot the Campe gaue himone hatchet(he would giue him 
no more becauſe they ſhould notynderftand we went to feeke 
Gold)he brovghtvs an Eagle which wayed 27 pounds of good 
Gold. The Maftcretthe Campetooke it,and ſhewedit tothe 
ſoldiers, and then threwe itfrom him, making ſhew not1o re- 
eardit. About midnight camean Indian and faid ynto him, 
give me apickeaxe and I will tell thee what the Indians with 
the high ſhoulders mcane rodoe, the Interpretor toldthe M:- 
Ker of the Campe who cemmaunded one to be given him,he 
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then tolde vs thole Indians were comming to kill vs for our 
marchandize. Heereupon the Maſter of the Campe cauſed 
his company to be ſet inorder,and beganne to march. The tr. 
day of May, we wentabout 7 leagues from thence to a pro- 
uince, where we found a great company of {ndians apparrel- 
ted, rhey told vs thatif we.came to fight,they woulde fill yp 
thoſeplaines with Indians to fight with vs , butif we came in 
peace , we ſhouldenter and be well entertained of: them, be- 
cauſe they hada great deſire toſee Chriſtians, and there they 
told vs of all the riches that was, I doe not heere {ctit downe, 
becaule there isno place focit, butit ſhall appeace bythe intor- 
mation that goes to his Maiclty,, for if ic. ſhould heere be let 
downe,fowerlcaues of paper wouldnot contatne it. 


The letter of George Burien Britton, from the ſaide Ca-

H E ſaith that being at Trinidadoin g1.hehad of an Indiau 
there apeece of Golde of a quarter of a pounde in cx- 
chaunge of 2 knife, the ſaid Indian tolde him be had itat,the 
head of that riuer which commeth to Paracoa in the Treridads, 
but ſaid within the river of Orenoque,it was in great abundance. 
Alſoin 93, being taken by the Spanyards,and brought priſo- 
ncr into the land of Madera (the place for his prifon ) there 
camein this meane time a barke of 4o tunnes from a newe 
d:i(conery , with two millions of Gold , the company whereof 
reported Gold in that place to be in great abundance, and cal. 
leditthe Nzexo Doraso.Thisfrench man paſſed from Spayne 
1nthe barke , and hauing acabben neere a genticman , one 
of the diſcouerers thai came from that place inthe ſaid barke, 
had diuers times conference with him , and amongſt other 
thinges of rhe great abundance of Golde in the ſaid Dorado
